Part 1: PREAMBLE 


The Provincial Policy Statement provides policy direction on matters of 
provincial interest related to land use planning and development. As a 
key part of Ontario’s policy-lcd planning system, the Provincial Policy 
Statement sets the policy foundation for regulating the development and 
use of land. It also supports the provincial goal to enhance the quality of 
life for the citizens of Ontario. 


The Provincial Policy Statement provides for appropriate development 
while protecting resources of provincial interest, public health and 
safety, and the quality of the natural environment. The Provincial Policy 
Statement supports improved land use planning and management, which 
contributes to a more effective and efficient land use planning system. 


The policies of the Provincial Policy Statement may be complemented 
by provincial plans or by locally-generated policies regarding matters of 
municipal interest. Provincial plans and municipal official plans provide 
a framework for comprehensive, integrated and long-term planning that 
supports and integrates the principles of strong communities, a clean and 
healthy environment and economic growth, for the long term. 


Land use planning is only one of the tools for implementing provincial 
interests. A wide range of legislation, regulations, policics and programs 
may also affect planning matters, and assist in implementing these 
interests. 
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Part Il: LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY 


The Provincial Policy Statement is issued under the authority of Section 
3 of the Planning Act and came into effect on March 1, 2005. It applies 
to all applications, matters or proceedings commenced on or after March 
1, 2005. 


In respect of the exercise of any authority that affects a planning matter, 
Section 3 of the Planning Act requires that decisions affecting planning 
matters “shall be consistent with” policy statements issued under the 
Act. 


Part III: HOW TO READ THE PROVINCIAL POLICY 
STATEMENT 


A policy-led planning system recognizes and addresses the complex 
inter-relationships among environmental, economic and social factors in 
land use planning. The Provincial Policy Statement supports a 
comprehensive, integrated and long-term approach to planning, and 
recognizes linkages among policy arcas. 


The Provincial Policy Statement is more than a set of individual policies. 
It is intended to be read in its entirety and the relevant policies are to be 
applied to each situation. A decision-maker should read all of the 
relevant policies as if they are specifically cross-referenced with cach 
other. While specific policies sometimes refer to other policies for case 
of use, these cross-references do not take away from the need to read the 
Provincial Policy Statement as a whole. 


Part IV, Vision for Ontario’s Land Use Planning System, provides the 
context for applying the Provincial Policy Statement. Implementation 
issues are addressed in the Implementation and Interpretation section. 


Except for references to legislation which are traditionally italicized, 
italicized terms in the Provincial Policy Statement are defined in the 
Definitions section. For other terms, the normal meaning of the word 
applics. Terms may be italicized only in specific policies; for these 
terms, the defined meaning applics where they are italicized and the 
normal meaning applies where they are not italicized. Defined terms in 
the Definitions section are intended to capture both singular and plural 
forms of these terms in the policies. 


There is no implied priority in the order in which the policies appear. 


Part IV: VISION FOR ONTARIO’S LAND USE PLANNING 
SYSTEM 


The long-term prosperity and social well-being of Ontarians depend on 
maintaining strong communities, a clean and healthy environment and a 
strong cconomy. 


Ontario is a vast province with diverse urban, rural and northern 
communities which may face different challenges related to diversity in 
population levels, economic activity, pace of growth and physical and 
natural conditions. Some areas face challenges related to maintaining 
population and diversifying their cconomy, while other areas face 
challenges related to accommodating and managing the development 
and population growth which is occurring, while protecting important 
resources and the quality of the natural environment. The Provincial 
Policy Statement reflects this diversity and is based on good planning 
principles that apply in communities across Ontario. 


The Provincial Policy Statement focuses growth within settlement areas 
and away from significant or sensitive resources and areas which may 
pose a risk to public health and safety. It recognizes that the wise 
management of development may involve directing, promoting or 
sustaining growth. Land use must be carefully managed to accommodate 
appropriate development to meet the full range of current and future 
needs, while achieving efficient development patterns. 


Efficient development patterns optimize the use of land, resources and 
public investment in infrastructure and public service facilities. These 
land use patterns promote a mix of housing, employment, parks and 
open spaces, and transportation choices that facilitate pedestrian 
mobility and other modes of travel. They also support the financial well- 


being of the Province and municipalitics over the long term, and 
minimize the undesirable effects of development, including impacts on 
air, water and other resources. Strong, liveable and healthy communities 
enhance social well-being and are economically and environmentally 
sound. 


The Province’s natural heritage resources, water, agricultural lands, 
mineral resources, and cultural heritage and archacological resources 
provide important environmental, economic and social benefits. The 
wise use and management of these resources over the long term is a key 
provincial interest. The Province must ensure that its resources are 
managed in a sustainable way to protect essential ecological processes 
and public health and safety, minimize environmental and _ social 
impacts, and mect its long-term needs. 


It is equally important to protect the overall health and safety of the 
population. The Provincial Policy Statement directs development away 
from areas of natural and human-made hazards, where these hazards 
cannot be mitigated. This preventative approach supports provincial and 
municipal financial well-being over the long term, protects public health 
and safety, and minimizes cost, risk and social disruption. 


Taking action to conserve land and resources avoids the need for costly 
remedial measures to correct problems and supports economic and 
environmental principles. 


Strong communities, a clean and healthy environment and a strong 
economy are inextricably linked. Long-term prosperity, environmental 
health and social well-being should take precedence over short-term 
considerations. 


The fundamental principles set out in the Provincial Policy Statement 
apply throughout Ontario, despite regional variations. To support our 
collective well-being, now and in the future, all land usc must be well 
managed. 


The Vision for Ontario’s Land Use Planning System may be further 
articulated through planning direction for specific arcas of the Province 
issued through provincial plans, such as those plans created under the 
Niagara Escarpment Planning and Development Act and the Oak Ridges 
Moraine Conservation Act, 2001, which are approved by the Licutenant 
Governor in Council or the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing. 


Part V: POLICIES 


1.0 BUILDING STRONG COMMUNITIES 


Ontario’s long-term prosperity, environmental health and social well- 
being depend on wiscly managing change and promoting efficient land 
use and development patterns. Efficient land use and development 
patterns support strong, liveable and healthy communities, protect the 
environment and public health and safety, and facilitate cconomic 
growth. 


Accordingly: 


1.1 MANAGING AND DIRECTING LAND USE TO 
ACHIEVE EFFICIENT DEVELOPMENT AND LAND 
USE PATTERNS 


leds Healthy, liveable and safe communities are sustained by: 


a) promoting efficient development and land use patterns 
which sustain the financial well-being of the Province 
and municipalities over the long term; 

b) accommodating an appropriate range and mix of 
residential, employment (including industrial, commercial 
and institutional uses), recreational and open space uses to 
mect long-term needs; 

c) avoiding development and land use patterns which may 
cause environmental or public health and safety concerns; 

d) avoiding development and land use patterns that would 
prevent the efficient expansion of settlement areas in 
those areas which are adjacent or close to settlement 
areas,

c) promoting cost-cffective development standards to 
minimize land consumption and servicing costs; 

f) improving accessibility for persons with disabilitics and 
the elderly by removing and/or preventing land use 
barriers which restrict their full participation in socicty; 
and 

g) ensuring that necessary infrastructure and public service 
facilities are or will be available to meet current and 
projected needs. 


Sufficient land shall be made available through intensification 
and redevelopment and, if necessary, designated growth areas, 
to accommodate an appropriate range and mix of employment 
opportunitics, housing and other land uses to meet projected 
needs for a time horizon of up to 20 years. However, where an 
alternate time period has been established for specific areas of 
the Province as a result of a provincial planning exercise or a 
provincial plan, that time frame may be used for municipalities 
within the area. 


Settlement Areas 


Settlement areas shall be the focus of growth and their vitality 
and regeneration shall be promoted. 


Land use patterns within seft/ement areas shall be based on: 


a) densities and a mix of land uses which: 

1. efficiently use land and resources; 

2. are appropriate for, and efficiently use, the 
infrastructure and public service facilities which are 
planned or available, and avoid the need for their 
unjustified and/or uneconomical expansion; and 

3. minimize negative impacts to air quality and 
climate change, and promote energy cfficiency in 
accordance with policy 1.8; and 

b) a range of uses and opportunities for intensification and 
redevelopment in accordance with the criteria in policy 

121833) 


Planning authorities shall identify and promote opportunitics 
for intensification and redevelopment where this can be 
accommodated taking into account existing building stock or 
areas, including brownfield sites, and the availability of 
suitable existing or planned infrastructure and public service 


facilities required to accommodate projected needs. 


Intensification and redevelopment shall be directed in 
accordance with the policics of Section 2: Wise Use and 
Management of Resources and Section 3: Protecting Public 
Health and Safety. 


Appropriate development standards should be promoted which 
facilitate intensification, redevelopment and compact form, 
while maintaining appropriate levels of public health and 
safety. 


Planning authoritics shall establish and implement minimum 
targets for intensification and redevelopment within built-up 
areas. However, where provincial targets are established 
through provincial plans, the provincial target shall represent 
the minimum target for affected areas. 


Planning authoritics shall establish and implement phasing 
policies to ensure that specified targets for intensification and 
redevelopment are achieved prior to, or concurrent with, new 
development within designated growth areas. 


New development taking place in designated growth areas 
should occur adjacent to the existing built-up area and shall 
have a compact form, mix of uses and densities that allow for 
the efficient use of land, infrastructure and public service 


facilities.

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Planning authoritics shall establish and implement phasing 
policies to ensure the orderly progression of development 
within designated growth areas and the timely provision of the 
infrastructure and public service facilities required to meet 
current and projected needs. 


A planning authority may identify a settlement area or allow 
the expansion of a settlement area boundary only at the time of 
a comprehensive review and only where it has been 
demonstrated that: 


a) sufficient opportunitics for growth are not available 
through intensification, redevelopment and. designated 
growth areas to accommodate the projected needs over 
the identified planning horizon; 

b) the infrastructure and public service facilities which are 
planned or available are suitable for the development 
over the long term and protect public health and safety; 

c)  inprime agricultural areas: 


1. the lands do not comprise specialty crop areas;

3. there are no reasonable alternatives on lower 


priority agricultural lands in prime agricultural 
areas; and 
d) impacts from new or expanding sefflement areas on 
agricultural operations which are adjacent or close to the 
settlement area are mitigated to the extent feasible. 


In determining the most appropriate direction for expansions to 
the boundaries of settlement areas or the identification of a 
settlement area by a planning authority, a planning authority 
shall apply the policies of Section 2: Wise Use and 
Management of Resources and Scction 3: Protecting Public 
Health and Safety. 


Rural Areas in Municipalities 
In rural areas \ocated in municipalities: 


a) permitted uses and activities shall relate to the 
management or use of resources, resource-based 
recreational activities, limited residential development 
and other rural land uses; 

b) development shall be appropriate to the infrastructure 
which is planned or available, and avoid the need for the 
unjustified and/or uneconomical expansion of this 
infrastructure; 

c) new land uses, including the creation of lots, and new or 
expanding livestock facilities, shall comply with the 
minimum distance separation formulae; 

d) development that is compatible with the rural landscape 
and can be sustained by rural service levels should be 
promoted; 

e) locally-important agricultural and resource areas should 
be designated and protected by directing non-related 
development to areas where it will not constrain these 
uses; 

f) | opportunitics should be retained to locate new or 
expanding land uses that require separation from other 
uses; and 

g) recreational, tourism and other economic opportunities 
should be promoted. 


Rural Areas in Territory Without Municipal Organization 


In rural areas located in territory without municipal 
organization, the focus of development activity shall be 
activitics and land uses related to the management or use of 
resources and resource-based recreational activities. 


The establishment of new permanent townsitcs shall not be 
permitted.

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In areas adjacent to and surrounding municipalitics, only 
development that is related to the management or use of 
resources and resource-based recreational activity shall be 
permitted unless: 


a) the area forms part of a planning area; and 

b) it has been determined, as part of a comprehensive 
review, that the impacts of growth will not place an unduc 
strain on the public service facilities and infrastructure 
provided by adjacent municipalities, regions and/or the 
Province. 


COORDINATION 


A coordinated, integrated and comprehensive approach should 
be used when dealing with planning matters within 
municipalitics, or which cross lower, single and/or upper-tier 
municipal boundaries, including: 


a) managing and/or promoting growth and development; 

b) managing natural heritage, water, agricultural, mineral, 
and cultural heritage and archacological resources; 

c) infrastructure, public service facilities and waste 
management systems; 

d) ecosystem, shoreline and watershed related issues; 

c) natural and human-made hazards; and 

f) population, housing and employment projections, based 
on regional market areas. 


Where planning is conducted by an upper-ticr municipality, the 
upper-ticr municipality in consultation with  lower-ticr 
municipalities shall: 


a) identify, coordinate and allocate population, housing and 
employment projections for lower-ticr municipalitics. 
Allocations and projections by upper-ticr municipalities 
shall be based on and reflect provincial plans where these 
exist; 

b) identify arcas where growth will be directed, including 
the identification of nodes and the corridors linking these 
nodes; 

c) identify targets for intensification and redevelopment 
within all or any of the lower-ticr municipalitics, 
including minimum targets that should be met before 
expansion of the boundarics of settlement areas is 
permitted in accordance with policy 1.1.3.9; 


d) where transit corridors exist or are to be developed, 
identify density targets for areas adjacent or in proximity 
to these corridors, including minimum targets that should 
be met before expansion of the boundaries of settlement 
areas is permitted in accordance with policy 1.1.3.9; and 


c) identify and provide policy direction for the lower-tier 
municipalitics on matters that cross municipal 
boundaries. 


Where there is no upper-ticr municipality, planning authoritics 
shall ensure that policy 1.2.2 is addressed as part of the 
planning process, and should coordinate these matters with 
adjacent planning authorities. 


EMPLOYMENT AREAS 


Planning authorities shall promote economic development and 
competitiveness by: 


a) providing for an appropriate mix and range of 
employment (including industrial, commercial and 
institutional uses) to mect long-term needs; 

b) providing opportunitics for a diversified economic base, 
including maintaining a range and choice of suitable sites 
for cmployment uses which support a wide range of 
economic activities and ancillary uses, and take into 
account the needs of existing and future businesses;

c) planning for, protecting and preserving employment areas 
for current and future uses; and 

d) ensuring the necessary infrastructure is provided to 
support current and projected needs. 


Planning authorities may permit conversion of lands within 
employment areas to non-employment uses through a 
comprehensive review, only where it has been demonstrated 
that the land is not required for employment purposes over the 
long term and that there is a need for the conversion. 


HOUSING 


To provide for an appropriate range of housing types and 
densitics required to mect projected requirements of current 
and future residents of the regional market area identified in 
policy 1.4.3, planning authoritics shall: 


a) maintain at all times the ability to accommodate 
residential growth for a minimum of 10 years through 
residential intensification and redevelopment and, if 
necessary, lands which are designated and available for 
residential development; and 

b) maintain at all times where new development is to occur, 
land with servicing capacity sufficient to provide at lcast 
a 3 year supply of residential units available through 
lands suitably zoned to facilitate — residential 
intensification and redevelopment, and land in draft 
approved and registered plans. 


Where planning is conducted by an upper-ticr municipality: 


a) the land and unit supply maintained by the lower-tier 
municipality identified in policy 1.4.1 shall be based on 
and reflect the allocation of population and units by the 
upper-ticr municipality; and 

b) — the allocation of population and units by the upper-tier 
municipality shall be based on and reflect provincial 
plans where these exist. 


Planning authoritics shall provide for an appropriate range of 
housing types and densities to meet projected requirements of 
current and future residents of the regional market area by: 


a) cstablishing and implementing minimum targets for the 
provision of housing which is affordable to low and 
moderate income households. However, where planning 
is conducted by an upper-ticr municipality, the upper-tier 
municipality in consultation with the  lower-tier 
municipalitics may identify a higher target(s) which shall 
represent the minimum target(s) for these lower-tier 
municipalitics; 

b) permitting and facilitating: 

1. all forms of housing required to meet the social, 
health and well-being requirements of current and 
future residents, including special needs 
requirements; and 

2. all forms of residential intensification and 
redevelopment in accordance with policy 1.1.3.3; 

c) directing the development of new housing towards 
locations where appropriate levels of infrastructure and 
public service facilities are or will be available to support 
current and projected needs; 

d) promoting densitics for new housing which efficiently 
use land, resources, infrastructure and public service 
facilities, and support the use of alternative transportation 
modes and public transit in areas where it exists or is to 
be developed; and 

c) establishing development standards for residential 
intensification, redevelopment and new residential 
development which minimize the cost of housing and 
facilitate compact form, while maintaining appropriate 
levels of public health and safety. 
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PUBLIC SPACES, PARKS AND OPEN SPACE 
Healthy, active communities should be promoted by: 


a) planning public streets, spaces and facilitics to be safe, 
meet the needs of pedestrians, and facilitate pedestrian 
and non-motorized movement, including but not limited 
to, walking and cycling; 

b) providing for a full range and cquitable distribution of 
publicly-accessible built and natural settings — for 
recreation, including facilitics, parklands, open space 
areas, trails and, where practical, water-based resources; 

c) providing opportunitics for public access to shorclines; 
and 

d) considering the impacts of planning decisions on 
provincial parks, conservation reserves and conservation 
areas. 


INFRASTRUCTURE AND PUBLIC SERVICE 
FACILITIES 


Infrastructure and public service facilities shall be provided in 
a coordinated, efficient and cost-effective manncr_ to 
accommodate projected needs. 


Planning for infrastructure and public service facilities shall be 
integrated with planning for growth so that these are available 
to meet current and projected necds. 


The use of existing infrastructure and public service facilities 
should be optimized, wherever feasible, before consideration is 
given to developing new infrastructure and public service 


facilities. 


Infrastructure and public service facilities should be 
strategically located to support the cffective and efficient 
delivery of emergency management services. 


Where feasible, public service facilities should be co-located to 
promote cost-cffectiveness and facilitate service integration. 


Sewage and Water 
Planning for sewage and water services shall: 


a) direct and accommodate expected growth in a manner 
that promotes the efficient use of existing: 
1. municipal sewage services and municipal water 
services; and 
2. private communal sewage services and private 
communal water services, where municipal sewage 
services and municipal water services are not 


available; 
b) ensure that these systems are provided in a manner that: 
1. can be sustained by the water resources upon which 


such services rely; 
2. is financially viable and complics with all 
regulatory requirements; and 
3. protects human health and the natural environment; 
c) promote water conservation and water use efficiency; 
d) integrate servicing and land use considerations at all 
stages of the planning process; and 
c) subject to the hicrarchy of services provided in policies 
1.6.4.2, 1.6.4.3 and 1.6.4.4, allow lot creation only if 
there is confirmation of sufficient reserve sewage system 
capacity and reserve water system capacity within 
municipal sewage services and municipal water services 
or private communal sewage services and private 
communal water services. The determination of sufficient 
reserve sewage system capacity shall include treatment 
capacity for hauled sewage from private communal 
sewage services and individual on-site sewage services. 


1.6.4.2 Municipal sewage services and municipal water services are 


the preferred form of servicing for settlement areas. 
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1.6.6

Intensification and redevelopment within settlement areas on 
existing municipal sewage services and municipal water 
services should be promoted, wherever feasible. 


Municipalitics may choose to use private communal sewage 
services and private communal water services, and where 
policy 1.6.4.4 permits, individual on-site sewage services and 
individual on-site water services, where: 


a) municipal sewage services and municipal water services 
are not provided; and 

b) the municipality has established policies to ensure that 
the services to be provided satisfy the criteria set out in 
policy 1.6.4.1. 


Individual on-site sewage services and individual on-site water 
services shall be used for a new development of five or less lots 
or private residences where municipal sewage services and 
municipal water services or private communal sewage services 
and private communal water services are not provided and 
where site conditions are suitable for the long-term provision 
of such services. Despite this, individual on-site sewage 
services and individual on-site water services may be uscd to 
service more than five lots or private residences in rural areas 
provided these services are solely for those uses permitted by 
policy 1.1.4.1(a) and site conditions are suitable for the long- 
term provision of such serviccs. 


Partial services shall only be permitted in the following 
circumstances: 


a) where they are necessary to address failed individual on- 
site sewage services and individual on-site water services 
in existing development; and 

b) within settlement areas, to allow for infilling and 
rounding out of existing development on partial services 
provided that: 


1. the development is within the reserve sewage 
system capacity and reserve water system capacity; 
and 


2. site conditions are suitable for the long-term 
provision of such services. 


Transportation Systems 


Transportation systems should be provided which are safe, 
energy efficient, facilitate the movement of people and goods, 
and are appropriate to address projected needs. 


Efficient use shall be made of existing and planned 
infrastructure. 


Connectivity within and among transportation systems and 
modes should be maintained and, where possible, improved 
including connections which cross jurisdictional boundaries. 


A land use pattern, density and mix of uses should be promoted 
that minimize the length and number of vehicle trips and 
support the development of viable choices and plans for public 
transit and other alternative transportation modes, including 
commuter rail and bus. 


Transportation and land use considerations shall be integrated 
at all stages of the planning process. 


Transportation and Infrastructure Corridors 


Planning authoritics shall plan for and protect corridors and 
rights-of-way for transportation, transit and infrastructure 
facilitics to meet current and projected needs. 


Planning authorities shall not permit development in planned 
corridors that could preclude or negatively affect the use of the 
corridor for the purpose(s) for which it was identified. 
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The preservation and reuse of abandoned corridors for 
purposes that maintain the corridor’s integrity and continuous 
linear characteristics should be encouraged, wherever feasible. 


When planning for corridors and rights-of-way for significant 
transportation and infrastructure facilitics, consideration will 
be given to the significant resources in Section 2: Wise Use 
and Management of Resources. 


Airports 


Planning for land uses in the vicinity of airports shall be 
undertaken so that: 


a) the long-term operation and economic role of airports is 
protected; and 

b) airports and sensitive land uses are appropriately 
designed, buffered and/or separated from cach other to 
prevent adverse effects from odour, noise and other 
contaminants. 


Airports shall be protected from incompatible land uses and 
development by: 


a) prohibiting new residential development and other 
sensitive land uses in areas near airports above 30 
NEF/NEP, as set out on maps (as revised from time to 
time) that have been reviewed by Transport Canada; 

b) considering redevelopment of existing residential uses 
and other sensitive land uses or infilling of residential and 
other sensitive land uses in areas above 30 NEF/NEP 
only if it has been demonstrated that there will be no 
negative impacts on the long-term function of the airport; 
and 

c) discouraging land uses which may cause a_ potential 
aviation safety hazard. 


Waste Management 


Waste management systems need to be provided that are of an 
appropriate size and type to accommodate present and future 
requirements, and facilitate, encourage and promote reduction, 
reuse and recycling objectives. 


Waste management systems shall be located and designed in 
accordance with provincial legislation and standards. 


LONG-TERM ECONOMIC PROSPERITY 
Long-term economic prosperity should be supported by: 


a) optimizing the long-term availability and use of land, 
resources, infrastructure and public service facilities; 

b) maintaining and, where possible, enhancing the vitality 
and viability of downtowns and mainstrects; 

c) promoting the redevelopment of brownfield sites; 

d) providing for an efficient, cost-effective, reliable multi- 
modal transportation system that is integrated with 
adjacent systems and those of other jurisdictions, and is 
appropriate to address projected necds; 

ec) planning so that major facilities (such as airports, 
transportation/transit/rail infrastructure and corridors, 
intermodal facilities, sewage treatment facilities, waste 
management systems, oil and gas pipelines, industries 
and resource extraction activitics) and sensitive land uses 
are appropriately designed, buffered and/or separated 
from cach other to prevent adverse effects from odour, 
noise and other contaminants, and minimize risk to public 
health and safety; 

f) providing opportunities — for 
development; 

g) promoting the sustainability of the agri-food sector by 
protecting agricultural resources and minimizing land use 
conflicts; and 


sustainable — tourism 
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h) providing opportunitics for increased energy generation, 
supply and conservation, including a/fernative energy 
systems and renewable energy systems. 


ENERGY AND AIR QUALITY 


Planning authoritics shall support energy cfficiency and 
improved air quality through land use and development 
patterns which: 


a) promote compact form and a structure of nodes and 
corridors; 

b) promote the use of public transit and other alternative 
transportation modes in and between residential, 
employment (including commercial, industrial and 
institutional uses) and other areas where these exist or are 
to be developed; 

c) focus major employment, commercial and other travel- 
intensive land uses on sites which are well served by 
public transit where this cxists or is to be developed, or 
designing these to facilitate the establishment of public 
transit in the future; 

d) improve the mix of employment and housing uses to 
shorten commute journcys and decrease transportation 
congestion; and 

ec) promote design and orientation which maximize the use 
of alternative or renewable energy, such as solar and 
wind energy, and the mitigating effects of vegetation. 


Increased energy supply should be promoted by providing 
opportunities for energy generation facilitics to accommodate 
current and projected needs, and the use of renewable energy 
systems and alternative energy systems, where feasible. 


Alternative energy systems and renewable energy systems shall 
be permitted in settlement areas, rural areas and prime 
agricultural areas in accordance with provincial and federal 
requirements. In rural areas and prime agricultural areas, 
these systems should be designed and constructed to minimize 
impacts on agricultural operations. 


WISE USE AND MANAGEMENT OF RESOURCES 


Ontario’s long-term prosperity, environmental health, and social well- 
being depend on protecting natural heritage, water, agricultural, mineral 
and cultural heritage and archacological resources for their economic, 
environmental and social benefits. 


Accordingly: 

al NATURAL HERITAGE 

Zell Natural features and areas shall be protected for the long term. 

2d ed The diversity and connectivity of natural features in an area, 
and the long-term ecological function and biodiversity of 
natural heritage systems, should be maintained, restored or, 
where possible, improved, recognizing linkages between and 
among natural heritage features and areas, surface water 
features and ground water features. 

PENS) Development and site alteration shall not be permitted in: 
a) significant habitat of endangered species and threatened 

species; 

b) significant wetlands in Ecoregions SE, 6E and 7E'; and 
c) — significant coastal wetlands. 

2.1.4 Development and site alteration shall not be permitted in: 


a) significant wetlands in the Canadian Shield north of 
Ecoregions SE, 6E and 7E'; 


' Ecoregions SE, 6E and 7E are shown on Figure 1. 
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b) — significant woodlands south and cast of the Canadian 
Shield’; 

c) significant valleylands south and cast of the Canadian 
Shield’; 

d) significant wildlife habitat; and 

e) significant areas of natural and scientific interest 


unless it has been demonstrated that there will be no negative 
impacts on the natural features or their ecological functions. 


Development and site alteration shall not be permitted in fish 
habitat except in accordance with provincial and federal 
requirements. 


Development and site alteration shall not be permitted on 
adjacent lands to the natural heritage features and areas 
identificd in policies 2.1.3, 2.1.4 and 2.1.5 unless the 
ecological function of the adjacent lands has been evaluated 
and it has been demonstrated that there will be no negative 
impacts on the natural features or on their ecological functions. 


Nothing in policy 2.1 is intended to limit the ability of existing 
agricultural uses to continuc. 


WATER 


Planning authoritics shall protect, improve or restore the 
quality and quantity of water by: 


a) using the watershed as the ecologically meaningful scale 
for planning; 

b) minimizing potential negative impacts, including cross- 
jurisdictional and cross-watershed impacts; 

c) identifying surface water features, ground water features, 
hydrologic functions and natural heritage features and 
areas which are necessary for the ecological and 
hydrological integrity of the watershed; 

d) implementing necessary restrictions on development and 
site alteration to: 

1. protect all municipal drinking watcr supplies and 
designated vulnerable areas; and 

2. protect, improve or restore vulnerable surface and 
ground water, sensitive surface water features and 
sensitive ground water features, and __ their 
hydrologic functions; 

c) maintaining linkages and related functions among surface 
water features, ground water features, hydrologic 
functions and natural heritage features and areas; 

f) promoting efficient and sustainable use of water 
resources, including practices for water conservation and 
sustaining water quality; and 

g) cnsuring stormwater management practices minimize 
stormwater volumes and contaminant loads, and maintain 
or increase the extent of vegetative and pervious surfaces. 


Development and site alteration shall be restricted in or near 
sensitive surface water features and sensitive ground water 
features such that these features and their related hydrologic 
functions will be protected, improved or restored. 


Mitigative measures and/or alternative development 
approaches may be required in order to protect, improve or 
restore sensitive surface water features, sensitive ground water 


features, and their hydrologic functions. 


AGRICULTURE 


Prime agricultural areas shall be protected for long-term use 
for agriculture. 


Prime agricultural areas are areas where prime agricultural 
lands predominate. Specialty crop areas shall be given the 


> Areas south and cast of the Canadian Shicld are shown on Figure 1. 
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highest priority for protection, followed by Classes 1, 2 and 3 
soils, in this order of priority. 


Planning authoritics shall designate specialty crop areas in 
accordance with cvaluation procedures established by the 
Province, as amended from time to time. 


Permitted Uses 


In prime agricultural areas, permitted uses and activities are: 
agricultural uses, secondary uses and agriculture-related uses. 


Proposed new secondary uses and agriculture-related uses 
shall be compatible with, and shall not hinder, surrounding 
agricultural operations. These uses shall be limited in scale, 
and criteria for these uses shall be included in municipal 
planning documents as recommended by the Province, or based 
on municipal approaches which achieve the same objective. 


In prime agricultural areas, all types, sizes and intensities of 
agricultural uses and normal farm practices shall be promoted 
and protected in accordance with provincial standards. 


New land uses, including the creation of lots, and new or 
expanding livestock facilitics shall comply with the minimum 
distance separation formulae. 


Lot Creation and Lot Adjustments 


Lot creation in prime agricultural areas is discouraged and 
may only be permitted for: 


a) agricultural uses, provided that the lots are of a size 
appropriate for the type of agricultural use(s) common in 
the area and are sufficiently large to maintain flexibility 
for future changes in the type or size of agricultural 
operations; 

b) = agriculture-related uses, provided that any new lot will 
be limited to a minimum size needed to accommodate the 
use and appropriate sewage and water services; 

c) a -residence surplus to a farming operation as a result of 
farm consolidation, provided that the planning authority 
ensures that new residential dwellings are prohibited on 
any vacant remnant parcel of farmland created by the 
severance. The approach used to ensure that no new 
residential dwellings are permitted on the remnant parcel 
may be recommended by the Province, or based on 
municipal approaches which achieve the same objective; 
and 

d) = infrastructure, where the facility or corridor cannot be 
accommodated through the use of easements or rights-of- 
way. 


Lot adjustments in prime agricultural areas may be permitted 
for legal or technical reasons. 


The ercation of new residential lots in prime agricultural areas 
shall not be permitted, except in accordance with policy 
2 SAG) 


Removal of Land from Prime Agricultural Areas 


Planning authoritics may only exclude land from prime 
agricultural areas for: 


a) expansions of or identification of settlement areas in 
accordance with policy 1.1.3.9; 

b) extraction of minerals, petroleum resources and mineral 
aggregate resources, in accordance with policies 2.4 and 
2.5; and 

c) limited non-residential uses, provided that: 
1. the land does not comprise a specialty crop area; 
2. there is a demonstrated need within the planning 

horizon provided for in policy 1.1.2 for additional 
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land to be designated to accommodate the proposed 


usc; 

3. there are no reasonable alternative locations which 
avoid prime agricultural areas; and 

4. there are no reasonable alternative locations in 


prime agricultural areas with lower _ priority 
agricultural lands. 


Impacts from any new or expanding non-agricultural uscs on 
surrounding agricultural operations and lands should be 
mitigated to the extent feasible. 


MINERALS AND PETROLEUM 


Minerals and petroleum resources shall be protected for long- 
term usc. 


Protection of Long-Term Resource Supply 


Mineral mining operations and petroleum resource operations 
shall be protected from development and activitics that would 
preclude or hinder their expansion or continued use or which 
would be incompatible for reasons of public health, public 
safety or environmental impact. 


In arcas adjacent to or in known mineral deposits or known 
petroleum resources, and in significant areas of mineral 
potential and significant areas of petroleum potential, 
development and activitics which would preclude or hinder the 
establishment of new operations or access to the resources shall 
only be permitted if: 


a) resource use would not be feasible; or 

b) the proposed land use or development serves a greater 
long-term public interest; and 

c) issues of public health, public safety and environmental 
impact are addressed. 


Rehabilitation 


Rehabilitation to accommodate subsequent land uses shall be 
required after extraction and other related activitics have 
ceased. Progressive rehabilitation should be undertaken 
wherever feasible. 


Extraction in Prime Agricultural Areas 


Extraction of minerals and petroleum resources is permitted in 
prime agricultural areas, provided that the site is rehabilitated. 


MINERAL AGGREGATE RESOURCES 


Mineral aggregate resources shall be protected for long-term 
use. 


Protection of Long-Term Resource Supply 


As much of the mineral aggregate resources as is realistically 
possible shall be made available as close to markets as 
possible. 


Demonstration of need for mineral aggregate resources, 
including any type of supply/demand analysis, shall not be 
required, notwithstanding the availability, designation or 
licensing for extraction of mineral aggregate resources locally 
or elsewhere. 


Extraction shall be undertaken in a manner which minimizes 
social and environmental impacts. 


The conservation of mineral aggregate resources should be 
promoted by making provision for the recovery of these 
resources, wherever feasible. 


2.5.2.4 Mineral aggregate operations shall be protected from 


development and activitics that would preclude or hinder their 
expansion or continued use or which would be incompatible 
for reasons of public health, public safety or environmental 
impact. Existing mineral aggregate operations shall be 
permitted to continue without the need for official plan 
amendment, rezoning or development permit under the 
Planning Act. When a license for extraction or operation ceases 
to exist, policy 2.5.2.5 continues to apply. 


In areas adjacent to or in known deposits of mineral aggregate 
resources, development and activities which would preclude or 
hinder the establishment of new operations or access to the 
resources shall only be permitted if: 


a) resource use would not be feasible; or 

b) the proposed land use or development serves a greater 
long-term public interest; and 

c) issues of public health, public safety and environmental 
impact are addressed. 


Rehabilitation 


Progressive and final rchabilitation shall be required to 
accommodate subsequent land uses, to promote land use 
compatibility, and to recognize the interim nature of extraction. 
Final rehabilitation shall take surrounding land use and 
approved land use designations into consideration. 


In parts of the Province not designated under the Aggregate 
Resources Act, rchabilitation standards that are compatible with 
those under the Act should be adopted for extraction operations 
on private lands. 


Extraction in Prime Agricultural Areas 


In prime agricultural areas, on prime agricultural land, 
extraction of mineral aggregate resources is permitted as an 
interim use provided that rehabilitation of the site will be 
carricd out so that substantially the same areas and same 
average soil quality for agriculture are restored. 


On these prime agricultural lands, complete agricultural 
rchabilitation is not required if: 


a) there is a substantial quantity of mineral aggregate 
resources below the water table warranting extraction, or 
the depth of planned extraction in a quarry makes 
restoration of pre-extraction agricultural capability 
unfeasible; 

b) — other alternatives have been considered by the applicant 
and found unsuitable. The consideration of other 
alternatives shall include resourees in areas of Canada 
Land Inventory Class 4 to 7 soils, resources on lands 
identified as designated growth areas, and resources on 
prime agricultural lands where rehabilitation is feasible. 
Where no other alternatives are found, prime agricultural 
lands shall be protected in this order of priority: specialty 
crop areas, Canada Land Inventory Classes 1, 2 and 3; 
and 

c) agricultural rehabilitation in remaining arcas is 
maximized. 


Wayside Pits and Quarries, Portable Asphalt Plants and 
Portable Concrete Plants 


Wayside pits and quarries, portable asphalt plants and 
portable concrete plants uscd on public authority contracts 
shall be permitted, without the need for an official plan 
amendment, rezoning, or development permit under the 
Planning Act in all areas, except those areas of existing 
development or particular environmental sensitivity which 
have been determined to be incompatible with extraction and 
associated activities.

CULTURAL HERITAGE AND ARCHAEOLOGY 


Significant built heritage resources and significant cultural 
heritage landscapes shall be conserved. 


Development and site alteration shall only be permitted on 


lands containing archaeological resources or areas of 


archaeological potential if the significant archaeological 
resources have been conserved by removal and documentation, 
or by preservation on site. Where significant archaeological 
resources must be preserved on site, only development and site 
alteration which maintain the heritage integrity of the site may 
be permitted. 


Development and site alteration may be permitted on adjacent 
lands to protected heritage property where the proposed 
development and site alteration has been evaluated and it has 
been demonstrated that the heritage attributes of the protected 
heritage property will be conserved. 


Mitigative measures and/or alternative development 
approaches may be required in order to conserve the heritage 
attributes of the protected heritage property affected by the 
adjacent development or site alteration. 


PROTECTING PUBLIC HEALTH AND SAFETY 


Ontario’s long-term prosperity, environmental health and social well- 
being depend on reducing the potential for public cost or risk to 
Ontario’s residents from natural or human-made hazards. Development 
shall be directed away from areas of natural or human-made hazards 
where there is an unacceptable risk to public health or safety or of 


property damage. 

Accordingly: 

3.1 NATURAL HAZARDS 

Bul Development shall generally be directed to areas outside of: 

a) hazardous lands adjacent to the shorelines of the Great 
Lakes - St. Lawrence River System and large inland lakes 
which are impacted by flooding hazards, erosion hazards 
and/or dynamic beach hazards; 

b) hazardous lands adjacent to river, stream and small 
inland lake systems which are impacted by flooding 
hazards and/or erosion hazards; and 

c) hazardous sites. 

3.1.2 Development and site alteration shall not be permitted within: 

a) the dynamic beach hazard; 

b) defined portions of the one hundred year flood level 
along connecting channels (the St. Mary’s, St. Clair, 
Detroit, Niagara and St. Lawrence Rivers); 

c) arcas that would be rendered inaccessible to people and 
vehicles during times of flooding hazards, erosion 
hazards and/or dynamic beach hazards, unless it has been 
demonstrated that the site has safe access appropriate for 
the nature of the development and the natural hazard; and 

d) a floodway regardless of whether the area of inundation 
contains high points of land not subject to flooding. 

oi bes) Despite policy 3.1.2, development and site alteration may be 


permitted in certain areas identified in policy 3.1.2: 


a) in those exceptional situations where a Special Policy 
Area has been approved. The designation of a Special 
Policy Area, and any change or modification to the site- 
specific policies or boundaries applying to a Special 
Policy Area, must be approved by the Ministers of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing and Natural Resources 
prior to the approval authority approving such changes or 
modifications; or 
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b) where the development is limited to uses which by their 
nature must locate within the floodway, including flood 
and/or crosion control works or minor additions or 
passive non-structural uses which do not affect flood 
flows. 


Development shall not be permitted to locate in hazardous 
lands and hazardous sites where the usc is: 


a) an institutional use associated with hospitals, nursing 
homes, pre-school, school nurseries, day care and 
schools, where there is a threat to the safe cvacuation of 
the sick, the elderly, persons with disabilities or the 
young during an emergency as a result of flooding, 
failure of floodproofing measures or protection works, or 
erosion; 

b) an essential emergency service such as that provided by 
fire, police and ambulance stations and_ clectrical 
substations, which would be impaired during an 
emergency as a result of flooding, the failure of 
floodproofing measures and/or protection works, and/or 
erosion; and 

c) uses associated with the disposal, manufacture, treatment 
or storage of hazardous substances. 


Where the two zone concept for flood plains is applied, 
development and site alteration may be permitted in the flood 


fringe, subject to appropriate floodproofing to the flooding 


hazard clevation or another flooding hazard standard approved 
by the Minister of Natural Resources. 


Further to policy 3.1.5, and except as prohibited in policies 
3.1.2 and 3.1.4, development and site alteration may be 
permitted in those portions of hazardous lands and hazardous 
sites where the effects and risk to public safety are minor so as 
to be managed or mitigated in accordance with provincial 
standards, as determined by the demonstration and 
achicvement of all of the following: 


a) development and site alteration is carricd out in 
accordance with /floodproofing standards, protection 
works standards, and access standards; 

b) vehicles and people have a way of safely entering and 
exiting the area during times of flooding, erosion and 
other emergencies; 

c) new hazards are not created and existing hazards are not 
aggravated; and 

d) no adverse environmental impacts will result. 


HUMAN-MADE HAZARDS 


Development on, abutting or adjacent to lands affected by mine 
hazards; oil, gas and salt hazards; or former mineral mining 
operations, mineral aggregate operations or petroleum 
resource operations may be permitted only if rehabilitation 
measures to address and mitigate known or suspected hazards 
are under-way or have been completed. 


Contaminated sites shall be remediated as necessary prior to 
any activity on the site associated with the proposed use such 
that there will be no adverse effects. 


IMPLEMENTATION AND INTERPRETATION 


This Provincial Policy Statement applics to all applications, 
matters or proceedings commenced on or after March 1, 2005. 


In accordance with Section 3 of the Planning Act, as amended 
by the Strong Communities (Planning Amendment) Act, 2004, a 
decision of the council of a municipality, a local board, a 
planning board, a minister of the Crown and a ministry, board, 
commission or agency of the government, including the 
Municipal Board, in respect of the exercise of any authority 
that affects a planning matter, “shall be consistent with” this 
Provincial Policy Statement. 
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Comments, submissions or advice that affect a planning matter 
that are provided by the council of a municipality, a local 
board, a planning board, a minister or ministry, board, 
commission or agency of the government “shall be consistent 
with” this Provincial Policy Statement. 


This Provincial Policy Statement shall be read in its entirety 
and all relevant policies are to be applied to cach situation. 


In implementing the Provincial Policy Statement, the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs and Housing may take into account other 
considerations when making decisions to support strong 
communities, a clean and healthy environment and_ the 
economic vitality of the Province. 


The official plan is the most important vehicle for 
implementation of this Provincial Policy Statement. 


Comprchensive, integrated and long-term planning is_ best 
achieved through municipal official plans. Municipal official 
plans shall identify provincial interests and sect out appropriate 
land use designations and policics. Municipal official plans 
should also coordinate cross-boundary matters to complement 
the actions of other planning authorities and promote mutually 
beneficial solutions. 


Municipal official plans shall provide clear, reasonable and 
attainable policies to protect provincial interests and direct 
development to suitable areas. 


In order to protect provincial interests, planning authoritics 
shall keep their official plans up-to-date with this Provincial 
Policy Statement. The policies of this Provincial Policy 
Statement continue to apply after adoption and approval of a 
municipal official plan. 


The policies of this Provincial Policy Statement represent 
minimum standards. This Provincial Policy Statement does not 
prevent planning authoritics and decision-makers from going 
beyond the minimum standards established in specific policies, 
unless doing so would conflict with any policy of this 
Provincial Policy Statement. 


A wide range of legislation and regulations may apply to 
decisions with respect to Planning Act applications. In some 
cases, a Planning Act proposal may also require approval under 
other legislation or regulation. 


In addition to land use approvals under the Planning Act, 
infrastructure may also require approval under other Icgislation 
and regulations, including the Environmental Assessment Act; 
the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act, 1992; the 
Environmental Protection Act; the Ontario Energy Board Act, 
1998; the Ontario Water Resources Act; the Conservation 
Authorities Act; the Ontario Heritage Act; and the Safe 
Drinking Water Act, 2002. An environmental assessment 
process may be applied to new infrastructure and modifications 
to existing infrastructure under applicable legislation. 


Provincial plans shall take precedence over policies in this 
Provincial Policy Statement to the extent of any conflict. 
Examples of these are plans created under the Niagara 
Escarpment Planning and Development Act and the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Conservation Act, 2001. 


The Province, in consultation with municipalities, other public 
bodies and stakeholders shall identify performance indicators 
for measuring the effectiveness of some or all of the policies. 
The Province shall monitor their implementation, including 
reviewing performance indicators concurrent with any review 
of this Provincial Policy Statement. 


Municipalities are encouraged to establish performance 


indicators to monitor the implementation of the policies in their 
official plans. 
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6.0 DEFINITIONS 


Access standards: means methods or procedures to ensure safe 
vehicular and pedestrian movement, and access for the maintenance and 
repair of protection works, during times of flooding hazards, erosion 
hazards and/or other water-related hazards. 


Adjacent lands: mcans 


a) for the purposes of policy 2.1, those lands contiguous to a specific 
natural heritage feature or area where it is likely that development 
or site alteration would have a negative impact on the feature or 
area. The extent of the adjacent lands may be recommended by the 
Province or based on municipal approaches which achieve the 
same objectives; and 

b) for the purposes of policy 2.6.3, those lands contiguous to a 
protected heritage property or as otherwise defined in the 
municipal official plan. 


Adverse effects: as defined in the Environmental Protection Act, means 
one or more of: 


a) impairment of the quality of the natural environment for any use 
that can be made of it; 

b) injury or damage to property or plant or animal life; 

c) harm or material discomfort to any person; 

d)  anadverse effect on the health of any person; 

c) impairment of the safety of any person; 

f) rendering any property or plant or animal life unfit for human use; 

g) loss of enjoyment of normal use of property; and 

h) interference with normal conduct of business. 


Affordable: means 


a) in the case of ownership housing, the least expensive of: 

1. housing for which the purchase price results in annual 
accommodation costs which do not exceed 30 percent of 
gross annual houschold income for /ow and moderate income 
households; or 

2. housing for which the purchase price is at least 10 percent 
below the average purchase price of a resale unit in the 
regional market area; 

b) in the case of rental housing, the least expensive of: 

1. aunit for which the rent does not exceed 30 percent of gross 
annual houschold income for /ow and moderate income 
households; or 

2. a unit for which the rent is at or below the average market 
rent of a unit in the regional market area. 


Agricultural uses: means the growing of crops, including nursery and 
horticultural crops; raising of livestock; raising of other animals for 
food, fur or fibre, including poultry and fish; aquaculture; apiarics; agro- 
forestry; maple syrup production; and associated on-farm buildings and 
structures, including accommodation for full-time farm labour when the 
size and nature of the operation requires additional employment. 


Agriculture-related uses: means those farm-related commercial and 
farm-related industrial uses that are small scale and directly related to 
the farm operation and are required in close proximity to the farm 
operation. 


Airports: means all Ontario airports, including designated lands for 
future airports, with Noise Exposure Forecast (NEF)/Noise Exposure 
Projection (NEP) mapping. 


Alternative energy systems: means sources of cnergy or energy 
conversion processes that significantly reduce the amount of harmful 
emissions to the environment (air, carth and water) when compared to 
conventional energy systems. 


Archaeological resources: includes artifacts, archacological sites and 
marine archacological sites. The identification and evaluation of such 
resources are based upon archacological fieldwork undertaken in 
accordance with the Ontario Heritage Act. 


Areas of archaeological potential: mcans areas with the likelihood to 
contain archaeological resources. Criteria’ for —_ determining 
archacological potential are established by the Province, but municipal 
approaches which achieve the same objectives may also be used. 
Archacological potential is confirmed through archacological fieldwork 
undertaken in accordance with the Ontario Heritage Act. 


Areas of mineral potential: means arcas favourable to the discovery of 
mineral deposits duc to geology, the presence of known mineral deposits 
or other technical evidence. 


Areas of natural and scientific interest (ANSI): means arcas of land 
and water containing natural landscapes or features that have been 
identified as having life science or earth science values related to 
protection, scientific study or education. 


Areas of petroleum potential: means arcas favourable to the discovery 
of petroleum resources duc to geology, the presence of known 
petroleum resources or other technical evidence. 


Brownfield sites: means undeveloped or previously developed 
propertics that may be contaminated. They are usually, but not 
exclusively, former industrial or commercial properties that may be 
underutilized, derelict or vacant. 


Built heritage resources: mcans one or more significant buildings, 
structures, monuments, installations or remains associated with 
architectural, cultural, social, political, economic or military history and 
identified as being important to a community. These resources may be 
identified through designation or heritage conservation casement under 
the Ontario Heritage Act, or listed by local, provincial or federal 
jurisdictions. 


Coastal wetland: means 


a) any wetland that is located on one of the Great Lakes or their 
connecting channels (Lake St. Clair, St. Mary’s, St. Clair, Detroit, 
Niagara and St. Lawrence Rivers); or 

b) any other weéland that is on a tributary to any of the above- 
specified water bodies and lics, cither wholly or in_ part, 
downstream of a line located 2 kilometres upstream of the 1:100 
year floodline (plus wave run-up) of the large water body to which 
the tributary is connected. 


Comprehensive review: mcans 


a) for the purposes of policies 1.1.3.9 and 1.3.2, an official plan 
review which is initiated by a planning authority, or an official 
plan amendment which is initiated or adopted by a planning 
authority, which: 

1. is based on a review of population and growth projections 
and which reflect projections and allocations by upper-ticr 
municipalities and provincial plans, where applicable; 
considers alternative directions for growth; and determines 
how best to accommodate this growth while protecting 
provincial interests; 
utilizes opportunitics to accommodate projected growth 
through intensification and redevelopment; 

3. confirms that the lands to be developed do not comprise 

specialty crop areas in accordance with policy 2.3.2; 

4. is integrated with planning for infrastructure and public 

service facilities; and 

5. considers cross-jurisdictional issucs. 

b) for the purposes of policy 1.1.5, means a review undertaken by a 
planning authority or comparable body which: 

1. addresses long-term population projections, infrastructure 
requirements and related matters; 
confirms that the lands to be developed do not comprise 
specialty crop areas in accordance with policy 2.3.2; and 
3. considers cross-jurisdictional issues.

i) 


Conserved: means the identification, protection, use and/or 
management of cultural heritage and archacological resources in such a 
way that their heritage values, attributes and integrity are retained. This 
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may be addressed through a conservation plan or heritage impact 
assessment. 


Cultural heritage landscape: means a defined geographical areca of 
heritage significance which has been modified by human activitics and 
is valued by a community. It involves a grouping(s) of individual 
heritage features such as structures, spaces, archacological sites and 
natural elements, which together form a significant type of heritage 
form, distinctive from that of its constituent clements or parts. Examples 
may include, but are not limited to, heritage conservation districts 
designated under the Ontario Heritage Act, and villages, parks, gardens, 
battlefields, mainstreets and neighbourhoods, cemeteries, trailways and 
industrial complexes of cultural heritage valuc. 


Defined portions of the one hundred year flood level along 
connecting channels: means those areas which are critical to the 
conveyance of the flows associated with the one hundred year flood 
level along the St. Mary’s, St. Clair, Detroit, Niagara and St. Lawrence 
Rivers, where development or site alteration will create flooding 
hazards, cause updrift and/or downdrift impacts and/or cause adverse 
environmental impacts. 


Deposits of mineral aggregate resources: means an area of identificd 
mineral aggregate resources, as dclineated in Aggregate Resource 
Inventory Papers or comprehensive studies prepared using evaluation 
procedures established by the Province for surficial and bedrock 
resources, as amended from time to time, that has a sufficient quantity 
and quality to warrant present or future extraction. 


Designated and available: for the purposes of policy 1.4.1(a), means 
lands designated in the official plan for urban residential use. For 
municipalities where more detailed official plan policies (¢.g., secondary 
plans) are required before development applications can be considered 
for approval, only lands that have commenced the more detailed 
planning process are considered to be designated for the purposes of this 
definition. 


Designated growth areas: means lands within settlement areas 
designated in an official plan for growth over the long-term planning 
horizon provided in policy 1.1.2, but which have not yet been fully 
developed. Designated growth areas include lands which are designated 
and available for residential growth in accordance with policy 1.4.1(a), 
as well as lands required for employment and other uses. 


Designated vulnerable area: means arcas defined as vulnerable, in 
accordance with provincial standards, by virtue of their importance as a 
drinking water source that may be impacted by activities or events. 


Development: means the creation of a new lot, a change in land use, or 
the construction of buildings and structures, requiring approval under the 
Planning Act, but docs not include: 


a) _activitics that create or maintain infrastructure authorized under an 
environmental assessment process; 

b) works subject to the Drainage Act; or 

c) for the purposes of policy 2.1.3(b), underground or surface mining 
of minerals or advanced exploration on mining lands in significant 
areas of mineral potential in Ecoregion 5E, where advanced 
exploration has the same meaning as under the Mining Act. 
Instead, those matters shall be subject to policy 2.1.4(a). 


Dynamic beach hazard: means arcas of inherently unstable 
accumulations of shoreline sediments along the Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence River System and large inland lakes, as identified by 
provincial standards, as amended from time to time. The dynamic beach 
hazard limit consists of the flooding hazard limit plus a dynamic beach 
allowance. 


Ecological function: means the natural processes, products or services 
that living and non-living environments provide or perform within or 
between species, ecosystems and landscapes. These may include 
biological, physical and socio-economic interactions. 


Employment area: means those areas designated in an official plan for 
clusters of business and economic activitics including, but not limited to, 


manufacturing, warchousing, offices, and associated retail and ancillary 
facilities. 


Endangered species: means a spcecics that is listed or categorized as an 
“Endangered Species” on the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ 
official species at risk list, as updated and amended from time to time. 


Erosion hazard: means the loss of land, duc to human or natural 
processes, that poses a threat to life and property. The erosion hazard 
limit is determined using considerations that include the 100 year 
erosion rate (the average annual rate of recession extended over an one 
hundred year time span), an allowance for slope stability, and an 
crosion/crosion access allowance. 


Fish: means fish, which as defined in S.2 of the Fisheries Act, c. F-14, 
as amended, includes fish, shellfish, crustaceans, and marine animals, at 
all stages of their life cycles. 


Fish habitat: as defined in the Fisheries Act, c. F-14, means spawning 
grounds and nursery, rearing, food supply, and migration areas on which 
fish depend directly or indirectly in order to carry out their life 
processes. 


Flood fringe: for river, stream and small inland lake systems, means the 
outer portion of the flood plain between the floodway and the flooding 
hazard limit. Depths and velocities of flooding are generally less severe 
in the flood fringe than those experienced in the floodway. 


Flood plain: for river stream, and small inland lake systems, means the 
areca, usually low lands adjoining a watercourse, which has been or may 
be subject to flooding hazards. 


Flooding hazard: mcans the inundation, under the conditions specified 
below, of areas adjacent to a shoreline or a river or stream system and 
not ordinarily covered by water: 


a) Along the shorclincs of the Great Lakes - St. Lawrence River 
System and large inland lakes, the flooding hazard \imit is based 
on the one hundred year flood level plus an allowance for wave 
uprush and other water-related hazards; 

b) =Along river, stream and small inland lake systems, the flooding 
hazard \imit is the greater of: 

1. the flood resulting from the rainfall actually experienced 
during a major storm such as the Hurricane Hazel storm 
(1954) or the Timmins storm (1961), transposed over a 
specific watershed and combined with the local conditions, 
where evidence suggests that the storm event could have 
potentially occurred over watersheds in the general area; 

De the one hundred year flood; and 

3. a flood which is greater than 1. or 2. which was actually 
expcericneed in a particular watershed or portion thereof as a 
result of ice jams and which has been approved as the 
standard for that specific area by the Minister of Natural 
Resources; 

except where the use of the one hundred year flood or the actually 

experienced event has been approved by the Minister of Natural 

Resources as the standard for a specific watershed (where the past 

history of flooding supports the lowering of the standard). 


Floodproofing standard: means the combination of measures 
incorporated into the basic design and/or construction of buildings, 
structures, or propertics to reduce or eliminate flooding hazards, wave 
uprush and other water-related hazards along the shorelines of the 
Great Lakes - St. Lawrence River System and large inland lakes, and 
flooding hazards along river, stream and small inland lake systems. 


Floodway: for river, stream and small inland lake systems, means the 
portion of the flood plain where development and site alteration would 
cause a danger to public health and safety or property damage. 


Where the one zone concept is applicd, the floodway is the entire 
contiguous flood plain. 


Where the two zone concept is applied, the floodway is the contiguous 
inner portion of the flood plain, representing that area required for the 
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safe passage of flood flow and/or that area where flood depths and/or 
velocities are considered to be such that they pose a potential threat to 
life and/or property damage. Where the two zone concept applies, the 
outer portion of the flood plain is called the flood fringe. 


Great Lakes - St. Lawrence River System: means the major water 
system consisting of Lakes Superior, Huron, St. Clair, Eric and Ontario 
and their connecting channels, and the St. Lawrence River within the 
boundaries of the Province of Ontario. 


Ground water feature: refers to water-related features in the carth’s 
subsurface, including recharge/discharge areas, water tables, aquifers 
and unsaturated zones that can be defined by surface and subsurface 
hydrogcologic investigations. 


Hazardous lands: means property or lands that could be unsate for 
development duc to naturally occurring processes. Along the shorelines 
of the Great Lakes - St. Lawrence River System, this means the land, 
including that covered by water, between the international boundary, 
where applicable, and the furthest landward limit of the flooding hazard, 
erosion hazard or dynamic beach hazard \imits. Along the shorelines of 
large inland lakes, this means the land, including that covered by water, 
between a defined offshore distance or depth and the furthest landward 
limit of the flooding hazard, erosion hazard or dynamic beach hazard 
limits. Along river, stream and small inland lake systems, this means the 
land, including that covered by water, to the furthest landward limit of 
the flooding hazard or erosion hazard limits. 


Hazardous sites: means property or lands that could be unsafe for 
development and site alteration due to naturally occurring hazards. 
These may include unstable soils (sensitive marine clays [leda], organic 
soils) or unstable bedrock (karst topography). 


Hazardous substances: means substances which, individually, or in 
combination with other substances, are normally considered to pose a 
danger to public health, safety and the environment. These substances 
generally include a wide array of materials that are toxic, ignitable, 
corrosive, reactive, radioactive or pathological. 


Heritage attributes: mcans the principal features, characteristics, 
context and appearance that contribute to the cultural heritage 
significance of a protected heritage property. 


Hydrologic function: means the functions of the hydrological cycle that 
include the occurrence, circulation, distribution and chemical and 
physical properties of water on the surface of the land, in the soil and 
underlying rocks, and in the atmosphere, and water’s interaction with the 
environment including its relation to living things. 


Individual on-site sewage services: means individual, autonomous 
sewage disposal systems within the meaning of s.8.1.2, O.Reg. 403/97, 
under the Building Code Act, 1992 that are owned, operated and 
managed by the owner of the property upon which the system is located. 


Individual on-site water services: means individual, autonomous water 
supply systems that are owned, operated and managed by the owner of 
the property upon which the system is located. 


Infrastructure: means physical structures (facilitics and corridors) that 
form the foundation for development. /nfrastructure includes: sewage 
and water systems, septage treatment systems, waste management 
systems, electric power gencration and transmission, 
communications/telecommunications, transit and transportation 
corridors and facilitics, oil and gas pipelines and associated facilities. 


Intensification: mcans the development of a property, site or area at a 
higher density than currently exists through: 


a) redevelopment, including the reuse of brownfield sites; 

b) the development of vacant and/or underutilized lots within 
previously developed arcas; 

c) infill development; and 

d) the expansion or conversion of existing buildings. 


Large inland lakes: means those waterbodics having a surface area of 
equal to or greater than 100 square kilometres where there is not a 
measurable or predictable response to a single runoff event. 


Legal or technical reasons: for the purposes of policy 2.3.4.2, means 
severances for purposes such as easements, corrections of deeds, quit 
claims, and minor boundary adjustments, which do not result in the 
creation of a new lot. 


Low and moderate income households: means 


a) in the case of ownership housing, households with incomes in the 
lowest 60 percent of the income distribution for the regional 
market area; or 

b) in the case of rental housing, houscholds with incomes in the 
lowest 60 percent of the income distribution for renter houscholds 
for the regional market area. 


Mine hazard: means any feature of a mine as defined under the Mining 
Act, or any related disturbance of the ground that has not been 
rehabilitated. 


Minerals: means metallic minerals and non-metallic minerals as herein 
defined, but docs not include mineral aggregate resources or petroleum 
resources. 


Metallic minerals means those minerals from which metals (c.g. copper, 
nickel, gold) are derived. 


Non-metallic minerals means those minerals that are of value for 
intrinsic propertics of the minerals themselves and not as a source of 
metal. They are generally synonymous with industrial minerals (c.g. 
asbestos, graphite, kyanite, mica, nepheline syenite, salt, talc, and 
wollastonite). 


Mineral aggregate operation: mcans 


a) lands under license or permit, other than for wayside pits and 
quarries, issued in accordance with the Aggregate Resources Act, 
or successors thereto; 

b) for lands not designated under the Aggregate Resources Act, 
established pits and quarrics that are not in contravention of 
municipal zoning by-laws and including adjacent land under 
agreement with or owned by the operator, to permit continuation of 
the operation; and 

c) associated facilitics used in extraction, transport, beneficiation, 
processing or recycling of mineral aggregate resources and 
derived products such as asphalt and concrete, or the production of 
secondary related products. 


Mineral aggregate resources: means gravel, sand, clay, carth, shale, 
stone, limestone, dolostone, sandstone, marble, granite, rock or other 
material prescribed under the Aggregate Resources Act suitable for 
construction, industrial, manufacturing and maintenance purposes but 
docs not include metallic ores, asbestos, graphite, kyanite, mica, 
nepheline syenite, salt, talc, wollastonite, mine tailings or other material 
prescribed under the Mining Act. 


Mineral deposits: means areas of identificd minerals that have 
sufficient quantity and quality based on specific geological evidence to 
warrant present or future extraction. 


Mineral mining operation: means mining operations and associated 
facilities, or, past producing mines with remaining mineral development 
potential that have not been permanently rehabilitated to another use. 


Minimum distance separation formulae: means formulae developed 
by the Province to separate uses so as to reduce incompatibility concerns 
about odour from livestock facilities. 


Multi-modal transportation system: means a transportation system 
which may include several forms of transportation such as automobiles, 
walking, trucks, cycling, buses, rapid transit, rail (such as commuter and 
freight), air and marine. 
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Municipal sewage services: means a sewage works within the meaning 
of Section | of the Ontario Water Resources Act that 1s owned or 
operated by a municipality. 


Municipal water services: mcans a municipal drinking-water system 
within the meaning of Section 2 of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


Natural heritage features and areas: means fcaturcs and arcas, 
including significant wetlands, significant coastal wetlands, fish habitat, 
significant woodlands south and cast of the Canadian Shicld, significant 
valleylands south and east of the Canadian Shicld, significant habitat of 
endangered species and threatened species, significant wildlife habitat, 
and significant areas of natural and scientific interest, which are 
important for their environmental and social values as a legacy of the 
natural landscapes of an areca. 


Natural heritage system: mcans a system made up of natural heritage 
features and areas, \inked by natural corridors which are necessary to 
maintain biological and geological diversity, natural functions, viable 
populations of indigenous species and ecosystems. These systems can 
include lands that have been restored and areas with the potential to be 
restored to a natural state. 


Negative impacts: mcans 


a) in regard to policy 2.2, degradation to the quality and quantity of 


water, sensitive surface water features and sensitive ground water 
features, and their related hydrologic functions, duc to single, 
multiple or successive development or site alteration activitics; 

b) in regard to fish habitat, the harmful alteration, disruption or 
destruction of fish habitat, except where, in conjunction with the 
appropriate authorities, it has been authorized under the Fisheries 
Act, using the guiding principle of no net loss of productive 
capacity; and 

c) in regard to other natural heritage features and areas, degradation 
that threatens the health and integrity of the natural features or 
ecological functions for which an area 1s identificd duc to single, 
multiple or successive development or site alteration activitics. 


Normal farm practices: means a practice, as defined in the Farming 
and Food Production Protection Act, 1998, that is conducted in a 
manner consistent with proper and acceptable customs and standards as 
established and followed by similar agricultural operations under similar 
circumstances; or makes use of innovative technology in a manner 
consistent with proper advanced farm management practices. Normal 
farm practices shall be consistent with the Nutrient Management Act, 
2002 and regulations made under that Act. 


Oil, gas and salt hazards: means any feature of a well or work as 
defined under the Oil, Gas and Salt Resources Act, or any related 
disturbance of the ground that has not been rehabilitated. 


One hundred year flood: for river, stream and small inland lake 
systems, means that flood, based on an analysis of precipitation, snow 
melt, or a combination thereof, having a return period of 100 years on 
average, or having a 1% chance of occurring or being exceeded in any 
given year. 


One hundred year flood level: mcans 


a) for the shorelines of the Great Lakes, the peak instantancous 
stillwater level, resulting from combinations of mean monthly lake 
levels and wind setups, which has a 1% chance of being equalled 
or exceeded in any given year; 

b) in the connecting channels (St. Mary’s, St. Clair, Detroit, Niagara 
and St. Lawrence Rivers), the peak instantaneous stillwater level 
which has a 1% chance of being equalled or exceeded in any given 
year; and 

c) for large inland lakes, lake levels and wind setups that have a 1% 
chance of being cqualled or exceeded in any given year, except 
that, where sufficient water level records do not exist, the onc 
hundred year flood level is based on the highest known water level 
and wind sctups. 


Other water-related hazards: means watcr-associated phenomena 
other than flooding hazards and wave uprush which act on shorelines. 
This includes, but is not limited to ship-generated waves, ice piling and 
icc jamming. 


Partial services: means 


a) municipal sewage services or private communal sewage services 
and individual on-site water services; or 

b) = municipal water services or private communal water services and 
individual on-site sewage services. 


Petroleum resource operations: means oil, gas and brine wells, and 
associated facilitics, oil field brine disposal wells and associated 
facilitics, and facilitics for the underground storage of natural gas and 
other hydrocarbons. 


Petroleum resources: means oil, gas, and brine resources which have 
been identified through exploration and verified by preliminary drilling 
or other forms of investigation. This may include sites of former 
operations where resources are still present or former sites that may be 
converted to underground storage for natural gas or other hydrocarbons. 


Planned corridors: means corridors identified through provincial plans 
or preferred alignment(s) determined through the Environmental 
Assessment Act process which are required to mect projected necds. 


Portable asphalt plant: means a facility 


a) with equipment designed to heat and dry aggregate and to mix 
aggregate with bituminous asphalt to produce asphalt paving 
material, and includes stockpiling and storage of bulk materials 
used in the process; and 

b) which is not of permanent construction, but which is to be 
dismantled at the completion of the construction project. 


Portable concrete plant: means a building or structure 


a) with cquipment designed to mix cementing materials, aggregate, 
water and admixtures to produce concrete, and includes stockpiling 
and storage of bulk materials used in the process; and 

b) which is not of permanent construction, but which is designed to 
be dismantled at the completion of the construction project. 


Prime agricultural area: means areas where prime agricultural lands 
predominate. This includes: areas of prime agricultural lands and 
associated Canada Land Inventory Class 4-7 soils; and additional areas 
where there is a local concentration of farms which exhibit 
characteristics of ongoing agriculture. Prime agricultural areas may be 
identified by the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food using 
evaluation procedures established by the Province as amended from time 
to time, or may also be identified through an alternative agricultural land 
evaluation system approved by the Province. 


Prime agricultural land: means land that includes specialty crop areas 
and/or Canada Land Inventory Classes 1, 2, and 3 soils, in this order of 
priority for protection. 


Private communal sewage services: mcans a sewage works within the 
meaning of Section | of the Ontario Water Resources Act that serves six 
or more lots or private residences and is not owned by a municipality. 


Private communal water services: mcans a non-municipal drinking- 
water system within the meaning of Section 2 of the Safe Drinking 
Water Act, 2002 that serves six or more lots or private residences. 


Protected heritage property: means real property designated under 
Parts IV, V or VI of the Ontario Heritage Act, heritage conservation 
casement property under Parts I or IV of the Ontario Heritage Act, and 
property that is the subject of a covenant or agreement between the 
owner of a property and a conservation body or level of government, 
registered on title and executed with the primary purpose of preserving, 
conserving and maintaining a cultural heritage feature or resource, or 
preventing its destruction, demolition or loss. 
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Protection works standards: means the combination of non-structural 
or structural works and allowances for slope stability and 
flooding/crosion to reduce the damage caused by flooding hazards, 
erosion hazards and other water-related hazards, and to allow access for 
their maintenance and repair. 


Provincial and federal requirements: means 


a) in regard to policy 1.8.3, legislation and policies administered by 
the federal or provincial governments for the purpose of protecting 
the environment from potential impacts associated with energy 
facilities and ensuring that the necessary approvals are obtained; 
and 

b) in regard to policy 2.1.5, legislation and policies administered by 
the federal or provincial governments for the purpose of the 
protection of fish and fish habitat, and related, scientifically 
established standards such as water quality criteria for protecting 
lake trout populations. 


Provincial plan: means a plan approved by the Licutenant Governor in 
Council or the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing, but does not 
include municipal official plans. 


Public service facilities: mcans land, buildings and structures for the 
provision of programs and services provided or subsidized by a 
government or other body, such as social assistance, recreation, police 
and fire protection, health and cducational programs, and cultural 
services. Public service facilities do not include infrastructure. 


Quality and quantity of water: is measured by indicators such as 
minimum base flow, depth to water table, aquifer pressure, oxygen 
levels, suspended solids, temperature, bacteria, nutrients and hazardous 
contaminants, and hydrologic regime. 


Recreation: means Icisure time activity undertaken in built or natural 
settings for purposes of physical activity, health benefits, sport 
participation and skill development, personal enjoyment, positive social 
interaction and the achievement of human potential. 


Redevelopment: means the creation of new units, uses or lots on 
previously developed land in existing communities, including 
brownfield sites. 


Regional market area: refers to an area, generally broader than a 
lower-tier municipality, that has a high degree of social and economic 
interaction. In southern Ontario, the upper or single-ticr municipality 
will normally serve as the regional market area. Where a regional 
market area extends significantly beyond upper or single-ticr 
boundaries, it may include a combination of upper, single and/or lower- 
ticr municipalities. 


Renewable energy systems: means the production of clectrical power 
from an energy source that is renewed by natural processes including, 
but not limited to, wind, water, a biomass resource or product, or solar 
and geothermal energy. 


Reserve sewage system capacity: means design or planned capacity in 
a centralized waste water treatment facility which is not yet committed 
to existing or approved development. For the purposes of policy 
1.6.4.1(c), reserve capacity for private communal sewage services and 
individual on-site sewage services is considered sufficient if the hauled 
sewage from the development can be treated or disposed of at sitcs 
approved under the Environmental Protection Act or the Ontario Water 
Resources Act, but not by land-applying untreated, hauled sewage. 


Reserve water system capacity: means design or planned capacity in a 
centralized water treatment facility which is not yet committed to 
existing or approved development. 


Residence surplus to a farming operation: means an cxisting farm 
residence that is rendered surplus as a result of farm consolidation (the 
acquisition of additional farm parccls to be operated as one farm 
operation). 


Residential intensification: means intensification of a property, site or 
area which results in a net increase in residential units or 
accommodation and includes: 


a) redevelopment, including the redevelopment of brownfield sites; 

b) the development of vacant or underutilized lots within previously 
developed arcas; 

c) infill development; 

d) the conversion or expansion of existing industrial, commercial and 
institutional buildings for residential use; and 

c) the conversion or expansion of existing residential buildings to 
create new residential units or accommodation, including 
accessory apartments, sccondary suites and rooming houses. 


River, stream and small inland lake systems: means all watercourses, 
rivers, streams, and small inland lakes or waterbodics that have a 
measurable or predictable response to a single runoff event. 


Rural areas: means lands in the rural area which are located outside 
settlement areas and which are outside prime agricultural areas. 


Secondary uses: means uses secondary to the principal use of the 
property, including but not limited to, home occupations, home 
industries, and uses that produce value-added agricultural products from 
the farm operation on the property. 


Sensitive: in regard to surface water features and ground water features, 
means areas that are particularly susceptible to impacts from activities or 
events including, but not limited to, water withdrawals, and additions of 
pollutants. 


Sensitive land uses: means buildings, amenity areas, or outdoor spaces 
where routine or normal activitics occurring at reasonably expected 
times would experience one or more adverse effects from contaminant 
discharges generated by a nearby major facility. Sensitive land uses may 
be a part of the natural or built environment. Examples may include, but 
are not limited to: residences, day care centres, and educational and 
health facilities. 


Settlement areas: means urban areas and rural settlement areas within 
municipalities (such as cities, towns, villages and hamlets) that are: 


a) built up areas where development is concentrated and which have a 
mix of land uses; and 

b) lands which have been designated in an official plan for 
development over the long term planning horizon provided for in 
policy 1.1.2. In cases where land in designated growth areas is not 
available, the sef/lement area may be no larger than the area where 
development is concentrated. 


Sewage and water services: includes municipal sewage services and 
municipal water services, private communal sewage services and private 
communal water services, individual on-site sewage services and 
individual on-site water services, and partial services. 


Significant: means 


a) in regard to wetlands, coastal wetlands and areas of natural and 
scientific interest, an arca identified as provincially significant by 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources using cvaluation 
procedures established by the Province, as amended from time to 
time; 

b) in regard to the habitat of endangered species and threatened 
species, means the habitat, as approved by the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources, that is necessary for the maintenance, survival, 
and/or the recovery of naturally occurring or reintroduced 
populations of endangered species or threatened species, and 
where those areas of occurrence are occupied or habitually 
occupied by the species during all or any part(s) of its life cycle; 

c) in regard to woodlands, an area which is ecologically important in 
terms of features such as species composition, age of trees and 
stand history; functionally important due to its contribution to the 
broader landscape because of its location, size or due to the amount 
of forest cover in the planning area; or economically important due 
to site quality, species composition, or past management history; 
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d) in regard to other features and areas in policy 2.1, ecologically 
important in terms of features, functions, representation or amount, 
and contributing to the quality and diversity of an. identifiable 
geographic area or natural heritage system; 

ec) in regard to mineral potential, means an area identified as 
provincially significant through comprchensive studics prepared 
using cvaluation procedures established by the Province, as 
amended from time to time, such as the Provincially Significant 
Mineral Potential Index; 

f) in regard to potential for petroleum resources, means an areca 
identified as provincially significant through comprehensive 
studies prepared using evaluation procedures established by the 
Province, as amended from time to time; and 

g) in regard to cultural heritage and archacology, resources that are 
valued for the important contribution they make to our 
understanding of the history of a place, an event, or a people. 


Criteria for determining significance for the resources identified in 
sections (c)-(g) are recommended by the Province, but municipal 
approaches that achieve or exceed the same objective may also be used. 


While some significant resources may already be identified and 
inventoried by official sources, the significance of others can only be 
determined after evaluation. 


Site alteration: means activitics, such as grading, excavation and the 
placement of fill that would change the landform and natural vegetative 
characteristics of a site. 


For the purposes of policy 2.1.3(b), site alteration does not include 
underground or surface mining of minerals or advanced exploration on 
mining lands in significant areas of mineral potential in Ecoregion SE, 
where advanced exploration has the same meaning as in the Mining Act. 
Instead, those matters shall be subject to policy 2.1.4(a). 


Special needs: means any housing, including dedicated facilities, in 
whole or in part, that 1s used by people who have specific needs beyond 
economic needs, including but not limited to, needs such as mobility 
requirements or support functions required for daily living. Examples of 
special needs housing may include, but are not limited to, housing for 
persons with disabilities such as physical, sensory or mental health 
disabilities, and housing for the elderly. 


Special policy area: means an arca within a community that has 
historically existed in the flood plain and where site-specific policies, 
approved by both the Ministers of Natural Resources and Municipal 
Affairs and Housing, are intended to provide for the continued viability 
of existing uses (which are generally on a small scale) and address the 
significant social and economic hardships to the community that would 
result. from strict adherence to provincial policies concerning 
development. The criteria and procedures for approval are established by 
the Province. 


A Special Policy Area is not intended to allow for new or intensified 
development and site alteration, if a community has feasible 
opportunitics for development outside the flood plain. 


Specialty crop area: means arcas designated using cvaluation 
procedures established by the province, as amended from time to time, 
where specialty crops such as tender fruits (peaches, cherries, plums), 
grapes, other fruit crops, vegetable crops, greenhouse crops, and crops 
from agriculturally developed organic soil lands are predominantly 
grown, usually resulting from: 


a) soils that have suitability to produce specialty crops, or lands that 
are subject to special climatic conditions, or a combination of both; 
and/or 

b) a combination of farmers skilled in the production of specialty 
crops, and of capital investment in related facilitics and services to 
produce, store, or process specialty crops. 


Surface water feature: refers to water-related features on the carth’s 
surface, including headwaters, rivers, stream channels, inland lakes, 
seepage areas, recharge/discharge areas, springs, wetlands, and 
associated riparian lands that can be defined by their soil moisture, soil 
type, vegetation or topographic characteristics. 





Threatened species: means a species that is listed or categorized aS a 
“Threatened Species” on the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ 
official specics at risk list, as updated and amended from time to time. 


Transportation systems: means a system consisting of corridors and 
rights-of way for the movement of people and goods, and associated 
transportation facilitics including transit stops and stations, cycle lanes, 
bus lanes, high occupancy vehicle lanes, rail facilitics, park’n’ride lots, 
service centres, rest stops, vehicle inspection stations, intermodal 
terminals, harbours, and associated facilitics such as storage and 
maintenance. 


Valleylands: mcans a natural arca that occurs in a valley or other 
landform depression that has water flowing through or standing for some 
period of the year. 


Vulnerable: means surface and groundwater that can be casily changed 
or impacted by activities or events, cither by virtue of their vicinity to 
such activitics or events or by permissive pathways between such 
activitics and the surface and/or groundwater. 


Waste management system: means sitcs and facilitics to accommodate 
solid waste from one or more municipalities and includes landfill sites, 
recycling facilities, transfer stations, processing sites and hazardous 
waste depots. 


Watershed: means an arca that is drained by a river and its tributarics. 


Wave uprush: means the rush of water up onto a shorcline or structure 
following the breaking of a wave; the limit of wave uprush is the point 
of furthest landward rush of water onto the shoreline. 


Wayside pits and quarries: means a temporary pit or quarry opened 
and used by or for a public authority solely for the purpose of a 
particular project or contract of road construction and not located on the 
road right-of-way. 


Wetlands: means lands that are scasonally or permanently covered by 
shallow water, as well as lands where the water table is close to or at the 
surface. In cither case the presence of abundant water has caused the 
formation of hydric soils and has favoured the dominance of cither 
hydrophytic plants or water tolerant plants. The four major types of 
wetlands are swamps, marshes, bogs and fens. 


Periodically soaked or wet lands being used for agricultural purposes 
which no longer exhibit wetland characteristics are not considered to be 
wetlands for the purposes of this definition. 


Wildlife habitat: mcans areas where plants, animals and_ other 
organisms live, and find adequate amounts of food, water, shelter and 
space needed to sustain their populations. Specific wildlife habitats of 
concern may include areas where species concentrate at a vulnerable 
point in their annual or life cycle; and areas which are important to 
migratory or non-migratory species. 


Woodlands: means treed areas that provide environmental and 
economic benefits to both the private landowner and the general public, 
such as crosion prevention, hydrological and nutrient cycling, provision 
of clean air and the long-term storage of carbon, provision of wildlife 
habitat, outdoor recreational opportunities, and the sustainable harvest of 
a wide range of woodland products. Woodlands include treed areas, 
woodlots or forested areas and vary in their level of significance at the 
local, regional and provincial level

INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 
Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“animal food” means food for an animal that is not a food animal, but does not include pet food; 


“ante mortem inspection” means the inspection of a food animal by an inspector in accordance with Part VIII before the 
animal is slaughtered; 


“bird” means a bird that 1s a food animal; 


“bulk container” means a container, including a shipping container, used for a meat product, other than a container in which a 
meat product is packaged for intended sale by a retailer to a consumer; 


“carcass” means the carcass of a food animal; 


“commercial sterility” means the condition obtained in a meat product that has been processed by the application of heat, 
alone or in combination with other treatments, to render the meat product free from viable forms of micro-organisms, 
including spores, that are capable of growing in the meat product at the temperatures at which the meat product is designed 
to be held during distribution and storage; 


“component” means an individual unit of food that is combined with one or more individual units of food to form an 
ingredient; 


“condemn”, 
(a) in respect of a food animal, means to determine that the animal is unfit for slaughter, and 


(b) in respect of a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product derived from a food animal, to determine that the carcass, 
the part of the carcass or the meat product, as the case may be, is unfit for use as food; 


“condemned material” means material that, under this Regulation, is condemned or required to be condemned;

‘consumer’ means an individual who purchases or acquires a meat product for the individual’s own use or consumption or 
that of the individual’s immediate family and who is acting other than in the course of carrying on business; 


“container” means a package or confining band in which a meat product is or is intended to be offered for sale, but does not 
include a lining, a bulk container or a transport container; 


“contaminated”, 
(a) in respect of an animal, a carcass, a part of a carcass, a meat product, an ingredient or other food, means, 
(1) containing or having been treated with or exposed to, 


(A) a substance not permitted by, or in an amount in excess of limits prescribed under the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act, 1999 (Canada), the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) or the Pest Control 
Products Act (Canada), or 


(B) an ingredient, a food additive or any source of ionizing radiation not permitted by, or in excess of limits 
prescribed under the Food and Drugs Act (Canada), 


(11) containing or having on it any decomposed matter, foreign matter or visible extraneous material, or 
(111) containing or having been exposed to a hazard, or 


(b) in respect of water, a packaging material, any other substance or thing or a condition of a premises, facilities, 
equipment, utensils or conveyances, means containing or having been exposed to a hazard, 


and “contamination”, as a noun, has a corresponding meaning; 


“denature” means to treat inedible material by giving it an appearance or character so that it cannot be mistaken for a meat 
product; 


“dress”, as a verb, 
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(a) in respect of the carcass of a slaughtered food animal, other than a pig or bird, means, 


(i) to remove the skin, the head and developed mammary glands and to remove the feet at the carpal and tarsal 
joints, 


(11) to eviscerate, and 
(iii) except in the case of a sheep, goat, deer or rabbit, to split, 
(b) in respect of the carcass of a slaughtered food animal that is a pig, means, 


(i) to remove the hair, toenails and developed mammary glands, or to remove the things set out in subclause (a) (i) in 
the manner mentioned in that subclause, if applicable, 


(ii) to eviscerate, 
(iii) if required by a regional veterinarian, to split, and 
(iv) to remove the interdigital glands in the feet, if they are intended for human consumption, 


(c) in respect of the carcass of a slaughtered food animal that is a bird, other than a ratite, means to remove the feathers, 
hair and head, the feet at the tarsal joints, and the uropygial gland and to eviscerate, and 


(d) in respect of the carcass of a slaughtered food animal that is a ratite, means to remove the feathers, hair and head, to 
remove the feet at the tarsal joints and to eviscerate; 


“euthanize”, as a verb in respect of a food animal at a slaughter plant, means to kill the animal for a purpose other than 
human consumption and “euthanasia”, as a noun, has a corresponding meaning; 


“eviscerate” means, 


(a) to remove the respiratory and digestive system and the other thoracic and abdominal organs of a carcass, which may 
include the reproductive and urinary system, if, 


(i) the carcass is derived from a chicken whose live weight was 2.7 kg or less, 
(ii) the carcass is derived from a duck whose live weight was 4 kg or less, or 
(111) the carcass is derived from other birds that a director specifies, 


(b) in respect of a carcass derived from a bird other than a chicken or duck mentioned in clause (a), to remove the 
respiratory, digestive, reproductive and urinary systems and the other thoracic and abdominal organs of the carcass, 
and 


(c) in respect of a carcass not described in clause (a) or (b), to remove the respiratory, digestive, reproductive and urinary 
systems of the carcass, except the kidneys, and the other thoracic and abdominal organs; 


“food animal” means a mammal or bird that is raised in captivity and whose meat or meat by-products are intended for 
human consumption, but does not include a hunted game animal; 


“food contact surface” means a surface with which carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at a meat plant ordinarily 
come into contact at the plant; 

“freestanding meat plant” means a premises, other than a slaughter plant, where one or more Category | or Category 2 
activities are carried on as a business, and includes any part of the premises where hides are removed from partially dressed 
carcasses of food animals or carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products from food animals are produced, processed, 
handled, stored, packaged, labelled, distributed or sold, but does not include a premises if, 


(a) there are no Category 2 activities carried on as a business at the premises, and 
(b) all of the Category | activities carried on as a business at the premises are carried on in respect only of meat products 
that the operator of the premises sells, serves or otherwise distributes directly to consumers; 


“game animal” means a mammal or bird that is of a species that is wild by nature, whether it is found in the wild or has been 
raised in captivity, and includes deer, elk, moose, caribou, wild sheep, wild goats, bear and migratory and non-migratory 
game birds; 

“hazard” means a biological, chemical or physical agent or factor or a condition of a food or the environment in which a food 
is produced, processed, handled or stored, if the agent, factor or condition, as the case may be, may directly or indirectly 
cause a food to be unsafe for human consumption in the absence of its control; 


“hermetically sealed container” means a container that is designed to be and is secure against the entry of micro-organisms; 


“hunted game animal” means a game animal that has been killed by hunting or that has been killed by a conservation officer 
appointed under the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, 1997 and whose meat products are intended for human 


consumption;

“meat by-product” means the muscle associated with the lips, snout, scalp or ears of a carcass of a food animal, the blood 
from the carcass or the edible organs or tissues from the carcass that are intended for human consumption, but does not 
include meat, mechanically separated meat, or a meat by-product to which an ingredient other than a meat by product has 
been added; 


“meat plant” means a slaughter plant or a freestanding meat plant; 
“meat product”, in respect of a product derived from a food animal, means, 


(a) a carcass or a part of a carcass that has received a post mortem inspection in accordance with this Regulation or the 
Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and that has either been approved for use as food or has been imported in accordance 
with that Act, 


(b) meat, a meat by-product, mechanically separated meat, or a prepared meat product, or 


(c) a product that is intended for human consumption and that is derived in whole or part from a carcass or a part of a 
carcass described in clause (a) or anything mentioned in clause (b), 


but does not include inedible material; 


“mechanically separated meat” means a product that is derived from a carcass of a food animal, that is intended for human 
consumption and that is obtained by removing the muscle tissue attached to the bones by means of mechanical separation 
equipment; 


“operator” means a person who has responsibility for and control over the operation of a meat plant; 
“packaging material” means material used to package a meat product and includes a container and a bulk container; 
“partially dress”, 

(a) in respect of a slaughtered food animal, other than a bird, means, 


(1) to remove the developed mammary glands and the feet at the carpal and tarsal joints, if required by a regional 
veterinarian as a condition of issuing an authorization under section 77, 


(11) to eviscerate, 
(11) to split, except in the case of a sheep, goat, deer or calf, and 


(iv) to carry out any other dressing procedures required by a regional veterinarian as a condition of issuing an 
authorization under section 77, and . 


(b) in respect of a slaughtered food animal that is a bird, other than a ratite, means, 
(1) to remove the feathers and hair, 

(11) to remove the head and the feet at the tarsal joints, if required by a regional veterinarian as a condition of issuing 
an authorization under section 77, 

(111) to eviscerate, if required by a regional veterinarian as a condition of issuing an authorization under section 77, 
and 

(iv) to carry out any other dressing procedures required by a regional veterinarian as a condition of issuing an 
authorization under section 77; 
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“pet food” means food for a companion animal that is not a food animal, but does not include animal food; 

“pet food processing room” means the room at a slaughter plant described in subsection 22 (3) for processing, packaging and 
labelling inedible material that is intended for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes, if processing, packaging or 
ees the material for any of those purposes is likely to contaminate meat products at the plant, or intended for use in 
pet food; 


“post mortem inspection” means the inspection of a carcass or a part of a carcass by an inspector in accordance with Part 
VII; 


“premises”, in respect of a meat plant, includes the lands, buildings and facilities of the plant; 
“pre-packaged”, in respect of a meat product, means packaged in a container in the manner in which it is ordinarily sold to or 
used or purchased by a consumer without being repackaged and “pre-packaging” has a corresponding meaning; 


“prepared meat product” means a meat product that is derived in whole or part from a carcass of a food animal that is 
intended for human consumption and that, 


(a) is cooked, fermented or dehydrated, or 


(b) contains any ingredient, other than meat, a meat by-product or mechanically separated meat, unless the ingredient is 
salt or a seasoning that has only been applied to the surface of the product; 


“preserved”, in respect of a meat product, means salted, pickled, dried, cured, smoked or treated by other similar means 
permitted under this Regulation but does not include refrigerated or frozen; 


“principal display panel”, 
(a) in the case of a container that is mounted on a display card, means the part of the label applied to, 
(i) all or part of the principal display surface of the container, 


(ii) all or part of the side of the display card that is displayed or visible under normal or customary conditions of sale 
or use, or 


(iii) both the parts described in subclauses (1) and (ii), 
(b) in the case of an ornamental container, means that part of the label applied to all or part of the bottom of the container, 


to all or part of the principal display surface of the container or to all or part of a tag that is attached to the container, 
and 


(c) in the case of all other containers and bulk containers, means that part of the label applied to all or part of the principal 
display surface of the container; 


“principal display surface”, 


(a) in the case of a container or bulk container that has a side or surface that is displayed or visible under normal or 
customary conditions of sale or use, means the total area of that side or surface, excluding the top, if any, 


(b) in the case of a container or bulk container that has a lid that is the part of the container displayed or visible under 
normal or customary conditions of sale or use, means the total area of the top surface of the lid, 


(c) in the case of a container or bulk container that does not have a side or surface that is displayed or visible under normal 
or customary conditions of sale or use, means any 40 per cent of the total surface area of the container, excluding the 
top and bottom, if any, if that 40 per cent can be displayed or visible under normal or customary conditions of sale or 
use, 


(d) in the case of a container or bulk container that is a bag with sides of equal dimensions, means the total area of one of 
the sides, 


(e) in the case of a container or bulk container that is a bag with sides of more than one size, means the total area of one of 
the largest sides, and 


(f) in the case of a container that is a wrapper or confining band that is so narrow in relation to the size of the product 
contained that it cannot reasonably be said to have any side or surface that is displayed or visible under normal or 
customary conditions of sale or use, means the total area of one side of a ticket or tag attached to the container; 


“processing”, in respect of a carcass, part of a carcass or a meat product, means any operation performed to prepare the 
carcass, the part of a carcass or the meat product for use as food and includes adding an anticoagulant to blood, aging, 
basting, boning, breaking, canning, coating, comminution, cooling, cooking, curing, cutting, dehydrating, emulsifying 
fabricating, fermenting, freezing, heating, marinating, massaging, pasteurizing, pickling, refrigerating, rinsing, rubbing, 
salting, slicing, smoking, tenderizing, thermal processing washing and reprocessing of previously processed products, but 
does not include the dressing of a carcass; 
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“ready-to-eat”, in respect of a meat product, means that the product that has been subjected to a process sufficient to 
inactivate pathogenic micro-organisms or their toxins, control spores of food borne pathogenic bacteria or control, 
inactivate or eliminate any other thing that is present in the product in an amount that would render the product unsafe for 
human consumption so that, when the product is handled and stored under appropriate conditions, it does not require 
further heating or processing, other than refrigeration, in order to be safe for human consumption; 


“recipe”, in respect of a meat product, means a written description of, 
(a) the ingredients contained in the meat product and the components of the ingredients, including food additives, 
(b) the proportions of the ingredients and components mentioned in clause (a), and 
(c) the method of manufacture of the product; 

“regional veterinarian” means a veterinary inspector appointed by a director as a regional veterinarian; 


“safe”, in respect of any food, means that, subject to subsection (3), the food is not likely to cause any adverse affect to health 
or safety of a person who consumes it if it is prepared and consumed by the person in accordance with its intended use; 


“sanitize” means to reduce the level of micro-organisms to a level that will not compromise the safety of a meat product; 


“seasoning” means a spice or seasoning listed in Division 7 of Part B of the Food and Drug Regulations made under the 
Food and Drugs Act (Canada); 


“sell” includes offer to sell, agree to sell, barter, possess for the purposes of sale, sell on consignment and dispose of or to 
agree to dispose of by any method to any person for valuable consideration; 


“slaughter”, in respect of a food animal, means to slaughter the animal for the purpose of human consumption; 


“slaughter plant” means a premises where food animals are slaughtered, and includes any part of the premises where 
carcasses from food animals are dressed or carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products derived from food animals are 
produced, processed, packaged, labelled, handled, stored, distributed or sold; 


“spouse” means a person to whom a person is married or with whom a person lives in a conjugal relationship outside 
marriage; 


‘transport container” includes any conveyance used for the transportation of food animals or meat products; 
“veterinarian” means a person licensed under the Veterinarians Act; 
“veterinary inspector” means a veterinarian appointed by a director under section 14 of the Act as an inspector; 


“water activity” means the ratio of water vapour pressure of a meat product to the vapour pressure of pure water at the same 
temperature and pressure. 


(2) In the definition of “freestanding meat plant” in subsection (1), 

“Category | activity” means, 
(a) aging or breaking of a carcass or a part of a carcass, 
(b) aging, boning, comminution, cutting, fabrication, marinating, slicing or tenderizing of a meat product, 
(c) packaging of a meat product for wholesale or other sale or distribution to persons other than consumers, 
(d) pre-packaging of a meat product, 
(e) cooking of ready-to-serve meat products for the purpose of immediate consumption, and 


(f) any other processing activity performed in respect of a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product that in the opinion 
of a director presents a low risk of adversely affecting the safety for human consumption of the carcass, the part of the 
carcass or the meat product, as the case may be; 


“Category 2 activity” means, 
(a) canning, curing, dehydrating, emulsifying, fermenting or smoking of a meat product, 


(b) manufacturing of a ready-to-eat meat product, other than cooking a ready-to-serve meat product for immediate 
consumption, 


(c) processing burnt heads or feet of cattle or sheep, unfinished green tripe or casings, bile, blood products containing salt 
or other ingredients or reproductive organs from the carcasses of food animals, 


(d) preparing mechanically separated meat, and 
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(e) any other processing activity performed in respect of a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product that in the opinion 
of a director presents a medium to high risk of adversely affecting the safety for human consumption of the carcass, 
the part of the carcass or the meat product, as the case may be. 


(3) For the purposes of the definition of “safe” in subsection (1), food is not unsafe merely because its inherent nutritional 
or chemical properties or its inherent nature cause adverse reactions only in persons with allergies or sensitivities that are not 
common to the majority of persons. 


(4) A reference in this Regulation to a percentage of a meat product or other substance means a reference to a percentage 
of the meat product or other substance by weight. 
Application of Regulation 


a (1) Subject to subsections 15 (4), 16 (3), 21 (4), 23 (2), 27 (3), (4) and (5), 28 (1) and 57 (3), nothing in this Regulation 
applies, 


(a) until April 1, 2006, to the operation of a freestanding meat plant that, in 2004, processed meat products of more than 
500,000 kilograms but no more than | million kilograms; or 


(b) until October 1, 2006, to the operation of a freestanding meat plant that, in 2004, processed meat products of no more 
than 500,000 kilograms or did not process meat products. 


(2) Parts III to X, XII, XHI and XIV do not apply to the operation of a registered establishment defined in the Meat 
Inspection Act (Canada). 


(3) A producer who owns, raises and slaughters food animals on the producer’s own premises for consumption by the 
producer or the producer’s immediate family is exempt from this Regulation in respect of those animals and any carcasses, 
parts of carcasses or meat products derived from those animals that the producer or the producer’s immediate family consume 
on the premises. 


PART II 
RESTRICTIONS ON SALE OF MEAT AND RELATED ACTVITIES 


Restrictions 
3. (1) No person shall sell, transport, deliver or distribute to any person any carcass, part of a carcass or meat product 
derived from a food animal unless, 


(a) the food animal has received an ante mortem inspection and approval for slaughter in accordance with this Regulation 
and the carcass of the animal has received a post mortem inspection and approval for use as food in accordance with 
this Regulation or the regulations made under the Meat Inspection Act (Canada); 


(b) the slaughter of the food animal took place at a slaughter plant operated by a licensee or at a registered establishment 
as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada); and 


(c) the carcass, the part of a carcass or the meat product, as the case may be, is stamped with an inspection legend or is 
labelled in accordance with this Regulation. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a carcass, part of a carcass or a meat product if it has been imported into Canada in 
accordance with the Meat Inspection Act (Canada). 
Persons liable 


4. In any proceedings relating to a contravention of this Regulation, a person or entity in possession of a carcass, part of a 
carcass or a meat product that does not comply with this Regulation shall be deemed, in the absence of evidence to the 
contrary, to have possession of the carcass, part of the carcass or the meat product for the purpose of selling it unless it is for 
the person’s or entity’s own consumption. 


PART III 
LICENCES AND INFORMATION PROVIDED TO DIRECTOR 


Licensed activities 


5. (1) The following regulatable activities are licensed activities to which section 4 of the Act applies when carried on by 
a person who is engaged in the business of operating a slaughter plant: 


1. The slaughter of food animals. 


2. The dressing of carcasses. 
3. The processing, handling, storage, packaging, labelling, sale and distribution of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat 
products. 


4. Any other activity that the person carries on in respect of operating the plant. 
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(2) The following regulatable activities are licensed activities to which section 4 of the Act applies when carried on by a 
person who is engaged in the business of operating a freestanding meat plant: 


1. The removal of hides from partially dressed carcasses that have been received from a slaughter plant and that an 
inspector on a post mortem inspection has found fit for use as food. 


2. The processing, handling, storage, packaging, labelling, sale and distribution of meat products. 
3. Any other activity that the person carries on in respect of operating the plant. 


(3) A person who is the operator of a registered establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) is exempt 
from the requirement to hold a licence to carry on a licensed activity mentioned in subsection (1) or (2). 


Application for licence 


6. (1) An application for the issuance or renewal of a licence to operate a meat plant shall be in a form approved by the 
director to whom the applicant submits the application and shall be accompanied by, 


(a) in the case of an initial application, the plans and specifications of the plant recommended by the regional veterinarian 
and the results of the water tests, if any, that section 35 require be conducted; 


(b) a list of the names of all persons, including corporations, that are operators of the plant; 
(c) alist of every water system that supplies water to the meat plant; 


(d) all information and documents that the director requires for the purpose of determining whether the application meets 
the requirements of the Act and the regulations; and 


(e) payment of the fee, if any, required by a regulation made by the Minister under clause 52 (a) of the Act. 


(2) A person shall make a separate application and hold a separate licence in respect of each location at which the person 
operates a meat plant. 


No licence 


7. (1) Under clause 5 (1) (b) of the Act, a director may refuse to issue a licence to operate a meat plant if the director is of 
the opinion that, the applicant does not or will not have all of the premises, facilities, equipment and water necessary to 
engage in the business of operating the plant in accordance with this Regulation. 


(2) Under clause 6 (1) (c) of the Act, a director may refuse to renew or may suspend or revoke a licence to operate a meat 
plant if the director is of the opinion that, 


(a) the premises, facilities, equipment and water used by the licensee in operating the plant do not comply with this 
Regulation; 


(b) the past or present conduct of the licensee or, if the licensee is a corporation, of its officers, its directors or any of the 
persons specified in the paragraphs of subsection (3) reading the references in that subsection to the applicant as 
references to the licensee, affords reasonable grounds to believe that the licensee will not carry on the licensed 
activities in accordance with the law; or 

(c) the licensee has not paid in full all costs that the licensee is required to pay under section 51 of the Act. 


(3) The following persons are specified for the purposes of clause 5 (1) (a) of the Act, if the applicant mentioned in that 
clause 1s a corporation: 


1. Persons who have or may have a beneficial interest in the applicant. 

2. Persons who exercise or may exercise control either directly or indirectly over the applicant. 

3. Persons who have provided or may have provided financing either directly or indirectly to the applicant. 
Time to respond 


8. (1) For the purposes of subsection 5 (2) of the Act, the prescribed time within which an applicant may request a hearing 
by the director is 21 days after the day on which the applicant is served with the notice. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection 6 (2), (4) or 9 (3) of the Act, the prescribed time within which a licensee may request a 
hearing by the director is 10 days after the day on which the licensee is served with the notice. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection 8 (2) of the Act, the prescribed time within which the person who was the applicant or 
licensee may request a rehearing by the director is 10 days after the day on which the person is served with the notice. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection 10 (1) of the Act, the prescribed time within which the applicant or licensee may appeal 
the director’s decision to the Tribunal is 15 days after the day on which the person receives notice of the decision. 


Conditions of licences 


9. It is a condition of every licence issued under the Act, that the licensee, 
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(a) comply with the Act, this Regulation and every order or direction of a director or an inspector made under the Act; and 


(b) ensure that the operation of the licensee’s meat plant is carried on in accordance with this Regulation and every order 
or direction of a director or inspector made under the Act. 


Transfer of licences 

10. (1) Except as provided in this section, a licence is subject to the condition that it is not transferable. 

(2) Ifa licensee who carries on business as a sole proprietor transfers the business to a corporation, of which the person is 
the only officer, director and shareholder, the corporation is entitled to have the licence transferred to it. 


(3) Ifa licensee who carries on business as a sole proprietor transfers the business to a related person or a group of related 


oo the related person or the group as a partnership, as the case may be, are entitled to have the licence transferred to 
them. 


(4) In subsection (3), 
“related person”, with respect to a licensee, means a spouse, child, parent, grandparent, grandchild of the licensee. 

(5) Ifa licensee that carries on business as a partnership transfers the business to a corporation, of which the partners are 
the only officers, directors and shareholders, the corporation is entitled to have the licence transferred to it. 


(6) If a licensee that carries on business as a partnership transfers the business to one of the partners who carries it on as a 
sole proprietorship, the sole proprietor is entitled to have the licence transferred to him or her. 


(7) If a licensee that is a corporation transfers its business to another corporation and the officers, directors and 
shareholders of the licensee are the only officers, directors and shareholders of the new corporation, the new corporation is 
entitled to have the licence transferred to it. 


(8) If a licensee that is a corporation, of which the only officer, director and shareholder is the same person, and the 
licensee transfers its business to that person who carries it on a sole proprietorship, the sole proprietor is entitled to have the 
licence transferred to him or her. 


(9) If a licensee that is a corporation transfers its business to a partnership and the officers, directors and shareholders of 
the licensee are the only partners, the partnership is entitled to have the licence transferred to it. 


(10) Despite anything in this section, an applicant is not entitled to the transfer of a licence if the applicant would not be 
entitled to the issuance of a licence for any ground under section 5 of the Act and the regulations. 


(11) To apply for a transfer of a licence, an applicant shall submit an application to a director in a form approved by the 
director. 


(12) The director shall consider the application and, 
(a) approve it if the applicant is not disentitled to the transfer of the licence and pays the fee, if any, required by a 
regulation made by the Minister under clause 52 (a) of the Act; or 
(b) refuse it if the applicant is not entitled to the transfer of the licence and serve a written notice of refusal on the 
applicant. 
(13) A licence transferred under this section is subject to whatever conditions the regulations prescribe or a director 
imposes and a director may impose those conditions. 
(14) Sections 9 and 10 of the Act apply to the conditions that a director imposes under subsection (13). 
Expiry of licences 


11. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), a licence expires on March 31 next following the date of its issuance or 
renewal. 


(2) A licence that was issued under the Meat Inspection Act (Ontario) immediately before this section comes into force 
with an expiry date of March 31, 2006 shall be continued as a licence to operate a slaughter plant issued under the Food 
Safety and Quality Act, 2001 until that date, unless the licence is surrendered, suspended or revoked before that date. 

(3) An application for the renewal of a licence made to the Director on or before March 31, 2005 under the Meat 
Inspection Act (Ontario) on which the Director has not made a decision to renew or to refuse to renew the licence under that 
Act at the time this section comes into force shall be continued as an application to a director for the renewal of a licence 
under the Food Safety and Quality Act, 2001 and the applicant shall be deemed to hold a licence under the Act until the 
director under the Act makes a decision on the application to renew or to refuse to renew a licence. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection 6 (6) of the Act, the prescribed time is 60 days before the licence expires. 


Information provided to director 


12. (1) No person shall make an alteration in a meat plant unless the operator of the plant has given written notice of the 
proposed alteration to a director at least 30 days before making the alteration.

allows for inspectors to effectively perform their functions and duties; 
accommodates the separation of incompatible activities; 

allows good manufacturing practices to be followed; 

facilitates the humane handling of food animals; 


protects against the entry of birds, other than those intended for slaughter, and against insects, rodents or other pests 
likely to contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products; and 


allows the plant to be operated in compliance with this Regulation. 


A room or space intended to be used as sleeping or living quarters shall not form part of or open directly into a meat 


A meat plant shall have enough rooms or areas to accommodate the separation of incompatible activities. 
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_ (4) The rooms of a meat plant described in Column | of the following Table shall be designed to ensure that products flow 
in a single direction, from raw to finished state, if the plant is in operation on or after the date set out opposite it in Column 2:

(5) All external openings of a meat plant shall be screened to prevent the entry of insects and other pests likely to 
contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products. 


Construction materials 


16. (1) A meat plant shall be soundly constructed of materials that are suitable for their intended purpose, durable, and 
free of constituents that are likely to contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at the plant. 


(2) The floors, ceilings, doors and walls of rooms or areas in a meat plant shall be made of hard, corrosion-resistant, 
smooth material that is constructed to enable effective cleaning and that is impervious to moisture at locations where, 


(a) food animals are slaughtered or carcasses are dressed; 


(b) carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are received, processed, packaged, labelled, shipped, stored or otherwise 
handled; 


(c) inedible materials or refuse are handled or stored; 
(d) washroom facilities are located; and 


(e) salted hides are stored, if the room is located in a building where food animals are slaughtered or carcasses, parts of 
carcasses or meat products are processed, packaged, labelled, handled or stored. 


(3) In a meat plant described in Column | of the following Table, the floors in the killing room and the rooms or areas of 
the plant where carcasses are dressed and carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients are received, processed, 
packaged, labelled, shipped, handled or stored, other than rooms or areas where only dry products are stored, shall be joined 
to the walls with leakproof coved joints, if the plant is in operation on or after the date set out opposite it in Column 2:

Lighting 
17. (1) A meat plant shall be equipped with adequate lighting that, 
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(a) meets the minimum levels of illumination set out in Column 2 of the following Table Opposite the rooms or areas of 
the plant described in Column 1; and 


(b) does not distort the colour or other appearance of food animals, carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or 
ingredients.

(2) Rooms and areas of a meat plant where carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products, ingredients or packaging materials 
are exposed, shall be equipped with light bulbs and fixtures that, 


(a) do not cause contamination of the carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products, ingredients or packaging materials 
during their normal operation; and 


(b) can be readily and effectively cleaned. 
Temperature, ventilation and plumbing systems 


18. (1) A meat plant shall be equipped with heating, cooling, ventilation and plumbing systems that are adequate to meet 
the requirements of the activities carried out at the plant and that are designed and constructed to facilitate their effective 
cleaning. 


(2) In addition to subsection (1), a slaughter plant shall have adequate heating and ventilation to allow inspectors at 
inspection stations in the killing room to work in a comfortable environment. 


(3) All sinks and drains in a meat plant shall be properly equipped and maintained to prevent any odours or fumes from 
them from entering any room where carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are processed, packaged, labelled, stored 
or otherwise handled. 


Drainage and sewage systems 
19. (1) A meat plant shall have an effective system for waste and effluent removal and disposal. 


(2) A meat plant shall have drainage and sewage systems that are equipped with traps and vents, that are capable of 
handling all waste and that segregate the effluent of human waste from other waste. 


(3) The drainage and sewage systems shall be located, designed and constructed to prevent the contamination of meat 
products and the plant’s potable water supply. 


(4) A meat plant shall be equipped with a catch basin, grease trap or interceptor for the purpose of separating solid matter 
from effluent. 


(5) In the case of a slaughter plant, the catch basin, grease trap or interceptor shall be located in the inedible materials 
room of the plant only. 
Receiving and shipping facilities 

20. (1) A meat plant shall have facilities for receiving and shipping carcasses, meat products, ingredients and packaging 
materials that are adequate for the volume of carcasses, meat products, ingredients and packaging materials that are received 
and shipped and the size of the conveyances used in the receiving and shipping. 

(2) The receiving and shipping facilities at a meat plant shall be designed and constructed in a manner that facilitates the 
hygienic handling of carcasses, meat products, ingredients and packaging materials. 
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__ (3) A slaughter plant shall have separate facilities, including a separate shipping door in the inedible materials room for 
shipping inedible materials. 


Facilities for inspectors 


mae A slaughter plant that requires ante mortem or post mortem inspections on three days or more per week on average 
shall have the following facilities and services: 


1. A locker or cabinet for each inspector that is capable of being locked, that is for the exclusive use of only one inspector 
at a time, that has a minimum volume of 0.62 cubic metres and that is suitable for the protection and storage of the 
inspector’s equipment and supplies. 


2. If an inspector carries out post mortem inspections, access for the inspector to an inspection station that is located in 
the killing room in order to carry out post mortem inspections and that is acceptable to a regional veterinarian. 


3. Access to a furnished office that is for the exclusive use of inspectors, that is located in an appropriate area of the plant 
and that has a minimum work surface measuring 0.508 metres by 1.118 metres, heating, lighting, ventilation and an 
electrical outlet, together with a telephone line and telephone for the exclusive use of inspectors. 


(2) In addition to the requirements set out in subsection (1), a slaughter plant that, on or after April 1, 2006, requires post 
mortem or ante mortem inspections on five days per week in a normal work week shall provide washroom facilities that are 
for the exclusive use of inspectors, that are equipped with a toilet and that comply with paragraphs | to 6 of subsection 27 


(2). 


(3) A slaughter plant that requires ante mortem or post mortem inspections on fewer than three days per week on average 
shall have the following facilities and services: 


1. A locker or cabinet for each inspector that is capable of being locked, that is for the exclusive use of only one inspector 
at a time, that has a minimum volume of 0.62 cubic metres and that is suitable for the protection and storage of the 
inspector’s equipment and supplies. 


2. If an inspector carries out post mortem inspections, access for the inspector to an inspection station that is located in 
the killing room in order to carry out post mortem inspections and that is acceptable to a regional veterinarian. 


3. Access for inspectors to a workstation and telephone line acceptable to a regional veterinarian. 


(4) A freestanding meat plant described in Column | of the following Table shall have a locker or cabinet for each 
inspector that is capable of being locked, that is for the exclusive use of only one inspector at a time, that has a minimum 
volume of 0.62 cubic metres and that is suitable for the protection and storage of the inspector’s equipment and supplies if the 
plant is in operation on or after the date set out opposite it in Column 2:

(6) In addition to the other requirements set out in this section, every meat plant shall have facilities for inspectors that are 
adequate to allow for the effective performance of the inspection activities carried on at the plant.

22. (1) A slaughter plant shall have a separate dry storage room. 


(2) A slaughter plant shall have a separate room and facilities for processing, packaging, labelling or storing inedible 
material, other than inedible material that is intended for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes or intended for use 
in pet food.

(3) A slaughter plant shall have a separate room and facilities for processing, packaging and labelling inedible material 
that is intended for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes, if processing, packaging or labelling the material for 
any of those purposes is likely to contaminate meat products at the plant, or intended for use in pet food. 

(4) A freestanding meat plant shall have a separate room or area for processing, packaging, labelling or storing inedible 
material. 

Cleaning and sanitizing facilities 

23. (1) A meat plant shall be equipped with adequate facilities to permit effective cleaning and sanitizing of rooms, 
equipment and utensils. 

(2) A meat plant described in Column | of the following Table shall have a water sanitizer that complies with subsection 
(3) or an effective chemical sanitizer in the killing room and any room where carcasses are dressed and carcasses, parts of 


carcasses or meat products are processed, if utensils are used in the room and if the plant is in operation on or after the date 
set out opposite it in Column 2:

(a) have a continuous supply of potable water and continuous overflow; and 
(b) be capable of being maintained at a temperature of not less than 82 degrees Celsius. 
Slaughter facilities for birds 
24. (1) A slaughter plant in which birds are slaughtered shall have facilities for, 
(a) receiving and housing birds; 
(b) effective cleaning and disinfecting of crates and containers used for the conveyance of birds other than ratites; 
(c) slaughtering birds; 


(d) scalding carcasses, other than ratite carcasses, using equipment with overflow outlets of sufficient size to prevent 
clogging and discharging into or close to drains; 


(e) plucking carcasses, other than carcasses of ratites; 

(f) plucking or skinning the carcasses of ratites, if the plant slaughters ratites; 

(g) washing carcasses using water spray equipment with sufficient water pressure to clean them; 
(h) dressing carcasses; 


(1) holding in a rack carcasses, other than ratite carcasses, and holding on a rail ratite carcasses that an order made under 
section 81 requires the operator of the plant to hold; 


(j) washing carcasses using water spray equipment with sufficient water pressure to clean them; and 
(k) refrigerating and storing dressed or partially dressed carcasses. 


(2) The facilities shall be laid out so that the activities described in subsection (1) take place in the order set out in that 
subsection. 


Slaughter facilities for rabbits 


25. (1) A slaughter plant in which rabbits are slaughtered shall have facilities for, 
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receiving and housing live rabbits; 

effective cleaning and disinfecting of crates and containers used for the conveyance of live rabbits; 
slaughtering rabbits; 

washing carcasses using water spray equipment with sufficient water pressure to clean them; 

dressing carcasses; 

holding in a rack carcasses that an order made under section 8] requires the operator of the plant to hold; 
washing carcasses using water spray equipment with sufficient water pressure to clean them; and 
refrigerating and storing dressed carcasses. 


The facilities shall be laid out so that the activities described in subsection (1) take place in the order set out in that 


subsection. 


Slaughter facilities for other food animals 


26. (1) A slaughter plant in which food animals other than birds or rabbits are slaughtered shall have the following 
facilities: 
1. Receiving facilities for food animals. 
2. Pens for housing food animals before slaughter. 
3. One or more killing rooms. 
4. A restraining box or cradle in the killing room. 
5. A room or area for the dressing of carcasses, which may be part of the killing rooms. 
6. Head inspection racks or hooks. 
7. Subject to subsection (3), a viscera truck or table. 
8. Facilities for washing carcasses using water spray equipment with sufficient water pressure to clean them. 
9. Facilities for refrigerating and storing dressed carcasses. 
10. A rail for holding carcasses that an order made under section 81 requires the operator of the plant to hold. 
(2) The facilities shall be laid out so that the activities described in subsection (1) take place in the order set out in that 
subsection. 
(3) If a regional veterinarian is of the opinion that the volume of food animals slaughtered at a slaughter plant is so small 


that a viscera truck or table is not necessary, the regional veterinarian may by order, determine that the plant is not required to 
have a viscera truck or table, subject to the terms and conditions, if any, contained in the order. 


(4) 


A slaughter plant in which veal calves are slaughtered shall be equipped with a device located at a spot in the killing 


room sufficiently close to where the carcasses are eviscerated that the carcass can be weighed immediately after evisceration. 


(5) In subsection (4), 


“device” means a device approved for use in trade in accordance with the Weights and Measures Act (Canada). 


Washroom and other facilities 


27, 


(1) A meat plant shall have at least one washroom facility that meets the requirements of subsection (2). 


(2) Each washroom facility at a meat plant shall meet the following requirements:

It shall be capable of being kept clean and sanitary. 
It shall be lit, heated and ventilated to the outside of the plant. 


3. It shall be separate from and shall not lead directly into any room where carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products 


are prepared, packaged, labelled, refrigerated, stored or otherwise handled. 


It shall be enclosed by floor to ceiling walls and full-length self-closing doors. 


5. It shall be equipped with hand washing facilities that are remote functioning or timed, and be equipped with soap and 


single-use paper towel dispensers. 
It shall have notices instructing users to clean their hands with soap and water immediately after using toilets. 


7. Subject to subsection (5), if applicable, it shall be equipped with at least one toilet. 
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(3) Subsections (4) and (5) apply to a meat plant described in Column | of the following Table only if the plant is in 
operation on or after the date set out opposite it in Column 2:

(4) A meat plant shall have separate washroom facilities to serve each sex of persons at the plant unless there are no more 
than nine persons at the plant or the total area of the plant, excluding the basement, is no more than 300 square metres, in 
which case the plant may have only one washroom facility if it is for the use of all persons at the plant. 


(5) A meat plant shall be equipped with at least the number of toilets for each sex that are specified in Column 2 to the 
following Table opposite the number of persons of each sex specified in Column | at the plant.

(a) hand washing facilities that are remote functioning or timed, in the killing room and rooms or areas where carcasses 
are dressed; and 


(b) directly drained hand washing facilities that are remote controlled or timed, in rooms or areas where meat products are 
processed or handled. 


(7) Washroom facilities and hand washing facilities at a meat plant shall be accessible to inspectors. 
(8) In this section, 
“person at a meat plant” includes the operator of the plant and the operator’s employees at the plant. 
Dressing areas 


28. (1) A meat plant described in Column | of the following Table shall have a dressing room or area for employees who 
are required to work with carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products if the plant is in operation on or after the date set out 
opposite it in Column 2:

(2) In addition to subsection (1), a slaughter plant that is in operation on or after April 1, 2006 shall have a dressing room 
or area for the exclusive use of persons, other than an inspector, who work with food animals at the slaughter plant. 


(3) The dressing rooms or areas mentioned in subsections (1) and (2) shall be capable of being kept clean and sanitary and 
shall be lit, heated and ventilated. 


Animal pens and crates 
29. (1) A slaughter plant shall have a separate area equipped with pens or capable of accommodating crates for, 
(a) the separate housing and inspection of incompatible species and classes within species of food animals; 
(b) food animals considered to be a danger to other food animals; 
(c) food animals that are injured or ill; 


(d) food animals that the operator of the plant condemns under section 66 or is required to condemn under section 65 or by 
an order made under section 64; and 


(e) food animals that an order made under clause 69 (2) (a) or 70 (1) (b) or (4) (b) requires the operator of the plant to 
hold. 


(2) A slaughter plant shall be equipped for, 

(a) restraining food animals for detailed inspection; 

(b) conveying ill, injured or disabled food animals in a humane manner; and 

(c) euthanizing food animals that have been identified as condemned in accordance with Part VIII. 
(3) Floors, ramps, gangways, chutes, pens and crates used for food animals in a slaughter plant shall be, 
(a) free from sharp projections or obstructions that may injure the food animals; 

(b) constructed and maintained so as to provide safe footing for the food animals; 

(c) constructed so that they may be maintained in a clean, dry and sanitary condition, 

(d) provided with good drainage; 

(e) adequately ventilated and lit; and 

(f) maintained in a clean, dry and sanitary condition. 


(4) In addition to subsection (3), a pen or crate used for food animals in a slaughter plant shall be designed, constructed 
and located so that inspectors, 


(a) have ready access to the pen or crate; 
(b) are readily able to view each animal in the pen, in the case of a pen; and 
(c) are readily able to view the food animals that are held in any group of crates, in the case of a crate. 
(5) In addition to subsections (3) and (4), a crate used for rabbits and birds other than ratites in a slaughter plant shall be, 
(a) designed and constructed to prevent the protrusion of an animal from the crate; 
(b) adequately ventilated; 
(c) located in an area with adequate lighting; and 
(d) capable of being cleaned and disinfected. 
Refrigeration facilities 


30. (1) A meat plant shall have, 
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(a) refrigeration or freezing facilities adequate for the rapid cooling of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products 
immediately after slaughter; 


(b) refrigeration facilities adequate for the safe refrigeration and storage of carcasses, parts of carcasses and those meat 
products that require refrigeration; 


(c) freezing facilities adequate for the safe freezing and storage of meat products that require freezing; and 


(d) a separate area with refrigeration or freezing facilities for storage of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products 
that are detained under the Act or storage of carcasses and parts of carcasses that an order made under section 8] 
requires the operator of the plant to hold. 


(2) Coolers at a meat plant shall be adequate to ensure that carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products from different 
species of food animals are stored without coming into contact with each other. 


(3) Coolers and the killing room at a meat plant shall be equipped with rails of a sufficient height to ensure that carcasses, 
parts of carcasses and meat products do not come into contact with the floor. 


(4) A meat plant shall be equipped with, 


(a) effective systems for establishing, maintaining and verifying the temperature in rooms and areas where carcasses, parts 
of carcasses or meat products are received, packaged, labelled, shipped, stored or otherwise handled, if the systems are 
necessary to ensure that the carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products do not deteriorate in the rooms and areas; 
and 


(b) effective systems for establishing, maintaining and verifying the temperature of rooms and areas of the plant where 
carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are processed or are refrigerated or frozen. 


(5) Every room in a meat plant where pork products are frozen for destruction of Trichinella spiralis or meat products are 
frozen to destroy parasites shall contain a self recording temperature indicating device that is calibrated and maintained in 
proper working order. 


(6) Every piece of equipment or room in a meat plant where meat products packed in hermetically sealed containers are 
incubated shall contain a self recording temperature indicating device that is calibrated and maintained in proper working 
order. 


Equipment 


31. (1) Equipment used in a meat plant shall be designed, constructed, located, installed, calibrated, maintained and 
operated in a manner that facilitates the sanitary operation of the plant and the hygienic processing, packaging, labelling, 
storing, handling and testing of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products. 


(2) Equipment and utensils that are used on carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products in rooms or areas of a meat plant 
where carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are received, processed, packaged, labelled, shipped, stored or otherwise 
handled shall meet the following requirements: 


1. They shall be effective for their intended purpose. 

2. They shall be constructed of corrosion resistant materials that, 
i. are free of constituents that are likely to contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products, and 
1. do not transmit odour or taste. 

3. They shall be capable of withstanding repeated cleaning and sanitizing. 

4. They shall be accessible for cleaning, servicing and inspection or easily disassembled for those purposes. 

3) Food contact surfaces in a meat plant shall be, 


) 
(a) non absorbent, unaffected by food and free of constituents that are likely to contaminate or otherwise adversely affect 
the quality of carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients; 


(b) designed and constructed in a manner and using materials that minimize the adherence of food; 
(c) smooth and free from pitting, cracks or chipping; 


(d) free of sharp internal angles, corners in which a meat product or part of a meat product could be trapped, crevices and 
unnecessary ridges or indentations; and 
(e) capable of withstanding repeated cleaning and sanitizing. 
(4) Equipment used at a meat plant to cook, heat, treat, refrigerate or freeze a carcass, part of a carcass or a meat product 
shall be designed and maintained so that it is capable of achieving any conditions or temperatures that are required by this 
Regulation for cooking, heating, treating, refrigerating or freezing the carcass, part of a carcass or meat product. 
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(5) A slaughter plant shall have appropriate equipment at the plant for, 
(a) the hygienic collecting, conveying, storing, handling and disposal of inedible material; and 


(b) the hygienic processing, packaging and labelling of inedible material that is intended for use in pet food, animal food 
or for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes. 


PART V 
WATER USED IN MEAT PLANTS 


Drinking-water system 


32. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that it has a system to supply the plant with potable hot and cold running 
water that is protected against contamination. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that the plant has a water-sampling tap installed in an accessible location in 
the plumbing of the plant that is, 


(a) at or near where the water from the drinking-water system enters the plant; 

(b) upstream from all other plumbing fixtures; and 

(c) acceptable to an inspector. 

(3) The operator shall ensure that the water-sampling tap is only used for sampling the water. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that the plant has a back-flow prevention device installed immediately downstream of the 
_water-sampling tap to prevent water from the plant’s plumbing from re-entering the drinking-water system. 


Non-potable water system 
33. In addition to a drinking-water system, a meat plant may be supplied with a system of non-potable water if, 
(a) the system is not connected to a drinking-water system; 
(b) the piping of the system is identified by markings that are permanent, distinct and easily recognized; and 
(c) no outlet from the system is located where it can discharge into, 
(i) a sink or lavatory, 
(ii) a fixture into which an outlet from a drinking-water system is discharged, or 


(iii) a fixture that is used for a purpose related to the processing, packaging, labelling, storing or other handling of 
carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients. 


Standards for water used 
34. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all water used at the plant is, 
(a) potable, subject to subsection (4); 
(b) adequate in quantity and pressure to serve the needs of the plant; 
(c) stored and distributed in a manner that prevents the contamination of the water; and 
(d) monitored to ensure that the temperature is appropriate for the activity for which the water is used. 
(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all ice used at the plant is, 
(a) made with potable water; 
(b) free of toxic substances; and 
(c) stored and handled in a manner that prevents the contamination of the ice. 


(3) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all steam used at the plant that may come into contact with a carcass, a 
part of a carcass, a meat product, an ingredient, packaging material or a food contact surface is, 


(a) generated from potable water; 

(b) free of toxic substances; and 

(c) adequate in pressure to serve the needs of the plant. 

(4) Non-potable water may be used at a meat plant if it is used, 


(a) exclusively for fire protection, boilers or auxiliary services not related to carrying on licensed activities at the plant; 
and

(b) ina manner that will not contaminate a carcass, a part of a carcass, a meat product or an ingredient, except if it is used 
for fire protection. 


Testing by applicant for licence 


35. (1) Subject to subsection (4), when applying for a licence to operate a meat plant, a person shall have the water of the 
plant’s drinking-water system tested in accordance with this section to determine if the water meets the microbiological 
standards set out in Schedule | to Ontario Regulation 169/03 (Ontario Drinking-Water Quality Standards) made under the 
Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


(2) The tests shall be conducted, 


(a) by a person who holds a drinking-water testing licence within the meaning of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 and at 
the laboratory specified in the licence; or 


(b) at a laboratory located outside Ontario that is an eligible laboratory under subsection 11 (4) of the Safe Drinking Water 
Act, 2002. 


(3) The applicant for a licence to operate a meat plant shall provide the person doing the testing with samples of water at 
the plant taken at a location in the plumbing of the plant that is downstream of the water-sampling tap that subsection 32 (2) 
requires. 


(4) An applicant for a licence to operate a meat plant is not required to have the water of the plant’s drinking-water system 
tested under subsection (1) if, 


(a) a licensee has operated the meat plant at any time in the 30 days before the day on which the applicant applied for a 
licence; and 


(b) a director is satisfied in the circumstances that it is not necessary to have the testing done and so advises the applicant. 
Testing by inspector 


36. (1) An inspector may, at the risk and expense of the operator of a meat plant, take samples of the drinking water 
supplied to or used at the plant and have the samples tested to determine if the water meets the standards prescribed as the 
drinking-water quality standards for the purpose of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


(2) The tests shall be conducted, 


(a) by a person who holds a drinking-water testing licence within the meaning of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 and at 
the laboratory specified in the licence; or 


(b) ata laboratory located outside Ontario that is an eligible laboratory under subsection | 1 (4) of the Safe Drinking Water 
Act, 2002. 


Disinfection of water 


37. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all drinking water used at the plant that is not from any of the 
sources described in subsection (2) is disinfected using water disinfection equipment that is designed and constructed to be 
capable of producing water that meets the standards prescribed as the drinking-water quality standards for the purpose of the 
Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


(2) The sources mentioned in subsection (1) are, 


(a) a large municipal residential system or a small municipal residential system, as those terms are defined in subsection | 
(1) of Ontario Regulation 170/03 (Drinking-Water Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002; and 


(b) a large municipal non-residential system, a small municipal non-residential system, a non-municipal year-round 
residential system, a non-municipal seasonal residential system, a large non-municipal non-residential system or a 
small non-municipal non-residential system, as those terms are defined in subsection | (1) of Ontario Regulation 
170/03 (Drinking-Water Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002, if the owner and operating authority 
of the system provides and operates treatment equipment in accordance with sections 2-2 to 2-6 of Schedule 2 to that 
regulation. 


(3) If drinking water supplied to a meat plant is from a system described in subsection (2), the owner of the system shall, 
upon request of a director, provide to the director any of the information that section 12 of Ontario Regulation 170/03 
(Drinking-Water Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 requires the owner to make available for 
inspection. 


Order for remedial steps 


38. (1) In accordance with section 32 of the Act, if drinking water used in a meat plant does not meet a standard 
prescribed as a drinking-water quality standard for the purpose of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002, an inspector may order 
the operator of the plant to take the steps that are necessary to ensure that the water meets the standard, including installing at 
the plant effective water disinfection or water treatment equipment. 
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(2) If the medical officer of health has directed the operator of a meat plant to take steps under section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 169/03 (Ontario Drinking-Water Quality Standards) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002, the steps that 
an inspector orders under subsection (1) shall be in addition to the steps that the medical officer of health directs. 


Operation of equipment 


39. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that any water disinfection or water treatment equipment used at the plant is 
operated and maintained in accordance with the manufacturer’s instructions. 


Notice of remedial steps 


40. If the owner of a drinking-water system or the operating authority for the system under Schedule 17 or 18 to Ontario 
Regulation 170/03 (Drinking-Water Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 has notified the operator of a 
meat plant to use an alternate source of drinking water or to bring water to a rapid rolling boil for at least one minute before 
use, the operator of the meat plant shall immediately inform an inspector, if an inspector is on-site, and the regional 
veterinarian. 


Re-use of water 


41. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that no water is re-used at the plant unless a regional veterinarian is 
satisfied that the re-use of the water will not contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products, ingredients or 
packaging materials at the plant and has approved the re-use in writing. 


(2) The regional veterinarian can attach conditions to an approval given under subsection (1) if the conditions relate to 
avoiding having the re-use of water contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products, ingredients or packaging 
materials at the plant and the operator shall comply with the conditions. 


(3) Subsection (1) does not apply to container cooling water that meets the requirements of clause 99 (4) (1). 


(4) Ifa regional veterinarian provides written approval to re-use water at the plant, the re-used water may be non-potable, 
despite section 34, if the regional veterinarian is satisfied that using non-potable water will not contaminate carcasses, parts 
of carcasses, meat products, ingredients or packaging materials at the plant and indicates in the approval that the re-used 
water may be non-potable. 


PART VI 
OPERATION OF MEAT PLANTS 


Operation 
42. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that it is operated and maintained in a manner that, 


(a) facilitates the hygienic operation of the plant, the hygienic slaughter of food animals and the hygienic processing, 
packaging, labelling, handling and storing of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products; and 


(b) allows for inspectors to effectively perform their functions and duties. 
Living or sleeping quarters 


43. No person shall use, as living or sleeping quarters, any room or area that forms part of or opens directly into a meat 
plant. 


Presence of other animals 


44. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (4), no person shall permit any animal, other than a food animal that is to be 
slaughtered or euthanized in accordance with this Regulation, to be in any room or area of the meat plant. 


(2) A service dog serving as a guide for a blind person or for a person with another medical disability who requires the use 
of the dog as a guide is permitted to be in an area of the meat plant, 


(a) where food is served, sold or offered for sale to consumers; or 


(b) that does not contain food animals and that is not used for the receiving, processing, packaging, labelling, shipping, 
handling or storing of carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), a dog is a service dog for a person with a medical disability if, 

(a) it is readily apparent to an average person that the dog functions as a guide for the person; or 

(b) the person can provide, on request, a letter from a physician or nurse confirming that the person requires the use of the 
dog as a guide. 

(4) The operator of a meat plant may keep one or more guard animals on the plant premises if the operator ensures that, 


(a) the guard animals are not permitted to enter the plant buildings or any other area of the premises that contains food 
animals or where carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients are processed, packaged, labelled, handled 
or stored; and 
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(b) the guard animals are kept under appropriate restraints, so that their presence at the premises does not intimidate or 
otherwise impede inspectors from gaining access to plant facilities and operations or effectively performing their 
functions and duties under the Act and this Regulation. 


Premises and equipment 


45. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that the premises, equipment and utensils of the plant are maintained in 
good repair, in such a way as to minimize the risk of contamination of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products at the 
plant. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that the facilities, equipment and utensils of the plant are maintained in a 
sanitary condition. 


Maintenance program 


46. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall establish and maintain a written maintenance program for the premises, 
equipment and utensils of the plant. 


(2) The maintenance program shall include, 


(a) effective schedules, procedures and methods for maintaining the premises, equipment and utensils of the plant in good 
repair; and 


(b) effective measures to prevent contamination of the premises, equipment, utensils of the plant and carcasses, parts of 
carcasses, meat products and ingredients at the plant, including effective schedules, procedures and methods for, 


(1) ensuring that meat products are not contaminated, and 
(11) ensuring the supply of potable water. 
(3) The operator shall ensure that the maintenance program is implemented and complied with. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that the implementation and results of the maintenance program are regularly monitored to 
ensure that the program is complied with and is effective. 


(5) The operator shall ensure that written records of the results of the monitoring mentioned in subsection (4) are made on 
the day of the monitoring. 


(6) The operator shall keep the written records required by subsection (5) at the plant at least until the anniversary of the 
date on which they are made. 


(7) The operator shall make the changes to the maintenance program that are necessary to ensure that it continues to meet 
the requirements of this section. 


Sanitation program 


47. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall establish and maintain a written sanitation program for the premises, equipment 
and utensils of the plant. 


(2) The sanitation program shall include effective measures to prevent contamination of the premises, equipment, utensils 
of the plant and carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients at the plant including schedules, procedures and 
measures to ensure the effective cleaning and sanitation of the premises, equipment and utensils of the plant. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that the sanitation program is implemented and complied with. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that implementation and results of the sanitation program are regularly monitored to ensure 
that the program is complied with and is effective. 


(S) The operator shall ensure that written records of the results of the monitoring mentioned in subsection (4) are made on 
the day of the monitoring. 


(6) The operator shall ensure that for each day the plant operates, and before beginning operations on that day, the operator 
or plant employees shall conduct a pre-operational inspection of the premises, equipment and utensils of the plant to ensure 
that the plant complies with its sanitation program. 


(7) The operator shall ensure that written records of the results of each pre-operational inspections mentioned in 
subsection (6) are made at the time of the inspection. 


(8) The operator shall ensure that operations at the plant do not commence until the plant complies with its sanitation 
program. 


(9) The operator shall keep all written records required by subsection (5) or (7) at the plant at least until the anniversary of 
the date on which they are made. 


(10) The operator shall make the changes to the sanitation program that are necessary to ensure that it continues to meet 
the requirements of this section. 
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Pest control program 


na (1) The operator of a meat plant shall establish and maintain a written pest control program for the premises of the 
plant. 


(2) The pest control program shall include effective measures, including effective schedules, procedures and methods, to 
prevent the contamination, by pests, of the premises, equipment and utensils of the plant and carcasses, parts of carcasses, 
meat products and ingredients at the premises. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that the pest control program is implemented and complied with. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that the implementation and results of the pest control program are regularly monitored to 
ensure that the pest control program is complied with and is effective. 


(5) The operator shall ensure that written records of the results of the monitoring mentioned in subsection (4) are made on 
the day of the monitoring. 


(6) The operator shall keep all written records required by subsection (5) at the plant at least until the anniversary of the 
date on which they are made. 


(7) The operator shall make the changes to the pest control program that are necessary to ensure that it continues to meet 
the requirements of this section. 


Authorized materials 


49. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that the only materials, coatings and chemical agents used in the killing 
room or the rooms or areas of the plant where carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients are received, 
processed, packaged, labelled, shipped, stored or otherwise handled are durable and free from constituents that are likely to 
contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that the materials, coatings or chemical agents that are used in the plant are, 


(a) stored separately in their original containers bearing their original labels and in a manner that prevents contamination 
of carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients; and 


(b) used in accordance with the manufacturer’s directions, by a person trained in their use, and in a manner that prevents 
contamination of carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients. 
Cleaning and sanitizing 


50. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that the facilities, equipment and utensils in the killing room or the rooms 
or areas of the plant where carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients are processed, packaged, labelled, 
stored or otherwise handled are, as often as is necessary to maintain a hygienic environment and to prevent the contamination 
of food, thoroughly cleaned with hot water and detergent, rinsed with potable water and sanitized. 


(2) If it is necessary to do so to ensure that the carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or ingredients are not 
contaminated, the operator shall ensure that carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients are removed or 
properly protected before the cleaning and sanitizing mentioned in subsection (1) is done and before maintenance of the 
plant, including the servicing of equipment, is undertaken. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that equipment, utensils and food contact surfaces that have been in contact with 
contaminated material are immediately and effectively cleaned and sanitized. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that the facilities, equipment and utensils mentioned in subsection (1) are effectively cleaned 
and sanitized at the end of each working day or, if there is more than one shift in a working day, at the end of each shift. 


(5) The operator shall ensure that the equipment and utensils mentioned in subsection (1) are cleaned and sanitized in an 
area that is, 


(a) designed and located to prevent the contamination of carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients; and 
(b) if it is practicable, is used exclusively for that purpose. 

(6) The operator shall ensure that equipment that is used to collect or convey inedible material within a meat plant is, 

(a) marked to indicate its intended use and not used for any other purpose; 


(b) effectively cleaned and sanitized immediately before leaving the inedible materials room and entering any other area 
of the plant; 


(c) kept in good repair; and 
(d) kept in a storage room or area provided for that purpose. 


(7) The operator shall ensure that a crate or other container used to transport live birds or rabbits to the plant is effectively 
cleaned and sanitized in an appropriate area, 
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(a) before the crate or container leaves the plant, if it is immediately removed from the plant; and 
(b) before the crate or container is moved to any other area of the plant, otherwise. 


(8) The operator shall ensure that any cleaning equipment that is used at the meat plant is handled, maintained and stored 
in a manner that prevents contamination of carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products and ingredients. 


Temperature and humidity of rooms 


51. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that no carcass, part of a carcass, meat product or ingredient is kept at the 
plant at a temperature or humidity level that may cause them to deteriorate or become unfit for human consumption. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the operator shall not permit the temperature to exceed 10 degrees Celsius in rooms or areas 
of the plant where meat products are processed, packaged, labelled or otherwise handled and where a low temperature is 
required for the preservation of the products. 


(3) If the temperature exceeds 10 degrees Celsius in rooms or areas of the plant where meat products are processed, 
packaged, labelled or otherwise handled and where a low temperature is required for the preservation of the products, the 
operator shall, 


(a) not permit the internal temperature of the products to exceed 10 degrees Celsius; and 


(b) have the rooms or areas and the equipment and utensils used in them effectively cleaned and sanitized every four 
hours. 


(4) If carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are frozen, the operator shall ensure that the temperature of the freezer 
is maintained at minus 18 degrees Celsius or lower. 


(5) The operator shall ensure that the temperature and humidity of every room at the plant where meat products are 
received, processed, packaged, labelled, shipped, stored or otherwise handled are controlled to prevent the formation of 
condensation on the walls and ceilings of the room and the equipment used in the room. 


Limit on contents of coolers 


52. (1) A regional veterinarian may limit the number of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products placed in coolers 
at a meat plant so that, 


(a) the temperature required by subsection 83 (6) for refrigeration can be maintained in the coolers; and 


(b) inspectors have reasonable access to them. 


(2) A regional veterinarian who imposes a limit under subsection (1) shall so advise the operator of the plant and the 
operator shall ensure that the number of carcasses and parts of carcasses placed in coolers at the plant do not exceed the limit. 


PART VII 
PERSONNEL AT MEAT PLANTS 


Personal hygiene and clothing 


53. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every person at the plant engaged in the processing, packaging, 
labelling, handling or storing of a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product and any other person who enters a room or 
area of the plant where carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are processed, packaged, labelled, handled or stored 
keeps their hands clean at all times. 


(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), the operator shall ensure that every person whom that subsection 
requires to keep clean hands washes their hands thoroughly with soap and water, 


(a) after handling any animal; 
(b) after handling or otherwise coming into contact with raw meat products; 
(c) between handling meat products that are incompatible with each other; 


(d) after handling or otherwise coming into contact with chemical agents, pallets or any other substance or thing that is a 
hazard to meat products; 


(e) after handling or otherwise coming into contact with inedible materials or refuse; 

(f) after handling or otherwise coming into contact with containers used for inedible material or refuse; 
(g) before exiting the inedible materials room; 

(h) before exiting a washroom facility; 


(1) each time their hands have been exposed to any other possible sources of contamination; 
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(j) each time upon entering a room where food animals are slaughtered, where carcasses are dressed, or where carcasses, 
parts of carcasses or meat products are processed, packaged, labelled or handled; and 


(k) each time upon exiting the killing room. 


(3) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every person at the plant washes and sanitizes hands and gloves before 
handling ready-to-eat meat products and wears those gloves when handling ready-to-eat meat products. 


(4) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that any person who is in any room or area of the plant where a carcass, a part 
of a carcass or a meat product is exposed, 


(a) wears sanitary clothing; 

(b) wears a sanitary hair covering, including a beard covering if applicable, acceptable to a regional veterinarian; 
(c) if the person is wearing gloves, wears gloves that are sound, clean and sanitary; 

(d) keeps personal protective equipment clean and sanitary at all times if the person wears that equipment; and 


(e) wears clean footwear and, if necessary to protect carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products from contamination, 
uses a footwear dip to effectively clean and sanitize the footwear. 


(5) No person who is engaged in the processing, packaging, labelling, handling or storing of a carcass, a part of a carcass 
or a meat product at a meat plant shall wear an object or use a substance that might fall into or otherwise contaminate the 
carcass, the part of the carcass or the meat product. 


(6) No person shall chew or consume tobacco, gum or food of any kind, other than water dispensed from a drinking 
fountain, in any part of a meat plant in which a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product is processed, packaged, labelled, 
stored or otherwise handled. 


(7) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every person at the meat plant who handles or otherwise comes into 
contact with inedible materials washes and sanitizes their hands, utensils and protective equipment after handling the 
materials. 


Procedures requiring change of clothing 


54. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall establish effective procedures requiring persons who handle food animals, 
raw or ready-to-eat meat products or inedible materials at the plant to change their protective clothing if necessary to ensure 
that carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products at the plant are not contaminated. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that the procedures are implemented and that all persons at the plant comply with them. 
Movement of persons and products 
55. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that, 


(a) the access of employees and other persons at the meat plant is controlled to minimize the potential for contamination 
of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products; 


(b) the pattern of employee movement in the normal course of the operation of the plant minimizes the potential for 
contamination of carcasses, parts of carcasses and meat products; and 


(c) the product flow at the plant moves in a single direction, from raw to finished state. 


Persons with diseases 


56. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that, if a person has an infectious disease, an open or infected skin lesion 
or a skin disease and it is likely that it may contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or food contact surfaces 
at the plant, the person shall not engage in the slaughter of food animals, the dressing of carcasses or the processing, 
packaging, labelling or handling of carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at the plant unless the person has the 
written approval of a regional veterinarian under subsection (2) and complies with the conditions of the approval. 


(2) A regional veterinarian may approve a person for engaging in the slaughter of food animals, the dressing of carcasses 
or the processing, packaging, labelling or handling of carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at a meat plant if satisfied 
that it is not likely that the person’s condition will contaminate carcasses, parts of carcasses, meat products or food contact 
surfaces at the plant and the regional veterinarian may attach conditions to the approval to contribute to that objective. 


Training and supervision 
57. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all employees of the plant are trained and competent to perform their 
assigned duties. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that all employees who slaughter food animals, dress carcasses or process, package or label 
carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at the plant have received training in hygienic food handling. 
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(3) The operator of a meat plant described in Column | of the following Table shall ensure that, at all times when food 
animals are being slaughtered, carcasses are being dressed or carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are being 
processed, packaged or labelled, there shall be at least one supervisor in attendance at the plant who has received training in 
hygienic food handling in a formal course or program that is acceptable to a director if the plant is in operation on or after the 
date set out opposite it in Column 2:

(4) In subsection (3), 





“supervisor” means a person at a meat plant who supervises the work of employees who are engaged in the slaughter of food 
animals, the dressing of carcasses or the processing of meat products at the plant. 


PART VIII 
SLAUGHTER OF FOOD ANIMALS 


INFORMATION AND RECORDS 
Information from person making delivery 


58. (1) Every person who delivers a shipment of food animals to a slaughter plant shall provide the operator of the plant 
with the following information at the time of delivery: 


1. The person’s name and address. 


2. The name and address of the owner or seller of the animals at the time of delivery or, if the person does not know the 
identity of the owner or seller of the animals at the time of delivery, the name and address of the person who consigned 
the animals for delivery to the plant. 


3. The species and classes within a species of the animals and the number of each species and class. 


4. If the animals are birds, except for birds described in subsection (2), a flock information document completed by the 
producer of the flock in a form acceptable to a director. 


(2) Paragraph 4 of subsection (1) does not apply to, 
(a) ratites; or 


(b) birds that are delivered to a slaughter plant under an arrangement whereby the operator of the plant has agreed to 
custom slaughter the birds for their owner. 


(3) The flock information document shall include, 


(a) the name and address of the producer of the birds or a code allowing the identification of the producer’s name and 
address; 


(b) the identification of the flock of origin of the birds by specifying the farm, barn and lot or flock number; and 
(c) information about, 
(1) the status and history of the health of the flock of origin, including the mortality rate, 
(11) the veterinary services that have been provided to the flock of origin, 
(iii) the husbandry practices that have been followed for the flock of origin, 


(iv) the number of birds and crates shipped to the plant and the size of the crates, and 
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(v) the loading of the birds in the transport containers. 


Record of plant operator 


59. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall make and keep at the plant, for a least 12 months from date of delivery of a 
shipment of food animals to the plant, a record of the animals in a form acceptable to a director. 


(2) The record shall include, 

(a) the species and classes within a species of the animals and the number of each species and class; 
(b) the date of delivery; 

(c) the name and address of the person who delivered the animals to the plant; 


(d) the name and address of the owner or the seller of the animals at the time of delivery or, if the identity of the owner or 
seller of the animals at the time of delivery is unknown, the name and address of the person who consigned the animals 
for delivery to the plant; 


(e) for each animal in the shipment that is slaughtered at the plant, 
(i) the species and class within a species of the animal, 
(ii) the date of slaughter, and 
(111) if the operator keeps a scale sheet of carcass weights, the weight of the dressed carcass of the animal; and 


(f) if the animals are birds, except for birds described in subsection (3), a record of the birds in a form acceptable to a 
director. 


(3) Clause (2) (f) does not apply to, 
(a) ratites; or 


(b) birds that are delivered to a slaughter plant under an arrangement whereby the operator of the plant has agreed to 
custom slaughter the birds for their owner. 


(4) The record of the birds mentioned in clause (2) (f) shall include, 

(a) the flock information document described in subsection 58 (3); 

(b) the condition of the birds on arrival at the plant and their average weight; 

(c) the date and time that the slaughter of the birds began; 

(d) the number of birds found dead at the time the birds were presented for slaughter; and 


(e) the number of birds that were condemned and the reason for their condemnation. 


HANDLING OF FOOD ANIMALS 
Handling of animals 


60. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that all food animals at the plant are handled in a humane manner 
and in accordance with this Part. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that no food animal is kept at the plant for more than one week unless, 
(a) the animal is permitted to enter the plant under section 63 for the purpose of being euthanized; or 
(b) a regional veterinarian is satisfied that to do so is not inhumane and consents in writing to the keeping. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that no food animal is kept or handled at the plant in a manner that subjects it to avoidable 
pain or distress. 


(4) The operator shall ensure that no goad or electrical prod 1s, 
(a) used on an obviously ill or injured food animal at the plant; 
(b) applied to the anal, genital or facial areas or to the udder of a food animal at the plant; or 


(c) applied to any part or area of a food animal at the plant in a manner or to an extent that causes it avoidable pain or 
distress. 


(5) The operator shall ensure that food animals at the plant are not crowded in their pens or crates and are protected from 
inclement weather. 


(6) The operator shall ensure that food animals at the plant, except for rabbits and birds other than ratites, are, 


(a) kept in secure pens that are constructed and maintained in accordance with this Regulation; 
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(b) provided with continuous access to potable drinking water; and 

(c) fed, if kept at the plant for more than 24 hours. 
Segregation of animals 

61. (1) The operator shall ensure that incompatible species and classes within species of food animals are kept in separate 
holding pens or crates at the plant. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that a food animal that may be a danger to other food animals at the plant is immediately 
segregated from them. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that a food animal at the plant that appears to be ill or injured is immediately segregated from 
healthy animals. 


Removal of animals 


62. (1) No person shall remove a food animal from the premises of a slaughter plant without the approval of a regional 
veterinarian under subsection (2). 


(2) A regional veterinarian may authorize a person to remove a food animal from a slaughter plant only if the regional 
veterinarian has no reason to believe that the removal of the animal is likely to result in the transmission of a disease, 


(a) from the animal to another animal, whether or not the other animal is a food animal; or 
(b) from the animal to a person. 


(3) A regional veterinarian who approves the removal of a food animal from the premises of a slaughter plant may attach 
conditions to the approval that are relevant to the removal and any person who is involved in the removal of the animals shall 
comply with the conditions. 


(4) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that no person removes any food animal from the premises of the plant 
except in accordance with an approval given by a regional veterinarian under subsection (2). 


Entry of animal into plant 


63. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that no person permits an equine food animal to enter the plant for 
slaughter unless a regional veterinarian has approved the entry of the animal into the plant for slaughter. 


(2) The regional veterinarian may refuse the entry of an equine food animal into the plant for slaughter only if of the 
opinion that the plant does not have facilities suitable for handling and slaughtering equine animals. 


(3) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that no person permits a food animal to enter the plant for any purpose 
other than slaughter unless a director has given approval under subsection (4) for the animal to enter the plant so that the 
animal can be euthanized at the plant. 


(4) A director may grant approval for a group of food animals to enter a slaughter plant for the purpose of euthanasia if the 
director has reasonable grounds to believe that, 


(a) the animals in the group are known or suspected to be diseased or otherwise contaminated; or 
(b) the animals in the group need to be euthanized to prevent or alleviate their suffering or distress. 


(5) The director may attach the conditions to the approval that are relevant to the euthanasia or the disposal of the animal’s 
remains and the operator shall comply with the conditions. 


(6) If a director has given approval under subsection (4) for a food animal to enter a slaughter plant, the operator shall 
condemn the animal, humanely euthanize it in accordance with the applicable conditions of the approval and, in the presence 
of an inspector, dispose of the animal’s remains in accordance with section 91 and the applicable conditions of the approval. 


(7) If the operator does not comply with subsection (3) or the applicable conditions of an approval given under subsection 
(4), an inspector may, without a hearing, 


(a) seize the animal that is the subject of the approval; 


(b) condemn and euthanize it and dispose of its remains or arrange for the condemnation, euthanasia and disposal of 
remains; and 


(c) order the operator to pay for the condemnation, euthanasia and disposal of remains. 


(8) The operator shall comply with an order of the inspector made under clause (7) (c).

CONDEMNATION OF FOOD ANIMALS 


Order for condemnation 


64. (1) A veterinary inspector who is of the opinion that it is necessary to euthanize a food animal at a slaughter plant in 
order to prevent or relieve its undue suffering or distress or because it is near death may order the operator of the plant to 
condemn and euthanize the animal at the operator’s expense. 


(2) A veterinary inspector who makes an order under subsection (1) may attach conditions to the order that are relevant to 
the form of euthanasia or disposal of the animal. 


EIS) The operator shall condemn an animal that is the subject of an order made under subsection (1), humanely euthanize it 
in accordance with the applicable conditions of the order and, in the presence of an inspector, dispose of its remains in 
accordance with section 91 and the applicable conditions of the order. 


(4) If the operator does not comply with an order made under subsection (1), an inspector may, without a hearing, 
(a) seize the animal that is the subject of the order; 


(b) condemn and euthanize it and dispose of its remains or arrange for the condemnation, euthanasia and disposal of 
remains; and 


(c) order the operator to pay for the condemnation, euthanasia and disposal of remains. 
(5) The operator shall comply with an order of the inspector made under clause (4) (c). 
Other required condemnation 


65. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that a carcass of a food animal that dies during transportation to the 
plant or that dies at the plant, other than by slaughter or euthanasia, is condemned and the animal’s remains disposed of in a 
manner acceptable to an inspector. 


(2) If the operator does not comply with subsection (1), an inspector may, without a hearing, 
(a) seize the carcass; 
(b) condemn the carcass and dispose of the animal’s remains or arrange for the condemnation and disposal of remains; and 
(c) order the operator to pay for the condemnation and disposal of remains. 
(3) The operator shall comply with an order of the inspector made under clause (2) (c). 
Voluntary condemnation 


66. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant may voluntarily condemn a food animal at the plant if an inspector does not order 
the operator, under this Part, to hold the animal and does not detain or seize it under the Act. 


(2) An operator who condemns a food animal under subsection (1) shall humanely euthanize the animal in a manner that is 
acceptable to an inspector and shall dispose of the animal’s remains in accordance with section 91. 


(3) The operator of a slaughter plant may voluntarily condemn, 


(a) a food animal that an inspector orders the operator, under this Part, to hold only if a regional veterinarian has given 
prior approval under subsection (4); or 


(b) a food animal that an inspector detains or seizes under the Act only if a director has given prior approval under 
subsection (5). 


(4) A regional veterinarian may give an approval under clause (3) (a) only if of the opinion that it is no longer necessary 
for the operator to hold the animal for observation, sampling, testing or other assessment to determine if the animal is 
contaminated. 


(5) A director may give an approval under clause (3) (b) only if of the opinion that it is no longer necessary for the animal 
to continue to be detained or seized so that, 


(a) the animal can be observed, sampled, tested or subject to other assessment to determine if the animal is contaminated; 
or 


(b) the animal may be used as evidence in any proceeding under the Act and this Regulation. 


(6) A director or a regional veterinarian may attach conditions to the approval that are relevant to the form of euthanasia or 
disposal of the animal’s remains and the operator shall comply with the conditions. 


(7) An operator who condemns a food animal in accordance with an approval given under subsection (3) shall, 


(a) humanely euthanize the animal in accordance with the applicable conditions of the approval; and 
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(b) in the presence of an inspector, dispose of the animal’s remains in accordance with section 91 and the applicable 
conditions of the approval. 
SLAUGHTER OF FOOD ANIMALS 

Required procedure 

67. (1) No person shall slaughter a food animal at a slaughter plant except in accordance with this Part and the conditions, 
if any, of its approval for slaughter. 

(2) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that no person slaughters a food animal at the plant except in accordance 
with this Part and the conditions, if any, of its approval for slaughter. 

(3) No person shall slaughter a food animal at a place other than a slaughter plant operated by a licensee or at a registered 
establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada). 
Ante mortem inspection 

68. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that, before a food animal is slaughtered at the plant, it is presented 
to an inspector for an ante mortem inspection and it receives approval under this Part for slaughter. 


(2) The inspector to whom a food animal is presented under subsection (1) shall conduct the ante mortem inspection in a 
location at the plant that is acceptable to the inspector. 


(3) If the condition of a food animal would likely cause contamination during the dressing of its carcass, the operator of a 
slaughter plant shall ensure that the animal is not presented for slaughter. 


Response of non-veterinary inspector 


69. (1) An inspector who is not a veterinary inspector, who conducts an ante mortem inspection of a food animal and who 
does not take the action described in clauses (2) (a) and (b) shall approve the animal for slaughter. 


(2) If it appears to an inspector, who is not a veterinary inspector, on an ante mortem inspection of a food animal at a 
slaughter plant that the animal is not healthy or shows a deviation from normal behaviour or appearance or if the inspector 
has any reason to believe that the animal is contaminated or otherwise unfit for slaughter, the inspector shall, 


(a) order that the operator of the plant hold the animal and keep it apart from healthy food animals in the area of the plant 
that the inspector approves; and 


(b) refer the animal to a veterinary inspector for another ante mortem inspection. 


(3) If an inspector makes an order described in clause (2) (a), the operator shall comply with the order and ensure that the 
animal is marked or identified as held in a manner that is acceptable to the inspector. 


(4) A regional veterinarian may direct an inspector who is not a veterinary inspector and who is conducting an ante 
mortem inspection of a food animal not to take the action described in clauses (2) (a) and (b) if, 


(a) the animal is accompanied by a certificate for direct transport to slaughter issued by a veterinarian under the Livestock 
and Livestock Products Act; or 


(b) the animal has deviations from normal behaviour or appearance that, in the opinion of the regional veterinarian, are not 
likely to cause the animal to be unsafe for use as food. 


(5) A regional veterinarian who makes a direction under subsection (4) shall approve the animal for slaughter. 


(6) The regional veterinarian may attach conditions to the approval, including requiring that the animal be segregated from 
other animals before slaughter and undergo a post mortem inspection by a veterinary inspector, if the conditions are relevant 
to ensuring that the animal will be safe for use as food. 


Response of veterinary inspector 


70. (1) If a food animal at a slaughter plant is presented under subsection 68 (1) to a veterinary inspector for an ante 
mortem inspection or is referred to a veterinary inspector under subsection 69 (2) and if the veterinary inspector determines 
on an ante mortem inspection that the animal is contaminated or in an otherwise unsatisfactory condition for slaughter, the 
veterinary inspector shall, subject to section 71, 

(a) order that the operator of the plant condemn and humanely euthanize the animal at the operator’s expense, subject to

Order to euthanize food animals in a shipment

Identification of food animal

inspection or is referred to a veterinary inspector under subsection 69 (2), the inspector may require that the operator identify 
the animal through identifying marks or devices and corresponding records in a manner acceptable to the inspector and 
maintain the identification for the time that the inspector specifies. 


(2) An inspector who orders the operator of a slaughter plant to hold a food animal under clause 69 (2) (a), 70 (1) (b) or 
(4) (b) may require the operator to identify the carcass and any parts of the carcass of the animal through identifying marks, 
tags or devices and corresponding records in a manner acceptable to the inspector and to maintain the identification for the 
time that the inspector specifies. 


(3) The operator shall comply with the requirements imposed under subsections (1) and (2). 
Taking animals into killing room 


73. (1) Subject to subsection (3), no person shall take a food animal into the killing room of a slaughter plant unless the 
animal is accompanied in the killing room by a record of all of the animals sent to the killing room in the same lot as the 
animal. 


(2) The record shall be in a form acceptable to a director and shall contain the following information: 
1. The names of all of the owners or sellers of the animals in the lot. 


2. For each owner or seller of animals in the lot, the species and classes of the owner’s or seller’s animals in the lot and 
the number of animals of each species and class. 


3. For each animal in the lot, 
1. a description of the animal if necessary to identify the animal, 
il. a description of all tattoos or other identifying marks or devices, and 


ili. confirmation by an inspector that an ante mortem inspection of the animal has been completed and the animal has 
been approved for slaughter in accordance with this Part. 


(3) A food animal that has not received ante mortem inspection and has not been approved for slaughter may be taken into 
the killing room of a slaughter plant for the purpose of euthanizing the animal if a director has approved the entry of the 
animal into the plant under section 63 so that the animal can be euthanized. 


Time for slaughter 
74. (1) Subject to subsection (3), a food animal shall be slaughtered within 24 hours of being approved for slaughter. 


(2) A food animal that is not slaughtered with 24 hours of being approved for slaughter as required by subsection (1) shall 
not be slaughtered unless it is first presented to an inspector for a further ante mortem inspection and is again approved for 
slaughter in accordance with this Part. 


(3) Food animals that are rabbits and birds, other than ratites, shall be slaughtered as soon as possible after being received 
at a slaughter plant. 


Method of slaughter 
75. (1) No person shall slaughter a food animal at a slaughter plant in a way that subjects it to avoidable pain or distress. 
(2) Subject to subsection (8), every food animal that is slaughtered at a slaughter plant shall be, 


(a) stunned and rendered unconscious by a method specified in subsection (3) and in a manner that ensures that the animal 
does not regain consciousness before death; 


(b) adequately restrained during stunning; 


(c) stunned and rendered unconscious as required by clause (a) before being wholly or partially hoisted or suspended for 
the purpose of slaughter unless the animal is a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, and is suspended before stunning and 
bled immediately after stunning; and 


(d) bled in a manner that produces rapid exsanguination. 


(3) One of the following methods shall be used to stun and render a food animal unconscious for the purposes of clause (2) 
1. Delivering a blow to the head by means of a mechanical penetrating device that causes immediate loss of 
consciousness. 


2. Exposure to carbon dioxide gas in a manner that causes rapid loss of consciousness. 
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3. Applying an electrical current in a manner that causes immediate loss of consciousness. 
4. Using a firearm if a regional veterinarian approves the use under subsection (4). 
5. Any other method approved by a regional veterinarian that causes immediate loss of consciousness. 


mt) A regional veterinarian may authorize the use of a firearm to render a food animal unconscious if of the opinion that it 
is necessary to do so to alleviate the animal’s acute suffering or distress or to protect the safety of any person at the plant. 


(5) In subsection (4), 


“firearm” includes a firearm within the meaning of the Criminal Code (Canada) and the Firearms Act (Canada) and any other 
shooting device that is designed for the slaughtering of animals. 


(6) An operator who is authorized to use a firearm under subsection (4) shall ensure that the firearm is registered and 
stored in accordance with all applicable laws. 


(7) No person shall use any equipment or instrument to restrain, slaughter or render a food animal unconscious at a plant 
unless, 


(a) the person is competent and physically able to do so without subjecting the animal to avoidable pain or distress; and 


(b) the condition of the equipment or instrument and the circumstances under which it is used will not subject the animal 
to avoidable pain or distress. 


(8) Clauses (2) (a), (b) and (c) do not apply to a person who ritually slaughters a food animal at a slaughter plant in 
accordance with religious practice and who, 


(a) ensures that the animal is adequately restrained during slaughter; 


(b) slaughters the animal by means of a cut that rapidly, simultaneously and completely severs the jugular veins and 
carotid arteries, in a manner that causes the animal to lose consciousness immediately and results in rapid 
exsanguination; 


(c) ensures the animal is unconscious before it is wholly or partially hoisted or suspended for the purpose of slaughter 
unless the animal is a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, and is bled immediately after being suspended; and 


(d) possesses the skill necessary to carry out the slaughter in a humane manner. 


(9) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that every food animal that is slaughtered at the plant is slaughtered 
under conditions that will facilitate the hygienic production of meat products. 


DRESSING AND PARTIAL DRESSING OF CARCASSES 
Dressing 


76. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that, subject to sections 77 and 78, the carcass of every food animal 
slaughtered at the plant is dressed promptly after slaughter so as to prevent deterioration of the carcass and in a manner that 
permits effective post mortem inspection. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that no carcass of a pig is eviscerated at the plant unless all of the hair, scurf and toenails 
have been removed from its surface and the carcass has been cleaned and washed prior to evisceration. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that the esophagus and rectum of a cattle carcass is effectively tied off or clamped in a 
manner that prevents contamination, at the plant during dressing, of the carcass, the utensils used for dressing and food 
contact surfaces. 


(4) If during dressing, a carcass or part of a carcass of a food animal is found to contain a blood clot, bone splinter, or 
extraneous matter, the operator shall ensure that the blood clot, bone splinter or extraneous matter is removed, condemned 
and disposed of in accordance with section 91. 

Partial dressing 

77. (1) A regional veterinarian may authorize the operator of a slaughter plant in writing to partially dress a carcass of a 
food animal slaughtered at the plant and to ship the partially dressed carcass from the plant in that form if, 

(a) the food animal from which the carcass is derived received ante mortem inspection, was approved for slaughter and 

was slaughtered in accordance with this Part; 

(b) one of the following conditions is met: 

(i) the carcass is sufficiently dressed to allow an effective post mortem inspection and an inspector, on such an 
inspection, has approved the carcass for use as food, 


(ii) in the case of a carcass of a bird from a flock of birds, other than ratites, the carcass is not sufficiently dressed to 
allow an effective post mortem inspection but an inspector, on such an inspection of a representative sample of 
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fully eviscerated carcasses from the flock, has approved the carcasses of the representative sample for use as 
food; and 


the regional veterinarian is of the opinion that the partial dressing of the carcass is unlikely to result in contamination 
of the premises, facilities or equipment of the plant or carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products at the plant. 


The regional veterinarian may attach conditions to an authorization issued under subsection (1) that are relevant to the 


dressing of carcasses, including conditions regarding dressing procedures that are to be followed for partial dressing of the 
carcass, and the operator shall comply with the conditions.

slaughter plant operated by a licensee if it has a tag attached to it at the first plant after the slaughter indicating that it received 
an ante mortem inspection and approval for slaughter.

ensure that any process used at the plant in the slaughter of food animals or the dressing of carcasses from food 
animals is designed and implemented to ensure a safe meat product; 


implement and maintain control procedures at the plant to identify, quantify, eliminate, minimize or control hazards in 
the slaughter and dressing process that are critical to ensuring the production of a safe meat product; 


monitor the processes and control procedures mentioned in clauses (a) and (b); 


record the result of the monitoring, including any deviations from the processes and control procedures mentioned in 
clauses (a) and (b); 


evaluate and verify through observation, sampling and testing procedures, the effectiveness of the control procedures 
mentioned in clause (b) affecting the safety of meat products; and 


ensure that the records mentioned in clause (d) are kept at the slaughter plant for at least one year. 
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POST MORTEM INSPECTION AND DISPOSITION OF CARCASSES 


Post mortem inspection 


80. (1) The operator ofa slaughter plant shall ensure that every carcass of a food animal slaughtered at the plant and every 
part of such carcass that is intended for human consumption is presented to an inspector for a post mortem inspection and that 
an inspector inspects every such carcass and part of a carcass. 

(2) The operator shall ensure that, before a post mortem inspection is completed, every carcass of a food animal 
slaughtered at the plant and every part removed from such carcass that is intended for human consumption, including blood 


removed from the carcass for processing or use for food, is identified by markings, tags or other devices and corresponding 
records in a manner acceptable to an inspector. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that the identification effectively indicates the carcass of the food animal and is maintained 
for as long as an inspector requires while the carcass or the part of the carcass, as the case may be, is at the plant. 


Response of inspector 


81. (1) If it appears to an inspector, who is not a veterinary inspector, on a post mortem inspection of a carcass or a part of 
a carcass of a food animal at a slaughter plant that the carcass or the part of the carcass shows no deviation from normal 
appearance or evidence of abnormal condition and if the inspector has no reason to believe the carcass or the part of the 
carcass is contaminated or otherwise unfit for human consumption, the inspector shall approve the carcass or the part of the 
carcass for use as food. 


(2) If the inspector finds that the carcass or the part of the carcass shows a deviation from normal appearance or evidence 
of abnormal condition or if the inspector has reason to believe the carcass or the part of the carcass is contaminated or 
otherwise unfit for human consumption, the inspector shall, 


(a) order the operator of the plant to hold the carcass and the parts of the carcass; and 
(b) refer them to a veterinary inspector for another post mortem inspection or to a regional veterinarian for disposition. 


(3) If the inspector finds that the carcass or the part of a carcass is subject only to deviations from normal appearance that, 
in the opinion of a regional veterinarian, are not likely to cause it to be unsafe for use as food, the inspector may, instead of 
taking the action described in clauses (2) (a) and (b), 


(a) approve the carcass or the part of the carcass for use as food; or 


(b) order the operator to hold the carcass of the part of the carcass for further inspection, sampling, testing or other 
assessment on the terms that the inspector directs. 


(4) If the inspector orders the operator to hold a carcass or a part of a carcass under clause (3) (b), the inspector may at any 
time, 
(a) approve the carcass or the part of the carcass for use as food; 


(b) order the operator to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass for further inspection, sampling, testing or other 
assessment on the terms that the inspector directs; or 


(c) refer the carcass or the part of the carcass to a veterinary inspector for another posi mortem inspection or to a regional 
veterinarian for disposition. 


(5) If the inspector finds that the carcass or the part of a carcass is subject to deviations from normal appearance that, in 
the opinion of a regional veterinarian, would likely cause it to be unsafe for use as food, the inspector may, instead of taking 
the action described in clauses (2) (a) and (b), 


(a) order the operator to condemn the carcass or the part of the carcass and to dispose of the animal’s remains in 
accordance with section 91; or 


(b) order the operator to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass for further inspection, sampling, testing or other 
assessment on the terms that the inspector directs. 


(6) If the inspector orders the operator to hold a carcass or a part of a carcass under clause (5) (b), the inspector may at any 
time, 
(a) order the operator to condemn the carcass or the part of the carcass and to dispose of the animal’s remains in 
accordance with section 91; 


(b) order the operator to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass for further inspection, sampling, testing or other 
assessment on the terms that the inspector directs; or 


(c) refer the carcass or the part of the carcass to a veterinary inspector for another post mortem inspection or to a regional 
veterinarian for disposition. 
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(7) If the inspector, under clause (2) (b), (4) (c) or (6) (c), refers a carcass or a part of a carcass of a food animal to a 
veterinary inspector for another post mortem inspection or to a regional veterinarian for disposition, the veterinary inspector 
or the regional veterinarian may, 

(a) approve the carcass or the part of the carcass for use as food; 

(b) order the operator to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass for inspection, sampling, testing or other assessment on 

the terms that the veterinary inspector or the regional veterinarian directs; or 


(c) if the veterinary inspector or the regional veterinarian is of the opinion that the carcass or the part of the carcass is 
affected by any disease, condition or contamination that may render it unfit for use as food, order the operator to 
condemn the carcass or the part of the carcass and to dispose of the animal’s remains in accordance with section 91. 


(8) An inspector who makes an order for condemnation under clause (5) (a) or (6) (a) or a veterinary inspector or regional 
veterinarian who makes an order for condemnation under clause (7) (c) may attach conditions to the order if they are relevant 
to the condemnation. 


(9) The operator shall comply with an order made under this section and the conditions, if any, of the order. 


(10) If the operator does not comply with an order for condemnation made under clause (5) (a), (6) (a) or (7) (c), an 
inspector may, without a hearing, 


(a) seize the carcass or part of the carcass that is the subject of the order; 


(b) condemn the carcass or part of the carcass that is the subject of the order and dispose of the animal’s remains or 
arrange for the condemnation and disposal of remains; and 


(c) order the operator to pay for the condemnation and disposal of remains. 
(11) The operator shall comply with an order of the inspector made under clause (10) (c). 
Voluntary condemnation 


82. (1) The operator of a meat plant may voluntarily condemn a carcass or part of a carcass of a food animal at the plant, 
if an inspector does not order the operator, under this Part, to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass and does not detain or 
seize it under the Act. 


(2) An operator who condemns a carcass or part of a carcass under subsection (1) shall dispose of it in accordance with 
section 91. 


(3) The operator of a slaughter plant may voluntarily condemn, 


(a) a carcass or a part of a carcass of a food animal at the plant that an inspector orders the operator, under this Part, to 
hold only if a regional veterinarian has given prior approval under subsection (4); or 


(b) a carcass or a part of a carcass of a food animal at the plant that an inspector detains or seizes under the Act only if a 
director has given prior approval under subsection (5). 


(4) A regional veterinarian may give an approval under clause (3) (a) only if of the opinion that it is no longer necessary 
for the operator to hold the carcass or the part of the carcass for further inspection, sampling, testing or other assessment to 
determine if it is contaminated. 


(5) A director may give an approval under clause (3) (b) only if of the opinion that is it no longer necessary for the carcass 
or the part of the carcass to continue to be detained or seized so that, 


(a) it can be further inspected, sampled, tested or subject to other assessment to determine if it is contaminated; or 
(b) it may be used as evidence in any proceeding under the Act and this Regulation. 


(6) A director or a regional veterinarian may attach conditions to the approval that are relevant to the condemnation of the 
carcass or the part of the carcass or the disposal of the animal’s remains and the operator shall comply with the conditions. 


(7) An operator who condemns a carcass or a part of a carcass in accordance with an approval given under subsection (3) 
shall, in the presence of an inspector, dispose of it in accordance with section 91 and the applicable conditions of the 
approval. 


Cooling and refrigeration 


83. (1) Subject to subsections (8) and (10), if a carcass or a part of a carcass at a slaughter plant receives approval under 
this Part for use as food, the operator of the plant shall ensure that, immediately after the approval is given, the carcass or the 
part of the carcass is cooled in accordance with subsections (2) to (4) and is kept refrigerated or frozen in accordance with 
subsection (6). 


(2) The cooling shall be continuous. 


(3) The cooling shall be performed so that, 
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(a) the surface temperature of a carcass or a part of a carcass of a mammal or a ratite reaches 7 degrees Celsius or less 
within 24 hours after the approval is given; and 


(b) the internal temperature of the warmest part of the carcass or the part of the carcass reaches 4 degrees Celsius or less as 
soon as possible after the time that the cooling described in clause (a) occurs. 


(4) Meat and meat by-products from a carcass shall be cooled to a temperature of 4 degrees Celsius or less and shall not be 
permitted to remain in any place at a slaughter plant that has a temperature of more than 4 degrees Celsius. 


(5) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that, before a carcass is cut at the plant, the internal temperature of the 
warmest part of the carcass is 4 degrees Celsius or less. 


(6) Subject to subsection (7), a carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product at a meat plant, that is not a shelf stable meat 
product, shall be kept refrigerated at an internal temperature of 4 degrees Celsius or less or frozen at an internal temperature 
of -18 degrees Celsius or less while it is at the meat plant. 


(7) Subsection (6) does not apply to a meat product during processing if the processing involves cooking, thermal 
processing or any other processing procedure requiring the application of heat to the product. 


(8) If the operator of a slaughter plant is unable to comply with subsection (1), (2), (3), (5) or (6) because of an emergency, 
a regional veterinarian may direct in writing that any of those subsections do not apply to a carcass, a part of a carcass or a 
meat product at the plant for the time and on the conditions that the regional veterinarian specifies. 


(9) If the operator of a freestanding meat plant is unable to comply with subsection (5) or (6) because of an emergency, a 
regional veterinarian may direct in writing that any of those subsections do not apply to a meat product at the plant for the 
time and on the conditions that the regional veterinarian specifies. 


(10) A regional veterinarian may direct in writing that any of subsections (1), (2), (3), (4), (5) and (6) do not apply to a 
carcass, a part of a carcass or a meat product derived from a food animal at a slaughter plant if, 


(a) the animal was slaughtered in accordance with this Part and with religious practice and ritual; and 


(b) the operator of the plant will sell or distribute the carcass, the part of the carcass or the meat product directly to the 
consumers of the carcass, the part of the carcass or the meat product. 


ENTRY OF CARCASS INTO MEAT PLANT 
Entry of carcass into meat plant 


84. (1) Subject to subsection (2), no person shall permit the entry into a meat plant of a carcass or a part of a carcass 
unless it is derived from a food animal and one of the following conditions are met: 


1. It has received a post mortem inspection at a meat plant in accordance with this Part and approval under this Part for 
use as food. 


2. It has been inspected at a registered establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and approved for use 
as food in accordance with that Act and the regulations made under it. 


3. It has been imported into Canada in accordance with the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and the regulations made under 
it. 
(2) The operator of a slaughter plant may receive at the plant, 


(a) a carcass of a food animal that dies during transportation to the plant and that, under section 65, the operator is 
required to condemn and dispose of; and 


(b) a carcass of a bird, other than a ratite, for the purpose of evisceration and a post mortem inspection as mentioned in 
subsection 78 (1) if the carcass has received an ante mortem inspection and has been slaughtered at a slaughter plant 
operated by a licensee. 


PART IX 
INEDIBLE MATERIALS 


Procedures 


85. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall establish the procedures described in subsection (2) to ensure that meat products 
at the plant are not contaminated by inedible material. 


(2) The procedures mentioned in subsection (1) shall be effective procedures for, 
(a) handling and storing inedible material at the plant; and 


(b) processing, packaging and labelling inedible material at the plant that is intended for use in animal food or pet food or 
intended for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes. 


(3) The operator shall ensure that the procedures are implemented and complied with. 
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Rooms for inedible materials 


86. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all inedible material, other than inedible material intended for 
pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes or intended for use in pet food, is promptly removed from any room or area 
of the plant where carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are handled or stored and conveyed immediately to the 
inedible materials room of the plant. 


(2) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that all inedible material, that is intended for pharmaceutical, research or 
therapeutic purposes, if processing, packaging or labelling the material for any of those purposes is likely to contaminate 
meat products at the plant, or intended for use in pet food, is promptly removed from any room or area of the plant where 
carcasses, parts of carcasses or meat products are handled or stored and conveyed immediately to the pet food processing 
room of the plant. 


(3) The operator of a meat plant shall not allow inedible materials to accumulate at the plant premises. 


(4) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that inedible material that is stored at the plant for more than 48 hours is 
stored at a temperature of 10 degrees Celsius or less unless, 


(a) an inspector is of the opinion that the inedible material will not deteriorate significantly or develop an objectionable 
odour if kept at a higher temperature; and 


(b) the inspector directs that that the inedible material need not be kept at 10 degrees Celsius or less. 


(5) An inspector who gives a direction under subsection (4) may attach the conditions to the direction that are relevant to 
storage and that the inspector considers appropriate and the operator shall comply with the conditions. 


Removal from rooms for inedible materials 


87. (1) No person shall allow an inedible material that has entered the inedible materials room of a slaughter plant to enter 
any room or area of the plant where meat products are handled or stored. 


(2) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that all inedible material that has entered the inedible materials room of 
the plant is shipped or otherwise removed from the plant only through the shipping door in that room. 


(3) The operator of a freestanding meat plant shall ensure that all inedible material that has entered the room or area of the 
plant described in subsection 22 (4) is shipped or otherwise removed from the plant in a manner that will prevent 
contamination of meat products at the plant. 


(4) After processing, packaging and labelling, inedible material that is intended for use in pet food or intended for 
pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes may enter a room or area of a slaughter plant where meat products are 
handled or stored for the purposes of refrigeration, freezing, storage or shipping if it has been packaged in a manner that will 
adequately protect meat products at the plant from contamination. 


Denaturing 


88. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that inedible material at the plant, other than inedible material intended 
for use in animal food or pet food or intended for pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes, is denatured. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that inedible material at the plant that is intended for use as animal or pet 
food is denatured if it is likely to be mistaken for a meat product. 


(3) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that only the substances and methods that a director has approved are used to 
denature inedible material at the plant. 


Material intended for use in animal food 


89. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that inedible material that is intended for use in animal food is not 
processed, packaged or labelled at the plant unless, 


(a) the plant is a slaughter plant; 


(b) a regional veterinarian has given a written approval to the operator of the plant to process, package or label the 
material, as the case may be, for use in animal food; and 


(c) the material is derived from the carcass of a food animal that received a post mortem inspection at the plant. 


(2) The regional veterinarian may refuse to give an approval under (1) (b) only if of the opinion that the inedible material 
may create a risk to the health of any animal that is intended to consume it. 


(3) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that inedible material that is intended for use as animal food is processed, 
packaged and labelled only in the inedible materials room of the plant. 


Material intended for use in pet food 


90. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that inedible material that is intended for use in pet food or intended for 
pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes is not processed, packaged or labelled at the plant unless, 
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(a) the meat plant is a slaughter plant; 


(b) a regional veterinarian has given a written approval to the operator of the slaughter plant to process, package or label 
the material, as the case may be, for its intended use or purpose; 


(c) the material is derived from the carcass of a food animal that received a post mortem inspection at the plant; and 
(d) the material does not contain any condemned material. 


(2) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that inedible material is processed, packaged and labelled only in the pet 
food processing room of the plant if the material is intended for, 


(a) use in pet food; or 


(b) pharmaceutical, research or therapeutic purposes, if processing, packaging or labelling the material for any of those 
purposes is likely to contaminate meat products at the plant. 


Disposal of inedible material 
91. (1) In this section, 


“high risk inedible material” means inedible material that contains dangerous residues of chemicals, drugs or diseases that are 
difficult to destroy through the methods of disposal mentioned in subsection (3). 


(2) Subject to subsection (4), the operator of a meat plant shall use one of the methods described in subsection (3) to 
dispose of, 


(a) all inedible material at the plant that is condemned material, other than, 
(i) condemned material that is intended for use in animal food, 
(11) condemned material that a regional veterinarian has identified as high risk inedible material, and 
(111) condemned material that an inspector has detained or seized under the Act or has sent for laboratory examination; 
and 
(b) all inedible material at the plant that the operator intends to dispose of as waste and that is not condemned material or 
inedible material that a regional veterinarian has identified as high risk inedible material. 
(3) The methods mentioned in subsection (2) are, 


(a) transportation to a receiving plant or a rendering plant, to which the Dead Animal Disposal Act applies, for disposal in 
the same manner as that Act permits the disposal of dead animals at that plant; 


(b) incineration; 
(c) with the approval of a regional veterinarian, burial with a covering of at least 60 centimetres of earth; and 
(d) any other method of disposal that a regional veterinarian has approved. 


(4) Ifa regional veterinarian has not identified the carcass of a food animal as high risk inedible material, an inspector may 
authorize the operator to return the hide from the carcass to the owner of the carcass or to dispose of the hide to any other 
person whom the inspector approves. 


(5) The operator of a meat plant shall dispose of inedible material that a regional veterinarian has identified as high risk 
inedible material by any method of disposal that the regional veterinarian approves. 


(6) The operator of a meat plant shall notify an inspector before disposing of any inedible material under subsection (2) or 
£5), 


PART X 
MEAT PRODUCTS — PROCESS CONTROLS 


Prohibition 


92. No person shall engage in the production, processing, packaging, labelling, handling or storage of a meat product at a 
meat plant except in accordance with this Regulation. 


Process controls 
93. (1) An operator of a meat plant shall, 


(a) maintain a current written recipe for each prepared meat product at the plant and ensure that the product is produced in 
accordance with the recipe; 


(b) ensure that any process used at the plant in the manufacturing, processing or preparation of a meat product is designed 
and implemented to ensure a safe meat product; 
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(c) implement and maintain control procedures at the plant to identify, quantify, eliminate, minimize or control hazards in 
a production process that are critical to ensuring the production of a safe meat product; 


(d) monitor the processes and control procedures mentioned in clauses (b) and (c); 


(e) record the results of the monitoring mentioned in clause (d), including all deviations from the processes and control 
procedures mentioned in clauses (b) and (c) and all corrective actions in respect of the deviations; 


(f) evaluate and verify, through observation, sampling and testing procedures, the effectiveness of the control procedures 
mentioned in clause (c) affecting product safety; and 


(g) subject to subsection 99 (8), ensure that the records mentioned in clauses (a) and (e) are kept on the plant premises at 
least until the first anniversary of the date on which they were made. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every prepared meat product at the plant and any ingredients added to it 
in accordance with the recipe meet the requirements of the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) and the regulations made under it. 


Production of information to director 


94. A director who is of the opinion that a meat product or a class of meat products that has been produced, processed, 
packaged or labelled at a meat plant runs a reasonable risk of being contaminated, in the absence of appropriate controls, may 
require the operator of the plant to submit to the director a label or recipe for the meat product or the class in order to 
determine if the meat product or the class, 


(a) has been produced, processed, packaged or labelled at the plant in accordance with this Regulation; and 
(b) complies with Part XI. 
Production of information to inspector 


95. The operator of a meat plant shall immediately notify and provide an inspector with a copy of all laboratory 
examination results that are in the possession or under the control of the operator and that indicate that a meat product that 
has been processed, packaged, labelled, handled or stored at the plant does not comply with this Regulation. 


Standards for handling and storing 
96. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that meat products and ingredients used in meat products are, 
(a) handled and stored in a manner that prevents their contamination; 
(b) stored in an environment that effectively controls the growth of pathogenic micro-organisms; and 
(c) stored at the plant in a manner that protects them from physical damage. 
(2) The operator shall ensure that, 


(a) meat products do not come into direct contact, at the plant, with any floor, wall or other surface that is not a food 
contact surface; and 


(b) containers of meat products are not placed in direct contact with the floor of the plant. 

(3) If ingredients used in meat products are stored at a meat plant, the operator of the plant shall ensure that, 

(a) they are labelled to indicate the name of the ingredient, its composition and directions for its use; and 

(b) in the case of nitrite or nitrate, packaged separately from any spice, seasoning or other proteinaceous ingredient. 
Processing standards 


97. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that processing operations at the plant are performed in a manner that 
produces meat products that are safe. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that all meat products processed at the plant are processed in a timely manner that prevents 
the contamination of the meat products. 


Records of cooking, fermenting and smoking 


98. (1) If meat products are cooked, fermented or smoked at a meat plant, the operator of the plant shall record the time 
and temperature for the cooking, fermentation and smoking. 


(2) The operator shall ensure that the records mentioned in subsection (1) are kept on the plant premises at least until the 
first anniversary of the date on which they were made. 


Thermal processing 
99. (1) In this section, 


“critical factors”, in relation to the thermal process, means the physical and chemical factors that affect the ability of the 
process to achieve commercial sterility in a meat product;

“low-acid meat product” is a meat product that has a pH greater than 4.6 and a water activity above 0.85; 


“scheduled process” means the thermal process alone, or in combination with critical factors, chosen by the operator of a 


meat plant for a particular meat product, container type and size and unit of thermal processing equipment that will achieve 
commercial sterility in the meat product. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every low-acid meat product packaged in a hermetically sealed container 
at the plant is thermally processed until commercial sterility is achieved. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply in respect of a low-acid meat product packaged in a hermetically sealed container if, 
(a) the low-acid meat product is, 


(i) stored continuously under refrigeration and the container in which it is packaged is marked “Keep Refrigerated”, 
or 


(ii) kept continuously frozen and the container in which it is packaged is marked “Keep Frozen”; and 
(b) the shipping containers of the low-acid meat product are marked in accordance with clause (a). 


(4) The operator shall ensure that no low-acid meat product packaged in a hermetically sealed container is thermally 
processed at the plant unless, 


(a) the container, before being filled, is suitable for its intended use; 
(b) the filling of the container is controlled to ensure compliance with the scheduled process; 


(c) the operation of each closing head is evaluated at frequent intervals and adjusted as required to maintain closures 
within the designated operating limits of the closing head; 


(d) the container is marked in a legible and permanent manner to identify the plant, the product and the date on which the 
product is thermally processed; 


(e) if any part of the information described in clause (d) is coded, the meaning of the code used is made available to an 
inspector; 


(f) the thermal processing is carried out under the continuous supervision of a person who has demonstrated knowledge 
and expertise in thermal processing, usually obtained through completion of an appropriate training course; 


(g) the thermal process used complies with the requirements of the scheduled process; 


(h) a written description of the thermal process to be used for each low-acid meat product and container size is located in a 
conspicuous place near the unit of thermal processing equipment while the unit is in use; 
(1) each unit of thermal processing equipment is maintained in good working order; 
(j) each unit of thermal processing equipment is equipped with adequate monitoring devices maintained in good working 
order; 
(k) if batch thermal processing is employed, a heat-sensitive indicator that visually indicates whether the container has 
been thermally processed is placed on or attached directly or indirectly to the container, 
(1) the container cooling water is potable and, in the case of water used in a cooling canal system, contains a residual 
amount of chlorine, or other bactericide acceptable to the director, at the discharge end of the canal; and 
(m) the container is handled in a manner that ensures that the container remains hermetically sealed. 


(5) The operator of a meat plant in which a low-acid meat product packaged in a hermetically sealed container is thermally 
processed shall keep at the plant, for every low-acid meat product that is processed, the recipe for the product and a written 
description of the scheduled process, together with the name of the person responsible for the development of the scheduled 
process. 

(6) The operator shall keep the information described in subsection (5), on the plant premises, at least until the third 
anniversary of the most recent use of the scheduled process. 

(7) The operator shall keep a written description of the procedures for the operation, maintenance and calibration of each 
unit of equipment used in the thermal processing of low-acid meat products packaged in hermetically sealed containers. 


(8) The operator shall retain, on the plant premises, at least until the third anniversary of the date of thermal processing of 
a low-acid meat product packaged in a hermetically sealed container, records that adequately set out the history of the 
product, including at least the following information with respect to the product: 


1. Production volume, identification and distribution records. 


2. The unit of thermal processing equipment used, the duration, the temperature and, if appropriate, the pressure of the 
process used. 
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3. The systems used to control the thermal process and critical factors. 


4. Information concerning maintenance and calibration of and modifications to each unit of thermal processing 
equipment and monitoring devices. 


5. All deviations from the process and all corrective action. 
6. Incubation results. 
7. If applicable, cooling water treatments that have been used in the scheduled process. 


(9) The operator shall review the records required under subsection (8) to determine if the thermal processing was carried 
out in accordance with this Part and the scheduled process. 


(10) The operator shall notify an inspector if this Regulation requires a low-acid meat product packaged in hermetically 
sealed containers to be recalled to the plant. 


Processing of blood 


(a) processed in a part of the plant, other than the inedible materials room or the pet food processing room; 
(b) harvested from a food animal in a manner that prevents contamination of the blood; 


(c) collected in a receptacle that is labelled in a manner that identifies the carcass of the food animal from which the blood 
is collected; 
(d) protected against contamination; and 


(e) retained in the receptacle mentioned in clause (c) until the carcass of the food animal from which the blood is collected 
has received approval under Part VIII for use as food. 


Entry of meat products into meat plant 
101. No person shall permit the entry into a meat plant of a meat product unless, 


(a) it has been received from another meat plant that is operated by a licensee, an inspection legend has been stamped on it 
or applied to it in accordance with Part XII at that plant or it has been labelled in accordance with that Part at that 
plant; 


(b) it has been received from a registered establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and it has been 
either stamped with an inspection legend or labelled at that establishment in accordance with that Act and the 
regulations made under it; or 


(c) it has been imported into Canada in accordance with the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and the regulations made under 
it.

102. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall condemn a meat product produced, processed, packaged, labelled, handled or 
stored at the plant and dispose of it in accordance with section 91 if, 


(a) it does not meet any of the following conditions: 


(1) it is a carcass of a food animal that, at the plant and in accordance with this Regulation, has received an ante 
mortem inspection, has been slaughtered and dressed and has received a post mortem inspection and approval for 
use as food, 


(11) it is a meat product received from another meat plant that is operated by a licensee and it has been stamped with 
an inspection legend or has been labelled at that meat plant in accordance with Part XII, 


(111) it is a meat product received from a registered establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and 
it has been either stamped with an inspection legend or labelled at that establishment in accordance with that Act 
and the regulations made under it, 


(iv) it has been imported into Canada in accordance with the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and the regulations made 
under it, 


(v) it is a meat product derived from a meat product described in subclause (1), (ii), (iii) or (iv); 
(b) subject to subsection (2), it is contaminated; or 
(c) subject to subsection (2), it does not comply with Part XI. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not require the operator of a meat plant to condemn a meat product that is contaminated or that 
does not comply with Part XI if,

an inspector has not detained or seized the meat product under the Act; and 


the operator can treat or rework the meat product so that it is not contaminated and it complies with that Part. 


(3) The operator shall not sell, distribute or make available for use as food any meat product that the operator treats or 
reworks under subsection (2) until it is not contaminated and until it complies with Part XI. 


(4) If the operator cannot treat or rework a meat product under subsection (3) so that it is not contaminated and so that it 
complies with Part XI, the operator shall condemn the meat product and dispose of it in accordance with section 91. 


Voluntary condemnation 


103. (1) The operator of a meat plant may voluntarily condemn a meat product at the plant if,

(4) An operator who condemns a meat product in accordance with an approval given under subsection (1) shall, in the 
presence of an inspector, dispose of it in accordance with section 91. 


PART XI 
MEAT PRODUCT STANDARDS 


Standards 


104. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every meat product produced, processed, packaged, labelled, 
handled or stored at the meat plant,

is not contaminated; 


if produced, processed, packaged, labelled, handled or stored at the plant, has been produced, processed, packaged, 
labelled, handled or stored in accordance with this Regulation; and 


complies with this Part.

contain no food additive and no ingredient that is not a meat product, other than those specified as required or 
permitted in Column 4 opposite it;

contain at least the minimum content, and no more than the maximum content, of the substance specified in Column 6 
opposite it; and 


meet the other requirements specified in Column 6 opposite it. 
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Processing 


105. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a prepared meat product that contains pork shall be heated, cured, frozen or otherwise 
treated in such a manner that all Trichinella spiralis in it are destroyed. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to, 

(a) side bacon; 

(b) Wiltshire bacon; 

(c) smoked pork jowls; and 

(d) any other prepared meat product that contains pork and that does not have the appearance of having been cooked. 


(3) Ready-to-eat meat products shall be treated, handled and packaged so that they do not contain any pathogen, toxin or 
parasite that makes them unfit for human consumption. 


Treatment of organs 


106. (1) A heart, other than the heart of a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, shall be opened or inverted and all blood 
clots and all attached blood vessels shall be removed. 


(2) A liver shall have the gall bladder, if any, removed. 
(3) The contents and the lining of a gizzard shall be removed and the gizzard shall be washed. 


(4) If a meat product contains a kidney, other than a dressed carcass of a mammal or part of such carcass that contains a 
kidney, the kidney shall be deeply incised, soaked in water and washed before it is incorporated into the meat product. 


(5) Subject to subsection (6) and 107 (2), no meat product shall contain a urinary bladder, an intestine or any part of a 
urinary bladder or an intestine. 


(6) Any part of an alimentary tract of a food animal may be used for food if, 
(a) the contents of the tract are removed; 
(b) the tract is washed and tested for cleanliness; 
(c) the part of the tract is clean; and 
(d) the part of the tract is chilled immediately. 
Casing 


107. (1) If a meat product is packaged in artificial casing, the casing shall be prepared from collagen, cellulose or any 
other material free of any noxious constituent. 


(2) A urinary bladder or any part of an alimentary tract of a food animal may be used as a natural casing for a meat 
product if, 


(a) the contents and mucous lining of it are removed and it is washed and tested for cleanliness; 


(b) in the case of a urinary bladder, it is inverted and placed in brine for at least 12 hours and is subsequently rinsed with 
water; 


(c) the casing is clean; and 
(d) the casing is chilled immediately. 
Composition 
108. (1) Mechanically separated meat shall not contain, 
(a) more than 0.027 per cent of calcium for every | per cent protein; or 
(b) any bone particles that are any larger than 2 millimetres in any direction. 


(2) Fermented shelf-stable meat products shall have a pH of 4.6 or less, a water activity level of 0.85 or less or a 
combination of a pH between 4.6 and 5.3 and a water activity of level of 0.90 or less. 


Weight 
109. (1) Subject to subsection (2), every dressed carcass of a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, of an original weight 
specified in Column 3 of the Table to this section shall not have its original weight increased by more than the percentage 


specified in Column 4 opposite it as a result of washing, chilling or other contact with water in a meat plant or during 
transportation from a meat plant to another meat plant.

(2) If the carcass of a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, is not pre-packaged in a meat plant, the maximum increase in 
original weight of the carcass for the purpose of subsection (1) shall not exceed the applicable maximum weight increase 
specified in Column 4 of the Table to this section plus an additional 4 per cent.

Interpretation of Table 1 
110. (1) In Table 1, 


“anti-foaming agent” means a substance authorized by the Food and Drug Regulations made under the Food and Drugs Act 
(Canada) to be used in or on a meat product to suppress or prevent the formation of foam; 


“fresh”, in respect of an ingredient that is a meat product, means not cooked or preserved; 


“preservative”, in respect of a meat product, means a preservative authorized by the Food and Drug Regulations made under 
the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) to be used in or on the meat product. 


(2) The name of a meat product specified in Column 2 of Table 1 may replace the word “meat” with the name of the 
animal species of the product or the name of the cut of meat of the animal species of the product. 


(3) The name of a meat product specified in Column 2 of Table | may replace the word “chicken” with the name of the 
appropriate poultry species of the product. 


(4) If the name of the meat product specified in Column 2 of Table | has replaced the word “chicken” with the name of 
another poultry species, the name of the species must also replace the word “chicken” in Column 6 opposite the name of the 
product. 


(5) The word “stew” in Column 2 of Table 1 for subitem 16 (a) may be prefaced with the name of the animal species of 
the product or the name of the cut of meat of the animal species of the product that is used in the stew. 


(6) The name of a meat product specified in Column 2 of Table 1 that is preserved sausage or cured sausage shall also 
include the words “Ready to cook”, “Uncooked” or an equivalent term that indicates that the sausage requires cooking before 
consumption. 


(7) If Column 4 of Table | permits a gelling agent to be added to a meat product specified opposite it in Column 2, the 
name of the product shall be changed to reflect the addition if more than 0.25 per cent of gelling agent is added to the 
product. 


(8) If a flavouring agent is added to a meat product specified in Column 2 of Table 1, the name of the product shall be 
changed to reflect the name and nature of the agent. 


(9) If an optional treatment or process is employed that is not commonly used for a meat product specified in Column 2 of 
Table 1, the name of the product shall be changed to reflect the treatment or process. 


(10) If the names of two or more meat products specified in Column 2 of Table | are combined and used as the name of 
another meat product, that other meat product shall meet the standards applicable in respect of all of the meat products used 
in its name. 


(11) Unless otherwise specified in Table 1, an ingredient that is a meat product and that is specified in Column 3 of the 
Table may be fresh, preserved or cooked. 


(12) Unless otherwise specified in Table 1, the amounts specified in Column 6 of the Table represent percentages in the 
finished product. 


(13) For the purposes of Table 1, 
(a) headmeat used in the production of headcheese and brawns may include pork scalps and snouts; 


(b) if pork skin is used as an ingredient in a prepared meat product and there are adhering to it the underlying tissues 
normally accompanying pork skin and having an average thickness of not less than 1.25 centimetres, pork skin 1s 
considered pork meat, 
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if comminuted boneless pork is used as an ingredient of a prepared meat product, naturally adhering skin is considered 
pork meat; 


if pork skin is separated from muscle tissue, the skin may be added to skinless pork if the amount of skin in the pork 
does not exceed 8 per cent; 

if boneless poultry is used as an ingredient of a prepared meat product, naturally adhering skin and fat are considered 
poultry meat; 

if poultry skin is separated from muscle tissue, the skin may be added to skinless poultry if the amount of skin in the 
poultry does not exceed 8 per cent; 

if poultry fat is separated from the muscle tissue, poultry fat not exceeding 4 per cent of boneless poultry weight may 
be added; 

if Column 4 of the Table permits the addition of a filler to a meat product, the addition of a seasoning, a spice, a 
sweetening agent, a flavour enhancer, salt and water is also permitted; 

if Column 4 of the Table permits the addition of water to a meat product, the addition of ice and meat broth is also 
permitted; 


if Column 3 of the Table permits the addition of gravy to a meat product or if Column 4 of the Table permits the 
addition of sauce to a meat product, the addition of water and seasoning 1s also permitted; 


if Column 4 of the Table permits the addition of seasoning to a meat product, the addition of salt and spice is also 
permitted; 


if the addition of seasoning to a meat product contributes more than | per cent protein in the finished product, the 
added seasoning is considered a filler; 


if Column 4 of the Table permits the addition of a preservative to a meat product, the addition of alcohol or a 
sweetening agent or both is also permitted; and 


if Column 4 of the Table permits the addition of a filler to a meat product, the addition of an ingredient that is not a 
meat product and does not constitute a filler because it is visually distinguishable from the meat product is also 
permitted if the name used to describe the resulting product is descriptive of the resulting product. 


PART XII 
INSPECTION LEGEND, LABELLING AND PACKAGING 


INSPECTION LEGEND 


Requirement for inspection legend 


111. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that every carcass and half carcass at the plant, other than a carcass or half 
carcass of a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, that has received a post mortem inspection and approval for use as food, is 
stamped with a legible inspection legend immediately after receiving approval for use as food. 


Restrictions on applying inspection legend 


112. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that no person applies an inspection legend to a meat product or to the 
label required under this Part for a meat product unless the product, 


(a) 


meets one of the following conditions: 


(1) it is a carcass of a food animal that, at the plant and in accordance with this Regulation, has received an ante 
mortem inspection, has been slaughtered and dressed and has received a post mortem inspection and approval for 
use as food, 


(11) it is derived from the carcass of a food animal that, at the plant and in accordance with this Regulation, has 
received an ante mortem inspection, has been slaughtered and dressed and has received a post mortem inspection 
and approval for use as food, 


(ii) it is a meat product received from another meat plant that is operated by a licensee and it has been stamped with 
an inspection legend or has been labelled at that meat plant in accordance with this Part, 


(iv) it is a meat product received from another meat plant that is operated by a licensee and it has been shipped in 
accordance with section 125, 


(v) it is a meat product received from a registered establishment as defined in the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and 
it has been stamped with an inspection legend or has been labelled at that establishment in accordance with that 
Act and the regulations made under it, 
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(vi) it is a meat product that has been imported into Canada in accordance with the Meat Inspection Act (Canada) and 
the regulations made under it, 


(vii) it is derived from a meat product described in subclause (iii), (iv), (v) or (vi); 
(b) is not contaminated; and 
(c) complies with Part XI. 


(2) No person shall apply an inspection legend to an inedible material or to a label used in conjunction with an inedible 
material. 


(3) No person other than an inspector or a person authorized by an inspector to apply an inspection legend shall apply an 
inspection legend to a meat product or to a label used in conjunction with a meat product. 


(4) No person shall apply an inspection legend to a meat product except at a meat plant. 





(5) No person shall reproduce an inspection legend unless. 
(a) the person has the permission of a director; or 


(b) the person is an inspector or is a person who is authorized by an inspector to apply an inspection legend to a meat 
product or to a label used in conjunction with a meat product. 


(6) A director shall not refuse the permission mentioned in clause (5) (a) unless the director has reasonable grounds to 
believe that the person will not use the inspection legend in accordance with this Part. 


Form of inspection legend 


113. (1) An inspection legend shall be in the following form:

(2) Subject to subsection (3), the number of the meat plant shall be substituted for the numbers C00 in the inspection 
legend.

(b) the label is applied to a casing or bag closed by a metal clip and the number of the meat plant is legibly engraved on 
the metal clip and is visible when the clip is closed; or

and the number of the meat plant is clearly marked elsewhere on the principal display panel.

(5) If ink is used to directly stamp an inspection legend on a meat product, only ink that is fit for human consumption shall 
be used for the legend.

Duty to notify inspector 


114. The operator of a meat plant who believes that any carcass, part of a carcass or meat product at the plant that bears 
the inspection legend does not meet the requirements of the Act and this Regulation shall notify an inspector. 
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LABELLING 
Requirement for labels 


115. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the operator of a meat plant shall ensure that all meat products at a meat plant are 
labelled in accordance with this Part, the Consumer Packaging and Labelling Act (Canada) and the regulations made under it 
and the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) and the regulations made under it before they are shipped from the plant for use as 
food. 


(2) A packaged meat product that is received at a meat plant and that has been labelled in accordance with the Meat 
Inspection Act (Canada) and the regulations made under it shall be deemed to be labelled in accordance with this Part as long 
as the product remains in the original packaging material in which it was received at the plant. 


(3) Labelling materials used at a meat plant shall be stored in an area that prevents contamination of the materials and shall 
be stored and handled in a hygienic manner that prevents such contamination. 


Form of labels 


116. (1) Subject to section 117, a meat product shall have a label that is in the form of one of the labels described in 
section 118. 


(2) A meat product shall have a label that shows the production date of the product or a code identifying the production lot 
of the product, except if the product is a whole carcass or a half carcass. 


(3) The label mentioned in subsection (2) may be part of the label mentioned in subsection (1). 


(4) Substances and materials that are used as a label for a meat product and that come into contact with the product shall 
be durable, free of contaminants and suitable for being a label. 


Label for raw meat 


117. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the label required for every carcass and half carcass that has received a post mortem 
inspection and approval for use as food and any raw meat and raw meat by-product derived from such a carcass shall be a 
stamp of a legible inspection legend on it. 


(2) If it is impracticable to stamp the inspection legend on the carcass, half carcass, raw meat or raw meat by-product, the 
label shall be, 


(a) an attached breast tag that complies with subsection 118 (5), in the case of a dressed or partially dressed carcass of a 
rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite; 


(b) a printed inspection legend that is visible on or within the sealed bag in which the carcass, half carcass, raw meat or

(a) as part of the common name of the product, the expression “ready to cook”, “uncooked” or an equivalent term to 
indicate that the product requires cooking before consumption; and 


(b) comprehensive cooking instructions such as an internal time and temperature combination that, if followed, will result 
in conditions that allow for the safe consumption of the product.

120. (1) If the label required for a meat product is required to show the components of ingredients of the product, the label 
shall show them as specified by sections B.01.008 to B.01.010 of the Food and Drug Regulations made under the Food and 
Drugs Act (Canada). 


(2) If it is an acceptable manufacturing practice for the operator of a meat plant to omit from a meat product any food that 
is ordinarily an ingredient of the product or a component of an ingredient of the product or to substitute in whole or in part in 
a meat product any other food for a food that is ordinarily an ingredient or a component of an ingredient, the list of 
ingredients on the label required for the product may, for the 12-month period beginning at the time the label is applied to the 
product, show as ingredients of the product or components of ingredients of the product the foods that may be omitted or 
substituted if, 


(a) all the foods that may be used as ingredients or components during the 12-month period are shown in the list of 
ingredients; 


(b) it is clearly stated as part of the list of ingredients that the foods shown as ingredients or components may not be 
present or that another food may be substituted for a food shown as an ingredient or component; and 
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(c) the foods that may be omitted or substituted are grouped with those of the same class of foods that are used as 
ingredients or components and the foods within each of the groups are listed in descending order of the proportion in 
which they are likely to be used during the 12-month period. 


(3) If it is an acceptable manufacturing practice for the operator of a meat plant to vary the proportions of the ingredients 
of a meat product or the components of an ingredient of a meat product, the list of ingredients on the label required for the 
product may, for the 12-month period beginning at the time the label is applied to the product, show the ingredients or 
components in the same proportions during the 12-month period if, 


(a) it is clearly stated as part of the list of ingredients that the proportions indicated are subject to change; and 


(b) the ingredients or components are listed in descending order of the proportion in which they are likely to be used 
during the 12-month period. 


Storage instructions 


121. If the label required for a meat product is required to show storage instructions, the label shall indicate if the product 
should be kept refrigerated or kept frozen, except if the product, 


(a) is packaged in a hermetically sealed container and treated to achieve commercial sterility; 

(b) is dried to attain a water activity of 0.85 or less; 

(c) has pH of 4.6 or lower; 

(d) is packaged in salt or a saturated salt solution; 

(e) is fermented and, at the end of fermentation, has a pH of 5.3 or less and a water activity of 0.90 or less; or 


(f) has been subjected to treatment approved by a director that ensures the stability of the product when it is stored at 
normal room temperature. 


Location of information on label 


122. (1) Subject to subsections (2) to (4), the information that section 118 requires be included on the label required for a 
meat product shall be shown on the principal display panel, except if the label is a breast tag attached to a dressed or partially 
dressed carcass of a rabbit or a bird, other than a ratite, or a tag or label that does not have a principal display panel. 


(2) The information that clauses 118 (2) (c), (d), (e) and (f) require be included on the label required for a meat product 
may be shown on a panel other than the principal display panel. 


(3) The information that clause 118 (2) (h) requires be included on the label required for a meat product may be shown on 
that part of the label that is applied to the bottom of the immediate container in which the product is placed if a clear 
indication of the location of the information appears elsewhere on the label. 


(4) The meat inspection legend that clause 118 (4) (d) requires be included on the label for a meat product contained in a 
bulk container that is sealed with a tamper-evident seal may be shown on the seal of the container, instead of on the label, 
and, if it is shown on the seal, may be shown on a panel other than the principal display panel. 


Location of label 


123. (1) Subject to subsection (2), all or part of the label required under subsection 116 (1) for a meat product shall be 
applied to the principal display surface, except if the label is a stamp of the inspection legend on the product. 


(2) If the container of a pre-packaged meat product is mounted on a display card, the label may be applied to the side of 
the display card that is displayed or visible under normal or customary conditions of sale or use. 
Legibility of labels 
124. (1) The height that this section requires for the characters of the words that comprise information shall be, 
(a) the height of an upper case letter, if the characters of the words all appear in upper case; and 
(b) the height of the lower case letter “o”, if the characters of the words appear in lower case or in a mixture of upper and 
lower case. 


(2) Subject to subsections (3) and (4), all information that this Part requires a label required for a meat product to show 
shall be shown in a manner easily legible to any person under normal or customary conditions of sale or use of the product 
and shall be in characters not less than 1.6 millimetres in height. 


(3) If the area of the principal display surface of a container containing a meat product is not more than 10 square 
centimetres and if all the information that this Part requires a label required for the product to show is shown on the principal 
display panel of the container, that information, other than information showing the net quantity, may be in characters not 
less than 0.8 millimetres in height. 
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(4) Ifa label required for a meat product is required to show the net quantity of the product, the numbers showing the net 
quantity shall be shown in bold-face type and in characters of a height of not less than the size specified in Column | of the 
following Table opposite the size specified in Column 2 for the area of the principal display surface of the container or bulk 
container containing the product.

(5) Ifa label required for a meat product is required to show the net quantity of the product, if the container containing the 
product is mounted on a display card and if the net quantity of the product is shown on the display card, the height of the 
characters used to show the net quantity shall be proportionate to the total area of the side of the display card that is displayed 
or visible under normal or customary conditions of sale or use of the product. 


Shipping meat products without a label 


125. The operator of a meat plant who is a licensee may ship a meat product to another meat plant operated by a licensee, 
without its being labelled in accordance with subsection 115 (1), if, 


(a) the product is shipped from the first meat plant in a bulk container or transport container that was sealed with an 
official seal under the authority of an inspector; 


(b) the product is accompanied by, 
(1) a document from the operator of the first meat plant stating that the product is fit for human consumption, and 
(11) in the case of a prepared meat product, a list of the ingredients of the product; and 
(c) the official seal is broken only with the approval of an inspector. 
Label for inedible material 


126. (1) The operator of a slaughter plant shall ensure that inedible material at the plant that is intended for use in animal 
food, pet food or intended for pharmaceutical, therapeutic or research purposes has a label before it is shipped from the plant 
for any purpose other than disposal in accordance with section 91. 


(2) The label shall set out, 
(a) the species from which the material was taken and a description of the material; 


(b) in the case of inedible material intended for use in animal food, the words “Animal food” or the words naming the 
animal species for which the material is intended, followed by the word “Food” shown in letters of a height of not less 
than 1.9 centimetres; 


(c) in the case of inedible material intended for use in pet food, the words “Pet food” or the words naming the companion 
animal species for which the material is intended, followed by the word “Food” shown in letters of a height of not less 
than 1.9 centimetres; 


(d) in the case of inedible material intended for pharmaceutical, therapeutic or research purposes, the words “For 


pharmaceutical purposes”, “For therapeutic purposes” or “For research purposes”, as the case may be; 
(e) the net quantity of the material, which may be in weight or volume; 


(f) the name and address of the slaughter plant where the material was produced or labelled or the words “Prepared for” 
followed by the name and address of the person for whom the inedible material was produced or labelled; and 


(g) storage instructions for the material, including an indication if the material should be kept refrigerated or kept frozen. 


(3) All information that this section requires the label required for a meat product to show shall be shown in a manner 
easily legible to any person under normal or customary conditions of sale or use of the material. 
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PACKAGING 
Packaging 


127. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that meat products packaged at the plant and inedible materials that are 
packaged at the plant and that are intended for use in animal food, pet food or intended for pharmaceutical, therapeutic or 
research purposes are packaged in accordance with this Part. 


Procedures 


128. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that procedures used in the packaging of meat products at the plant protect 
the products from physical damage and prevent their contamination. 


Packaging material 


129. (1) Packaging material used at a meat plant for packaging meat products and inedible materials intended for use in 
animal food, pet food or intended for pharmaceutical, therapeutic or research purposes shall, 


(a) be durable, free of contaminants and suitable for packaging meat products or inedible materials, as the case may be; 
and 


(b) not be re-used unless it is corrosion-resistant, cleaned and sanitized after each use and capable of withstanding 
repeated cleaning. 


(2) Despite clause (1) (b), meat products shipped from a meat plant may be packaged in re-usable boxes if the boxes are 
lined, in good repair, free from contaminants and marked or labelled in accordance with this Part. 


(3) No packaging material used at a meat plant shall come into contact with a meat product if the contact may prevent the 
product from complying with this Regulation, the Food and Drugs Act (Canada) and the regulations made under that Act. 


(4) Packaging materials used at a meat plant shall be stored in an area that prevents contamination of the materials and 
shall be stored and handled in a hygienic manner that prevents such contamination. 


Weights of pre-packaged meat products 


130. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a meat product set out in Column 2 of the Table to this section shall not be pre- 
packaged in a weight other than the permitted weight set out opposite it in Column 3. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a meat product that is, 
(a) pre-packaged at a random weights and subsequently labelled with the net weight for retail sale; 
(b) packaged in hermetically sealed containers in accordance with subsection 99 (4); or 


(c) pre-packaged in weights over | kilogram.

Application of Part 
131. This Part does not apply to, 
(a) the operator of a meat plant who is not a licensee; or 
(b) a meat product that is not derived from a food animal. 


Receiving carcasses, etc. 


132. The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that carcasses, meat products and ingredients are received at the plant in a 
manner that protects them from physical damage. 
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Shipping carcasses, etc. 


133. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that carcasses and meat products are shipped from the plant in a manner 
that protects them from physical damage. 


(2) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that no carcass or meat product is shipped from the plant unless it is protected 
against deterioration and contamination. 


Standards for transport containers 


134. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the operator of a meat plant shall ensure that no carcasses, meat products and 
ingredients are received at the plant and no carcasses and meat products are shipped from the plant unless the operator 
inspects the transport container in which they are transported to or from the plant, as the case may be, and the container meets 
the following requirements:

(d) 


It is clean, free of contamination and suitable for its intended use. 


It is constructed of material that is free from any constituents likely to contaminate carcasses, meat products or 
ingredients. 


It has inside surfaces that are hard, smooth, impervious to moisture and in good repair. 


It is capable of protecting a carcass, meat product, ingredient and any container for a carcass, meat product or 
ingredient against contamination. 


If it transports refrigerated or frozen carcasses, meat products or ingredients, it is equipped to maintain the carcasses, 
meat products or ingredients at an internal temperature of, 


i. 4 degrees Celsius or less, if they are refrigerated, or 
il. —18 degrees Celsius or less, if they are frozen. 


It is equipped to prevent the accidental freezing of carcasses, meat products and ingredients if there is a risk of freezing 
and if freezing could adversely affect the carcasses, meat products or ingredients. 


It is not being used or has not been used for transporting animals, inedible materials, refuse, control products as 
defined in section 2 of the Pest Control Products Act (Canada), being chapter P-9 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
1985, pest control products as defined in subsection 2 (1) of the Pest Control Products Act (Canada), being chapter 28 
of the Statutes of Canada, 2002, or anything else that might contaminate a carcass, meat product or ingredient. 


Subsection (1) does not apply to, 


meat products that are transported to a meat plant in a transport container for processing for use or consumption by an 
individual or the individual’s family if the container contains no other meat products during the time that they are 
transported to the plant; 


a carcass of a food animal that dies during transportation to a meat plant and that is transported to the plant in a 
transport container that contains no meat products and no other carcasses during the time that the carcass is transported 
to the plant; 


meat products that an individual has purchased at a meat plant and ships from the plant in a transport container for the 
use or consumption of the individual or that of the individual’s immediate family if the container contains no other 
meat products during the time that they are shipped from the plant; or 


meat products that are, 


(1) derived from a food animal or meat product that has been brought to a meat plant for slaughter or processing for 
an individual, and 


(ii) shipped from the plant in a transport container for the use or consumption of the individual or the individual’s 
immediate family if the container, during the time that they are shipped from the plant, contains no meat 
products, other than meat products for the use or consumption of the individual or the individual’s immediate 
family. 


PART XIV 
DISTRIBUTION RECORDS, RECALL PROCEDURE AND NOTICE TO THE PUBLIC 


Application of Part 


135. (1) This Part does not apply to, 


(a) 
(b) 


the operator of a meat plant who 1s not a licensee; or 


a meat product that is not derived from a food animal. 
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(2) Sections 136 and 137 do not apply to a meat product that an individual purchases from a meat plant for the individual’s 
own use or consumption or that of the individual’s immediate family. 


Distribution record 


136. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall ensure that, at the time a carcass, meat product or inedible material is shipped 
from the plant, a written distribution record is made that records the address to which the carcass, meat product or inedible 
material, as the case may be, is shipped. 


(2) The operator shall keep the written distribution record at the plant at least until, 


(a) the third anniversary of the date on which it is made, in the case of a thermally-processed, hermetically-sealed meat 
product; or 


(b) the anniversary of the date on which it was made in all other cases. 
Recall procedure 


137. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall establish and maintain at the plant a written procedure that, when followed, 
would ensure the timely and effective recall of any carcass or meat product shipped from the plant. 


(2) The operator shall periodically evaluate the effectiveness of the recall procedure required by subsection (1), including 
whether carcasses or meat products can be effectively identified and recalled in a timely manner. 


(3) If a periodic evaluation required by subsection (2) determines that the recall procedure does not provide for the timely 
and effective identification and recall of carcasses or meat products, the operator of the meat plant shall immediately, 


(a) amend the procedure; and 


(b) evaluate the effectiveness of the amended procedure, including whether carcasses or meat products can be effectively 
identified and recalled in a timely manner. 


Notice of defective shipping 


138. (1) The operator of a meat plant shall immediately notify an inspector upon receiving information that indicates that 
a carcass or meat product that was shipped from the plant, 


(a) may not have been processed, packaged, labelled, handled, shipped or stored in accordance with this Regulation, or 
(b) may be contaminated. 
(2) The notice given under subsection (1) shall include the following information: 


1. If applicable, a description of how the carcass or meat product may not have been processed, packaged, labelled, 
handled, shipped or stored in accordance with this Regulation. 


2. If applicable, the nature of the contamination. 
3. The type of carcass or meat product. 


4. If applicable, the quantity of carcasses or meat products that may not have been processed, packaged, labelled, 
handled, shipped or stored in accordance with this Regulation. 


5. If applicable, the quantity of carcasses or meat products that may be contaminated. 


6. The distribution records for all carcasses and meat products that may not have been processed, packaged, labelled, 
handled, shipped or stored in accordance with this Regulation or that may be contaminated, except for meat products 
that an individual purchases from the meat plant for the individual’s own use or consumption or that of the individual’s 
immediate family. 


PART XV 
COMMENCEMENT 


Commencement 


139. This Regulation comes into force on the later of June 1, 2005 and the day by which sections 12 and 53 of the 
Act have been proclaimed in force.

(i) claims no beneficial interest in the property, other than a lien for costs, fees or expenses, and 
(11) is willing to deposit the property with the court or dispose of it as the court directs.

(2) A claimant who is entitled to do so under subrule 60.13 (4) or (5) may seek an interpleader order (Form 43A). 
HOW OBTAINED 
Application or Motion under Subrule 43.02 (1) 
43.03 (1) The following requirements apply when a person seeks an interpleader order under subrule 43.02 (1): 


1. If no proceeding has been commenced in respect of the property, the person shall make an application naming the 
claimants as respondents. 


i) 


If a proceeding has been commenced in respect of the property, the person shall make a motion in the proceeding on 
notice to the claimants. 


3. The notice of application or notice of motion shall require the claimants to attend the hearing to substantiate their 
claims. 


4. The application or motion shall be supported by an affidavit identifying the property, containing the names and 
addresses of every claimant of whom the deponent has knowledge, and stating that the applicant or moving party, 


i. claims no beneficial interest in the property, other than a lien for costs, fees or expenses, 
il. does not collude with any of the claimants, and 
il. 18 willing to deposit the property with the court or dispose of it as the court directs. 
Motion under Subrule 43.02 (2) 
(2) The following requirements apply when a claimant seeks an interpleader order under subrule 43.02 (2): 
1. The claimant shall make a motion, on notice to the other claimants, in the proceeding in which the writ of execution 


was issued against the debtor. 
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2. The notice of motion shall require the other claimants to attend the hearing to substantiate their claims. 
DISPOSITION 
Powers of Court 
43.04 (1) On the hearing of an application or motion for an interpleader order, the court may, 


(a) order that the applicant or moving party deposit the property with an officer of the court, sell it as the court directs or, 
in the case of money, pay it into court to await the outcome of a specified proceeding; 


(b) declare that, on compliance with an order under clause (a), the liability of the applicant or moving party in respect of 
the property or its proceeds is extinguished; and 


(c) order that the costs of the applicant or moving party be paid out of the property or its proceeds. 
(2) In an order under subrule (1), the court may, 


(a) order a claimant to be made a party to a proceeding already commenced in substitution for or in addition to the moving 
party; 


(b) order the trial of an issue between the claimants, define the issue to be tried and direct which claimant is to be plaintiff 
and which defendant; 


(c) where the question is one of law and the facts are not in dispute, decide the question without directing the trial of an 
issue; 


(d) on the request of a claimant, determine the rights of the claimants in a summary manner, if, having regard to the value 
of the property and the nature of the issues in dispute, it seems desirable to do so; 


(e) where a claimant fails to attend the hearing, or attends and fails to comply with an order made in the course of the 
proceeding, make an order declaring that the claimant and all persons claiming under the claimant are forever barred 
from making a claim against the applicant or moving party and all persons claiming under the applicant or moving 
party, without affecting the rights of the claimants as between themselves; 


(f) stay any further step in a proceeding in respect of the property; and 
(g) make such other order as is just. 
Certain Motions to be Heard by Judge 


(3) A motion for an interpleader order that is made to a master and raises a genuine issue of fact or of law shall be 
adjourned to be heard by a judge. 


4. (1) Subrule 57.01 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following clauses: 


(0.a) the principle of indemnity, including, where applicable, the experience of the lawyer for the party entitled to the costs 
as well as the rates charged and the hours spent by that lawyer;

(6) Unless the parties have agreed on the costs that it would be appropriate to award for a step in a proceeding, every party 
who intends to seek costs for that step shall give to every other party involved in the same step, and bring to the hearing, a 
costs outline (Form 57B) not exceeding three pages in length. 

Process for Fixing Costs 


(7) The court shall devise and adopt the simplest, least expensive and most expeditious process for fixing costs and, 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, costs may be fixed after receiving written submissions, without the 
attendance of the parties.

MEDIATORS’ FEES (RULE 75.1, RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE) 


Definition 

1. In this Regulation, 
“mandatory mediation session” means the mediation session required by Rule 75.1 of the Rules of Civil Procedure. 
Number of parties 

2. For the purposes of this Regulation, the number of parties is determined according to the following rules: 


1. An estate trustee whom an order under rule 75.1.05 requires to attend a mediation session in person shall be counted as 
a party only if the court makes an order to that effect. 


2. If the court makes an order under paragraph | with respect to two or more estate trustees, they shall be counted as one 
party, unless the court orders otherwise. 


3. If an order under rule 75.1.05 requires the Children’s Lawyer to attend a mediation session in person, he or she shall be 
counted as a party, unless the court orders otherwise. 


4. If an order under rule 75.1.05 requires the Public Guardian and Trustee to attend a mediation session in person, he or 
she shall be counted as one party, irrespective of the number of persons represented, unless the court orders otherwise. 


5. Paragraph 4 does not apply if the Public Guardian and Trustee is required to attend in the capacity of estate trustee. 
Mandatory mediation session 


3. (1) When a mandatory mediation session is conducted under Rule 75.1 of the Rules of Civil Procedure by a mediator 
named in a list described in subrule 24.1.08 (1) of those Rules, fees shall be paid in accordance with this Regulation. 


(2) The mediator’s fees for the mandatory mediation session cover the following services: 
1. One-half hour of preparation time for each party. 
2. Up to three hours of actual mediation. 
Fees for mandatory mediation session and for any additional time 


4. (1) The mediator’s fees for the mandatory mediation session shall not exceed the amount shown in the following Table.

(2) Each party is required to pay an equal share of the mediator’s fees for the mandatory mediation session, unless the 
court orders otherwise. 


(3) After the first three hours of actual mediation, the mediation may be continued if the parties and the mediator agree to 
do so and agree on the mediator’s fees or hourly rate for the additional time. 


Cancellation fees 


5. (1) If the mediator cancels a session under subrule 75.1.08 (4) of the Rules of Civil Procedure because a party fails to 
comply with subrule 75.1.08 (1), that party shall pay any cancellation fees. 


(2) If the mediator cancels a session under subrule 75.1.09 (3) of the Rules of Civil Procedure because a party fails to 
attend within the first 30 minutes of the session, the party who fails to attend shall pay any cancellation fees. 


(3) Two or more parties who fail to comply or to attend, as the case may be, shall pay the cancellation fees in equal shares. 


(4) The cancellation fees shall not exceed the applicable amount shown in the Table to subsection 4 (1).

6. A party’s failure to pay a share referred to in subsection 4 (2) or 5 (3) does not increase the share or shares of the other 
party or parties.

AMENDMENTS 
Section 1.1 of the Code is amended as follows: 


The second sentence in section 1.1 is deleted and replaced with the 
following (amendments italicized): 


The principal objectives of the Code are to enhance a competitive 
market while, af a minimum, keeping ratepayers unharmed by the 
actions of gas distributors, transmitters and storage companics with 
respect to dealings with their affiliates. 


Section 1.2 is amended as follows: 


Section 1.2 is amended by revoking the definition of “Director” and the 
definition of “fair market value”. 


Section 1.2 is further amended by adding the following definitions: 


“Affiliate Contract” means any contract between a utility and its 
affiliate, and includes a Services Agreement 


“cost of gas” includes the costs of upstream transportation 


“direct costs” means costs that can reasonably be identified with a 
specific unit of product or service or with a specific operation or cost 
centre 


“fully-allocated cost” means the sum of direct costs plus a 
proportional share of indirect costs 


“indirect costs” means costs that cannot be identified with a specific 
unit of product or service or with a specific operation or cost centre 
service, and include but are not limited to overhcad costs, 
administrative and gencral expenses, and taxes 


“market price” means the price reached in an open and unrestricted 
market between informed and prudent parties, acting at arm’s length 
and under no compulsion to act 


“shared core corporate services” are business functions that provide 
shared strategic management and policy support to the corporate 
group of which the utility is a member, relating to legal, finance, tax, 
treasury, pensions, risk management, audit services, corporate 
planning, human resources, health and safety, communications, 
investor relations, trustee, or public affairs 


“utility asset” means tangible or intangible property included in the 
uuility’s rate base 


Section 1.3 is amended by adding the following sentence at the end 
of the section: 


Nothing in this Code in any way limits the authority of the Board, in a 
proceeding under section 36 of the Act, to review the prudence of 
actions taken by a utility and determine what costs should be recovered 
by a utility through rates. 


Section 1.4 is amended by adding the following new section: 


Despite section 1.4, section 2.3 of the Code does not apply to a utility 
that is exempt from the application of section 36 of the Act. 


Section 1.5 is amended by adding the following new section: 

1.5.2 The amendments to the Code made by the Board on December 9, 
2004 come into effect on June 10, 2005. However, for affiliate contracts 
which were in place on June 3, 2004, the amendments will not apply 
until after the end of the initial term of any such contract. 

Section 2.2.1 is amended by adding the following phrases (italicized): 
2.2.1 Where a utility shares services or resources with an affiliate it shall 
do so in accordance with a Services Agreement, the /ength and terms of 
which may be reviewed by the Board to ensure compliance with this 
Code. The Services Agreement shall include documentation of: 


(a) the type, quantity and quality of service; 


(b) pricing mechanisms, which shall be consistent with section 2.2.5 
and section 2.3; 


(c) cost allocation mechanisms, which shall be consistent with 
section 2.3.11.3; 


(d) information disclosure and confidentiality arrangements, which 
shall be consistent with section 2.3.1.2; ... 


Section 2.2.5 is amended by adding the following sentence at the end 
of the section: 


The transfer pricing rules set out in section 2.3 do not apply when a 
utility and an affiliate share services in an emergency situation; a 
reasonable fully-allocated cost-related price shall be determined 
afterwards by the parties. 

Section 2.3 is revoked and replaced with the following: 

2.3 Transfer Pricing and Cost Information Disclosure 


Terms of Contracts with Affiliates 


2.3.1 The term of an Affiliate Contract between a utility and an affiliate 
shall not exceed five years, unless otherwise approved by the Board. 


2.3.1.2 A utility shall not enter into or renew an Affiliate Contract with 
an affiliate unless it contains provisions which require the affiliate to: 


(a) comply promptly with all requests cither made or authorized by 
the Board for information with respect to: 
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(i) the services, resources or products provided under the 
contract; and 


(i1) the cost to the affiliate of providing any service, resource or 
product under the contract; and 


(b) include equivalent provisions to those sct out in this section in 
any contracts the affiliate enters into with another of its or the 
uuility’s affiliate for the purpose of providing any service, 
resource or product used in the provision of a service, resource 
or product to the utility.

2.3.2 Ifa utility intends to enter into an Affiliate Contract for the reccipt 
of a service, product, resource, or use of assct that it currently provides 
to itself, the utility shall first undertake a business case analysis. 


2.3.3 For purposes of section 2.3.2, the business case analysis shall 
contain (a) description of relevant utility needs on a per-service basis, 
(b) identification of the options available internally or externally from an 
affiliate or third party, (c) economic evaluation of all available options 
including the utility’s current fully-allocated cost (which may include a 
return on the utility’s invested capital equal to the approved weighted 
average cost of capital), (d) explanation of the sclection criteria 
(including any non-price factors to be taken into account), (c) estimate 
of any benefits to the utility’s Ontario ratepayers from outsourcing, and 
(f) justification of why any scparate items were bundled together when 
considered for outsourcing. 


2.3.3.2 If a utility wishes to continue to receive from any affiliate a 
service, product, resource, or use of assct, the business case analysis 
described under section 2.3.2 must be repeated at least once every five 
years. 


Where a Market Exists 


2.3.4 Where a reasonably competitive market cxists for a service, 
product, resource or use of asset, a utility shall pay no more than the 
market price when acquiring that service, product, resource or use of 
assct from an affiliate. 


2.3.5 A fair and open competitive bidding process shall be used to 
establish the market price before a utility enters into or renews a contract 
with an affiliate. 


2.3.6 Despite section 2.3.5, where satisfactory benchmarking or other 
evidence of market price is available, a competitive tendering or bidding 
process is not required to establish the market price for contracts with a 
value of less than $100,000 or 0.1% of the utility’s revenue net of the 
cost of gas, whichever is greater. 


2.3.7 Where the value of a proposed contract exceeds $300,000 or 0.3% 
of the utility’s revenue net of the cost of gas, whichever is greater, a 
utility shall not award the contract to an affiliate before an independent 
evaluator retained by the utility has reported to the utility on how the 
competing bids mect the criteria established by the utility for the 
competitive bidding process. 


2.3.8 The Board may, for the purposes of sections 2.3.6 and 2.3.7, 
consider more than one contract to be a single contract where it has been 
entered into for the purpose of setting the contract values at levels below 
the threshold level set out in section 2.3.6 or 2.3.7. 


2.3.9 Where a reasonably competitive market exists for a service, 
product, resource or use of asset, a utility shall charge no less than the 
market price of the service, product, resource or use of asset when 
selling that service, product, resource or use of asset to an affiliate. 


Where No Market Exists 


2.3.10 Where it can be established that a reasonably competitive market 
does not exist for a service, product, resource or use of asset that a utility 
acquires from an affiliate, the utility shall pay no more than the 
affiliate’s fully-allocated cost to provide that service, product, resource 


or use of asset. The fully-allocated cost may include a return on the 
affiliate’s invested capital. The return on invested capital shall be no 
higher than the utility’s approved weighted average cost of capital. 


2.3.11 Where a reasonably competitive market docs not exist for a 
service, product, resource or use of asset that a utility sells to an affiliate, 
the utility shall charge no less than its fully-allocated cost to provide that 
service, product, resource or use of asset. The fully-allocated cost shall 
include a return on the utility’s invested capital. The return on invested 
capital shall be no less than the utility’s approved weighted average cost 
of capital. 


Shared Core Corporate Services 

2.3.11.2 Despite sections 2.3.4 and 2.3.9, for shared core corporate 
services, fully-allocated cost-based pricing (as defined under sections 
2.3.10 and 2.3.11) may be applied between a utility and an affiliate. 
2.3.11.3 Reasonable cost allocation shall be applicd to all shared 
corporate services. The methodology for this calculation shall be 
documented under section 2.2.1(c). 


Transfer of Assets 


2.3.12 If a utility sells or transfers to an affiliate a utility asset, the price 
shall be the greater of the market price or the net book value of the asset.

2.3.14 Before selling or transferring to an affiliate a utility asset with a 
net book value that exceeds $100,000 or 0.1% of the utility’s revenue 
net of the cost of gas, whichever is greater, the utility shall obtain an 


independent assessment of its market price. 


2.3.15 If a utility purchases or obtains the transfer of an asset from an 
affiliate, the price shall be no more than the market price. 


2.3.16 Before a utility purchases or obtains the transfer of an asset from 
an affiliate with a net book value that exceeds $100,000 or 0.1% of the 
utility’s revenue net of the cost of gas, whichever is greater, the utility 
shall obtain an independent assessment of its market price.

ii. the Board is satisfied that the costs and financial commitments were prudently incurred. 


4. In making its first order under section 78.1 of the Act in respect of Ontario Power Generation Inc., the Board shall 
accept the values for the following matters that are set out in Ontario Power Generation Inc.’s most recently audited 
financial statements that were approved by the board of directors of Ontario Power Generation Inc. before the making 


of that order: 
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i. Ontario Power Generation Inc.’s assets and liabilities. 
ii. Ontario Power Generation Inc.’s earnings with respect to any lease of the Bruce Nuclear Generating Stations. 
iii. Ontario Power Generation Inc.’s costs with respect to the Bruce Nuclear Generating Stations. 
Without limiting the generality of paragraph 4, that paragraph applies to values relating to, 
i. the deferral account established under subsection 5 (2),

(3) The Agency shall comply with the memorandum of understanding.

10.2 (1) The Agency shall submit its annual business plan for the next fiscal year to the Minister for approval by October 
1 in each year or by such other date as may be specified by the Minister.

REFRIGERATION AND AIR CONDITIONING MECHANIC 


Definition 

1. In this Regulation, 
“certified trade” means the trade of refrigeration and air conditioning mechanic. 
Designation as certified trade 


2. The trade of refrigeration and air conditioning mechanic is designated as a certified trade for the purposes of the Act and 
shall consist of the following two branches: 


1. Refrigeration and air conditioning systems mechanic. 
2. Residential air conditioning systems mechanic. 
Scope of trade 
3. (1) The performance of any of the following functions constitutes work that is part of the certified trade: 
1. Plan, prepare and lay out the system. 


2. Install and start up the system and verify the operation and function of the system. 
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3. Install and connect piping for the purpose of conveying all types of refrigerant used for both primary and secondary 
cooling. 


4. Maintain, service, repair and replace system components and accessories, including the electrical and electronic 
components of the system. 
5. Service, test, adjust, commission and decommission the system. 


(2) A person who holds a certificate of qualification as a refrigeration and air conditioning systems mechanic, and any 
other person authorized under the Act to work as a refrigeration and air conditioning systems mechanic, may perform the 
functions described in subsection (1) with respect to any cooling system or heating-cooling combination system that 1s 
installed and used in a residential, industrial, commercial or institutional setting. 


(3) A person who holds a certificate of qualification as a residential air conditioning systems mechanic, and any other 
person authorized under the Act to work as a residential air conditioning systems mechanic, may perform the functions 
described in subsection (1) only with respect to residential air conditioning systems that meet the following requirements: 


1. The system shall be installed as an independent unit in a residential family dwelling. 


2. The system shall operate at no more than 240 volts single-phase power with a maximum branch circuit capacity of 60 
amps, a maximum cooling capacity of 60,000 British thermal units per hour and a saturated suction temperature above 
2 degrees Celsius (35 degrees Fahrenheit) in the cooling cycle. 


(4) For greater certainty, the performance of the following work does not constitute work that is part of the certified trade: 


1. Work performed by a person engaged in the repair or installation of single-phase hermetically sealed self-contained 
portable plug-in appliances with a maximum voltage of 240 volts and with factory produced systems pre-charged with 
refrigerant. 


2. Work performed by a person engaged in the production of refrigeration and air conditioning systems. 


(5) Nothing in this section authorizes a person who holds a certificate of qualification or is otherwise authorized under the 
Act to work in the certified trade to perform any function or carry out any activities for which a certificate is required under 
the Technical Standards and Safety Act, 2000. 


Training programs 


4. (1) An apprentice training program to become a refrigeration and air conditioning systems mechanic shall consist of 
five periods, each of which shall consist of 1800 hours of classes that provide training and instruction and of on the job work 
experience. 


(2) An apprentice training program to become a residential air conditioning systems mechanic shall consist of three 
periods as follows: 


|. Two periods, each of which shall consist of 1800 hours of classes that provide training and instruction and of on the 
job work experience. 


2. One period of 900 hours of classes that provide training and instruction and of on the job work experience.

(4) An employer shall not establish an apprentice training program unless the program is approved by the Director.

5. (1) The rate of wages for an apprentice who is working in an apprentice training program to become a refrigeration and 
air conditioning systems mechanic shall be no less than the following percentage of the average rate of wages for 
journeypersons who have received such a certificate and are employed by the employer with whom the apprentice is 
working: 


1. 40 per cent, during the first of the five periods of apprenticeship referred to in subsection 4 (1). 
2. 50 per cent, during the second of the five periods of apprenticeship referred to in subsection 4 (1). 


3. 60 per cent, during the third of the five periods of apprenticeship referred to in subsection 4 (1). 
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4. 70 per cent, during the fourth of the five periods of apprenticeship referred to in subsection 4 (1). 


5. 80 per cent, during the fifth of the five periods of apprenticeship referred to in subsection 4 (1). 


(2) The rate of wages for an apprentice who is working in an apprentice training program to become a residential air 
conditioning systems mechanic shall be no less than the following percentage of the average rate of wages for journeypersons 
who have received such a certificate and are employed by the employer with whom the apprentice is working: 


1. 40 per cent, during the first of the two periods of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph 1| of subsection 4 (2). 
2. 60 per cent, during the second of the two periods of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph | of subsection 4 (2). 
3. 80 per cent, during the period of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection 4 (2). 


(3) Despite subsection (1), if a person holds a certificate of qualification as a residential air conditioning systems mechanic 
and begins an apprentice training program described in subsection 4 (3), the rate of wages for the person during his or her 
apprenticeship shall be no less than the following percentage of the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons who 
have received such a certificate and are employed by the employer with whom the apprentice is working: 


1. 60 per cent, during the period of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph 1| of subsection 4 (3). 
2. 70 per cent, during the first of the two periods of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection 4 (3). 
3. 80 per cent, during the second of the two periods of apprenticeship referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection 4 (3). 


(4) The minimum rate of wages established under subsections (1), (2) and (3) apply to all of the apprentice’s hours of 
work, whether for regular daily hours of work or for hours of work in excess of the regular daily hours of work. 


Number of apprentices 


6. (1) If an employer employs no more than seven journeypersons in the certified trade, the number of apprentices in the 
certified trade who may be employed by the employer shall not exceed the number set out in Column 2 of the Table to this 
subsection opposite the number of journeypersons employed by the employer and set out in Column | of the Table.

(2) No prospectus is required to be filed under the Act in connection with the issue of units of an investment pool 
described in subsection (1).

The Greenbelt Plan was established under Section 3 of the Greenbelt 
Act, 2005, to take effect on December 16, 2004. 
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1.0 INTRODUCTION 
1.1 Context 


The Golden Horseshoe is one of the fastest growing regions in North 
America. 


The Greenbelt is a cornerstone of Ontario’s proposed Greater Golden 
Horseshoe Growth Plan which is an overarching strategy that will 
provide clarity and certainty about urban structure, where and how 


future growth should be accommodated, and what must be protected for 
current and future gencrations. 


The Greenbelt Plan identifies where urbanization should not occur in 
order to provide permanent protection to the agricultural land base and 
the ecological features and functions occurring on this landscape. 


The Greenbelt Plan includes lands within, and builds upon the ecological 
protections provided by, the Niagara Escarpment Plan (NEP) and the 
Oak Ridges Moraine Conservation Plan (ORMCP). It also complements 
and supports other provincial level initiatives such as the Parkway Belt 
West Plan and the Rouge North Management Plan. 


The Protected Countryside lands identified in this Greenbelt Plan are 
intended to enhance the = spatial extent of agriculturally and 
environmentally protected lands currently covered by the NEP and the 
ORMCP while at the same time improving linkages between these areas 
and the surrounding major lake systems and watersheds. Collectively, 
the lands in these three plans form the Greenbelt. The Protected 
Countryside (as shown on Schedule | of this Greenbelt Plan) is made up 
of an Agricultural System and a Natural System, together with a serics 
of settlement areas. 


The Agricultural System is made up of specialty crop, prime agricultural 
and rural areas. The Natural System identifics lands that support both 
natural heritage and hydrologic features and functions. Both systems 
maintain connections to the broader agricultural and natural systems of 
southern Ontario. 


The settlement areas, identified as Towns/Villages and Hamlets, vary in 
size, diversity and intensity of uses and are found throughout the 
Protected Countryside. 


While providing permanent agricultural and environmental protection, 
the Greenbelt also contains important natural resources and supports a 
wide range of recreational and tourism uses, arcas and opportunitics 
together with a vibrant and evolving agricultural and rural economy. 


The schedules to this Greenbelt Plan show lands, settlements, roads and 
natural systems outside of the Greenbelt Arca. This Plan does not apply 
to lands beyond the Greenbelt Area as shown on Schedule 1. 


Within the vast majority of south-central Ontario and substantial 
portions of the Greater Golden Horseshoe beyond the Greenbelt Area, 
there are extensive agricultural arcas, natural and hydrologic features 
and functions, and other significant resources. The lack of inclusion 
within the Greenbelt Arca docs not imply any lesser importance or 
recognition of the full array of natural environmental and resource 
attributes found in these areas. Rather, all lands outside of the Greenbelt 
Arca will continue to be governed by current, and potentially future, 
planning frameworks and regimes which manage land use in Ontario. In 
addition, no preference for urban structure or the allocation of residential 
and employment growth beyond the Greenbelt should be inferred from 
the Greenbelt Plan, as it is intended that these matters be addressed by 
the planning system and the proposed Growth Plan. 


NZ Vision and Goals 
1.2.1 Vision 
The Greenbelt is a broad band of permanently protected land which: 


* Protects against the loss and fragmentation of the agricultural 
land base and supports agriculture as the predominant land use; 

* Gives permanent protection to the natural heritage and water 
resource systems that sustain ecological and human health and 
that form the environmental framework around which major 
urbanization in south-central Ontario will be organized; and 

* Provides for a diverse range of cconomic and social activities 
associated with rural communities, agriculture, tourism, 
recreation and resource uses. 
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1.2.2 Goals 


To enhance our urban and rural areas and overall quality of life by 
promoting the following matters within the Protected Countryside: 


1. Agricultural Protection 


a) Protection of the specialty crop area land base while 
allowing supportive infrastructure and value added uses 
necessary for sustainable agricultural uses and activities; 


b) Support for the Niagara Peninsula specialty crop area as a 
destination and centre of agriculture focused on the agri- 
food sector and agri-tourism related to grape and tender 
fruit production; 


c) Protection of prime agricultural areas by preventing 
further fragmentation and loss of the agricultural land base 
caused by lot creation and the redesignation of prime 
agricultural areas; 


d) Provision of the appropriate flexibility to allow for 
agriculture, agriculture-related and secondary uses, 
normal farm practices and an evolving agricultural/rural 
economy; and 


e) Increasing certainty for the agricultural sector to foster 
long-term investment in, improvement to, and management 
of the land. 


2. Environmental Protection 


a) Protection, maintenance and enhancement of natural 
heritage, hydrologic and /andform features and functions, 
including protection of habitat for flora and fauna and 
particularly species at risk; 


b) Protection and restoration of natural and open space 
connections between the Oak Ridges Moraine, the Niagara 
Escarpment, Lake Ontario, Lake Simcoe and the major 
river valley lands, while also maintaining connections to 
the broader natural systems of southern Ontario beyond the 
Golden Horseshoe such as the Great Lakes Coast, the 
Carolinian Zone, the Lake Erie Basin, the Kawartha 
Highlands and the Algonquin to Adirondacks Corridor; 


c) Protection, improvement or restoration of the quality and 
quantity of ground and surface water and the hydrological 
integrity of watersheds; and 


d) Provision of long-term guidance for the management of 
natural heritage and water resources when contemplating 
such matters as development, infrastructure, open space 
planning and management, aggregate rchabilitation and 
private or public stewardship programs. 


3. Culture, Recreation and Tourism 


a) Support for the conservation and promotion of cultural 
heritage resources; 


b) Provision of a wide range of publicly accessible built and 
natural settings for recreation including facilitics, parklands, 
open space areas, trails and water-based/shorcline uses that 
support hiking, angling and other recreational activities; and 


c) Enabling continued opportunities for sustainable tourism 
development. 


4. Settlement Areas 
a) Support for a strong rural economy by allowing for the 


social, economic and service functions through the 
residential, institutional and commercial/industrial uses 


needed by the current and future population within the 
Greenbelt, particularly within settlements; and 


b) Sustaining the character of the countryside and rural 
communities. 


5. Infrastructure and Natural Resources 


a) Support for infrastructure which achieves the social and 
economic aims of the Greenbelt and the proposed Growth 
Plan while secking to minimize environmental impacts; 


b) Recognition of the benefits of protecting renewable and 
non-renewable natural resources within the Greenbelt; and 


c) Provision for the availability and sustainable use of those 
resources critical to the region’s social, environmental, 
economic and growth needs. 


1.3 General Authority 


This Plan derives its authority from the Greenbelt Act, 2005, which 
authorizes the Licutenant Governor in Council, by regulation, to 
designate an arca of land as the Greenbelt Area. The Greenbelt Act, 
2005 further authorizes the Lieutenant Governor in Council to establish 
a Greenbelt Plan for all or part of the Greenbelt Area. 


The Greenbelt Plan applies to the lands delineated in Ontario Regulation 
59/05, as shown on Schedule 1. 


1.4 How to Use this Plan 
1.4.1 General 


This Greenbelt Plan builds upon the existing policy framework 
established in the Provincial Policy Statement (PPS), issued under 
section 3 of the Planning Act, and its implementation through municipal 
official plan policies and maps. 


Based on the above, this Greenbelt Plan must be read in conjunction 
with all other applicable land use planning policy, regulations and/or 
standards, as amended from time to time. Such documents include but 
are not limited to: the PPS; Minister’s zoning orders under section 47 of 
the Planning Act; the proposed Greater Golden Horseshoe Growth Plan; 
other provincial land use plans; upper, lower and single-ticr municipal 
official plans; zoning by-laws; regulations including those under the 
Conservation Authorities Act, as well as other pertinent legislation (e.g. 
the federal Fisheries Act) and regulations. Where more specific 
provincial plans or regulations apply to lands within the Greenbelt, 
including plans under the Ontario Planning and Development Act, 1994, 
the more specific plan or regulation shall prevail. 


1.4.2 Structure of the Plan 
The Greenbelt Plan consists of: 


Section 1.0 — Introduction: Describes the context for the Greenbelt 
Plan in southern Ontario and introduces the Plan’s Vision and Goals. 
The legislative authority for the Plan and how it is to be used and 
applied within the land use planning system are also set out in this 
section. 


Section 2.0 — Greenbelt Plan: Describes the lands governed by the 
Greenbelt Plan, which include the NEP Area, the Oak Ridges Moraine 
Arca, the Parkway Belt West Plan Area and lands designated Protected 
Countryside in this Plan. It describes how lands in the three existing 
provincial plans are affected by this Plan, and that lands designated as 
Protected Countryside within the Greenbelt Area are subject to the entire 
Greenbelt Plan. 


Section 3.0 — Geographic Specific Policies in the Protected 
Countryside: Sets out the three key policy areas in the Protected 
Countryside designation that are spatially based: the Agricultural 
System, the Natural System and Settlement Areas. 
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The Agricultural System is comprised of specialty crop areas, prime 
agricultural areas and rural areas. While the Greenbelt Plan identifies 
the boundaries of the specialty crop areas, it rclics on municipal official 
plans to delineate prime agricultural areas and rural areas. 


The Natural System is comprised of the Natural Heritage System, Water 
Resource System and key natural heritage features and key hydrologic 
features. The Natural Heritage System is not a designation in and of 
itself with a list of permitted uses. Rather, it functions as an overlay on 
top of the prime agricultural and/or rural area designations contained in 
municipal official plans. As such, permitted uses are those sect out within 
the prime agricultural area and rural area designations of municipal 
official plans, subject to constraints of the Natural System. 


Settlement Areas are comprised of Towns/Villages and Hamlets. 
Although this Plan shows boundaries for Towns/Villages, Hamlets are 
only shown as symbols. In both cases, this Plan defers to municipal 
official plans for the detailed delineation of settlement boundaries. 
Further, this Plan does not apply to lands within the boundaries of 
Towns/Villages and Hamlets, as they existed on the day this Plan came 
into effect. Municipal official plans will continue to govern land use 
within these settlements. However, where expansions to settlements 
permitted by this Plan are proposed, the policies of this Plan apply to 
such expansions. 


Lands in the Protected Countryside will be within one of the following 
policy areas: Specialty Crop Areas, Prime Agricultural Areas, Rural 
Areas, Towns/Villages, Hamlets or Shoreline Arcas. In addition, lands 
may also be subject to the policies of the Natural Heritage System and 
key natural heritage features and key hydrologic features. 


Also described in this section are policies regarding parkland, open 
space and trails in the Greenbelt. 


Section 4.0 — General Policies in the Protected Countryside: 
Describes the general policies that apply across the Protected 
Countryside. These policies are based on certain uses (non-agricultural 
uses, recreation and tourism uses, infrastructure, natural resource uses, 
cultural heritage resources and existing uses). This section also contains 
policies on lot creation. 


Section 5.0 — Implementation: Provides a description of: 


* The status and effect of the Plan; ~ 

* How the Plan is to be implemented; 

* The relationship of the Plan to the land use planning system; 
* How boundaries are to be interpreted; 

* The process for reviewing and amending the Plan; 

* Monitoring and performance measures; and 

¢ The Greenbelt Council. 


1.4.3 How to Read this Plan 


The following is a brief description of how this Plan, read in its entirety, 
affects a specific areca, land use or development/infrastructure/resource 
proposal. 


1. Refer to Schedule | to determine if the lands are located 
within the NEP Area or the Oak Ridges Moraine Arca. If 
the property is located in cither of these areas, the policies 
of the NEP or the ORMCP continue to apply as sct out in 
section 2.0. If the lands are located in the Protected 
Countryside designation, then the entirety of the Greenbelt 
Plan’s relevant policies apply. Determine if the lands are 
located within the Parkway Belt West Plan. If so, the 
policies of the Parkway Belt West Plan continue to apply as 
set out in section 2.0. 


2. If lands are within the Protected Countryside, determine 
which of the Geographic Specific Policies apply as 
described in section 3.0. This is accomplished by a series of 
steps. 


Refer to Schedules 1, 2 and 3 of this Plan to determine if 
the lands are located within a specialty crop area or a 


Town/Village or Hamlet. If lands are located in a specialty 
crop area, refer to the policies of this Plan. If lands are 
located in a Town/Village or Hamlet, refer to municipal 
official plans (unless it is a proposed expansion of a 
settlement, in which case refer to the policics of this Plan). 
Also, refer to the Gencral Policies of this Plan as described 
below. 


If the lands are not in a specialty crop area or 
Town/Village or Hamlet, determine in which municipality 
the lands are located and refer to the municipal official 
plans that are in effect to determine if the lands are 
designated prime agricultural or rural (or a_ similar 
designation to rural). Once this determination is made, refer 
to the Agricultural System policics of this Plan (section 3.1) 
to determine if there are any additional restrictions or 
requirements relating to prime agricultural areas or rural 
areas. 


Refer to Schedule 4 of this Plan to determine if the lands 
are located within the Natural Heritage System. If so, refer 
to the Natural System policics of section 3.2, which is an 
overlay on top of the prime agricultural and/or rural area 
designations of municipal official plans. 


Refer to municipal official plans, data or information on 
natural features from provincial, municipal and agency (c.g. 
conservation authority) sources, and conduct a preliminary 
asscssment of the property to determine if there are any kev 
natural heritage features or key hydrologic features on the 
lands. If so, refer to the natural features policies of section 
3.2.4 of this Plan. 


3. | Determine which general policies in section 4.0 may apply 
to the lands based on the type of use or whether lot creation 
is proposed. 


4. Determine how the policies of the Plan apply to matters that 
may be subject to transition under the provisions of the 
Greenbelt Act, 2005, in conjunction with the Implementation 
policies in section 5.0. 


5. Determine how the other Implementation policies in 
section 5.0 may apply to the lands including how this Plan 
works with other applicable legislation, regulations, policy 
and planning documents and/or whether there are any 
boundary interpretation policies to be considered. 


2.0 GREENBELT PLAN 


The Greenbelt Arca, as defined by Ontario Regulation 59/05, is 
governed by this Greenbelt Plan, which includes lands within the NEP 
Area, the Oak Ridges Moraine Area, the Parkway Belt West Plan Area, 
and lands designated as Protected Countryside by this Plan. 


2.1 Lands within the Oak Ridges Moraine Area 


The requirements of the ORMCP (Ontario Regulation 140/02), made 
under the Oak Ridges Moraine Conservation Act, 2001, continue to 
apply and the Protected Countryside policies do not apply with the 
exception of section 3.3. 


Where, by the operation of subsection 2(4) of the ORMCP, lands are 
within the Oak Ridges Moraine Area but are not governed by the 
policics of the ORMCP, the lands are deemed to be within the Protected 
Countryside and all of the polices of the Greenbelt Plan apply to the 
lands. 


p03 Lands within the Niagara Escarpment Plan Area 





The requirements of the NEP, established under the Niagara Escarpment 
Planning and Development Act, continue to apply and the Protected 
Countryside policies do not apply with the exception of section 3.3. 
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2.3 Lands within the Parkway Belt West Plan Area 


The requirements of the Parkway Belt West Plan, deemed to be a 
development plan under the Ontario Planning and Development Act, 
1994 continue to apply to lands within the Parkway Belt West Plan Arca 
and the Protected Countryside policies do not apply with the exception 
of sections 3.2 and 3.3. 


2.4 Lands within the Protected Countryside Area 


Lands within the Protected Countryside, as shown on Schedule 1, are 
subject to the entirety of this Greenbelt Plan. 


3.0 GEOGRAPHIC SPECIFIC POLICIES IN THE 
PROTECTED COUNTRYSIDE 


There are three types of Geographic Specific Policies that apply to 
specific lands within the Protected Countryside: Agricultural System, 
Natural System and Seftlement Areas. In addition there are General 
Policies, and Parkland, Open Space and Trails policies that apply to the 
Protected Countryside, however, the Parkland, Open Space and Trails 
policies apply across the Greenbelt. 


3.1 Agricultural System 
3.1.1 Description 


The Protected Countryside contains an Agricultural System that 
provides a continuous and permanent land base necessary to support 
long-term agricultural production and economic activity. Many of the 
farms within this system also contain important natural heritage and 
hydrologic features, and the stewardship of these farms has facilitated 
both environmental and agricultural protection. The Agricultural System 
is therefore integral to the long-term sustainability of the Natural 
Heritage System within the Protected Countryside. It is through evolving 
agricultural and environmental approaches and practices that this 
relationship can continue and improve. 


The Agricultural System is made up of specialty crop areas, prime 
agricultural areas and rural areas. The Agricultural System includes 
expansive areas where prime agricultural and specialty crop lands 
predominate and active agricultural and related activitics are ongoing. 
The delineation of the Agricultural System was guided by a variety of 
factors including a land evaluation areca review (LEAR) which assessed 
such matters as soils, climate, productivity and land fragmentation; the 
existing pattern of agriculturally protected lands set out in municipal 
official plans; and a consideration of projected future growth patterns. 


There are two specialty crop areas: the Niagara Peninsula Tender Fruit 
and Grape Area and the Holland Marsh. The delineation of the Niagara 
Peninsula Tender Fruit and Grape Area (sce Schedule 2) is based on 
provincial soil and climate analysis of current and potential tender fruit 
and grape production areas. The Holland Marsh boundary is based on 
provincial muck soil analysis and current agricultural production in both 
the Region of York and the County of Simcoe (see Schedule 3). 


Prime agricultural areas, arc those lands designated as such within 
municipal official plans. 


Rural areas are those lands outside of settlement areas which are not 
prime agricultural areas and which are generally designated as rural or 
open space within municipal official plans. Rural areas are typically 
characterized by a mixture of agricultural lands, natural features and 
recreational and historic rural land uses. 


Municipalitics may amend their municipal official plan designations for 
prime agriculture areas and rural areas when they bring their official 
plans into conformity with the Greenbelt Plan, subject to the criteria 
identified in the municipal implementation policies of section 5.2. 


3.1.2 Specialty Crop Area Policies 


For lands falling within the specialty crop area of the Protected 
Countryside the following policies shall apply: 


1. Within specialty crop areas, normal farm practices and a 
full range of agricultural, agriculture-related and 
secondary uses are supported and permitted. 


2. _ Lands within specialty crop areas shall not be redesignated 
in municipal official plans for non-agricultural uses, with 
the exception of those uses permitted in the general policies 
of sections 4.2 to 4.6. 


3. Towns/Villages and Hamlets are not permitted to expand 
into specialty crop areas. 


4, New land uses, including the creation of lots, as permitted 
by the policies of this Plan, and new or expanding livestock 
facilitics shall comply with the minimum distance 
separation formulae. 


3.1.3 Prime Agricultural Area Policies 


For lands falling within the prime agricultural area of the Protected 
Countryside the following policies shall apply: 


1. Within prime agricultural areas, as identified in municipal 
official plans, normal farm practices and a full range of 
agricultural, agriculture-related and secondary uses are 
supported and permitted. 


2. Prime agricultural areas shall not be redesignated in 
municipal official plans for non-agricultural uses except 
for: 


a) Refinements to the prime agricultural and rural area 
designations, subject to the criteria identified in the 
municipal implementation policies of section 5.2; or 


b) Settlement area expansions subject to the settlement 
area policies of section 3.4. 


3. | Other uses may be permitted subject to the general policies 
of sections 4.2 to 4.6. 


4. New land uses and the creation of lots, as permitted by the 
policies of this Plan, and new or expanding livestock 
facilities shall comply with the minimum distance separation 
formulae. 


3.1.4 Rural Area Policies 


For lands falling within the rural area of the Protected Countryside the 
following policies shall apply: 


1. Rural areas support, and provide the primary locations for 
a range of recreational, tourism, institutional and resource- 
based commercial/ industrial uses. They also contain many 
historic highway commercial, non-farm residential and 
other uses which, in more recent times, would be generally 
directed to settlement areas but which are recognized as 
existing uses by this Plan and allowed to continue and 
expand subject to the existing use policies of section 4.5. 
Notwithstanding this policy or the policies of section 5.3, 
municipal official plans may be more restrictive than this 
Plan with respect to the types of uses permitted within rural 
areas. 


2. Rural areas also contain many existing agricultural 
operations. Existing and new agricultural uses are allowed 
and normal farm practices and a full range of agricultural, 
agriculture-related and secondary uses are supported and 
permitted. 


3. Settlement area expansions are permitted into rural areas, 
subject to the settlement area policies of section 3.4. 


4. Other uses may be permitted subject to the general policies 
of sections 4.1 to 4.6. 
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New multiple units or multiple lots for residential 
dwellings, (c.g. estate residential subdivisions and adult 
lifestyle or retirement communities), whether by plan of 
subdivision, condominium or severance, shall not be 
permitted in rural areas. Notwithstanding this policy, 
municipal official plans may be more restrictive than this 
Plan with respect to residential severances and_ shall 
provide guidance for the creation of lots within the rural 
area not addressed in this Plan. Regardless, new lots for 
any usc shall not be created if the creation would extend or 
promote strip development. 


6. New land uses, the creation of lots (as permitted by the 
policies of this Plan), and new and expanding livestock 
facilitics shall comply with the minimum distance 
separation formulae. 


3.1.5 External Connections 


The Greenbelt Agricultural System is connected both functionally and 
economically to the prime agricultural resource lands and agri-food 
sector beyond the boundaries of the Greenbelt. 


To support the connections between the Greenbelt’s Agricultural System 
and the prime agricultural resource arcas of southern Ontario, 
municipalities, farming organizations, and other agencies and levels of 
government are encouraged to consider how activities and changes in 
land use, both within and abutting the Greenbelt, relate to the broader 
agricultural system and economy of southern Ontario and they should 
plan appropriately to ensure both functional and economic connections 
are maintained and strengthened. 


3h Natural System 
3.2.1 Description 


The Protected Countryside contains a Natural System that provides a 
continuous and permanent land base necessary to support human and 
ecological health in the Greenbelt and beyond. The Natural System 
policies protect areas of natural heritage, hydrologic and/or landform 
features, which are often functionally inter-related and which 
collectively support biodiversity and overall ecological integrity. 


The Natural System within the Protected Countryside functions at three 
scales: 


1. The system builds upon and is connected to other Golden 
Horseshoe scale natural systems as identified within the 
NEP and the ORMCP (see Appendix 1); 


2. The system is connected to and/or supports broader natural 
systems in southern Ontario such as the Great Lakes Coast, 
Carolinian Zone and the Kawartha Highlands; and 


3. The system is supported by a multitude of natural and 
hydrologic features and functions found within the Golden 
Horseshoe but outside of the NEP and the ORMCP. In 
particular, the numerous watersheds, subwatersheds and 
groundwater resources, including the network of tributaries 
that support the major river systems identified in this Plan, 
are critical to the long-term health and sustainability of 
water resources and biodiversity and overall ecological 
integrity. The analysis and management of the Greenbelt’s 
water resources must therefore be integrated with the 
management of water resources outside the Greenbelt. 
Municipal official plans and related resource management 
efforts by conservation authorities and others shall continue 
to assess and plan for these natural and hydrologic features 
in a comprehensive and integrated manner, which builds 
upon and supports the natural systems identified within the 
Greenbelt. 


The Natural System is made up of a Natural Heritage System and a 
Water Resource System that often coincides given ecological linkages 
between terrestrial and water based functions. 


The Natural Heritage System (sce Schedule 4) includes areas of the 
Protected Countryside with the highest concentration of the most 
sensitive and/or significant natural features and functions. These areas 
need to be managed as a connected and integrated natural heritage 
system given the functional inter-relationships between them, and the 
fact this system builds upon the natural systems contained in the NEP 
and the ORMCP. Together with the landscape surrounding the 
Greenbelt, these systems currently comprise, and function as, a 
connected natural heritage system. 


The Water Resource System is made up of both ground and surface 
water features and their associated functions, which provide the water 
resources necessary to sustain healthy aquatic and terrestrial ecosystems 
and human water consumption. The ORMCP and NEP include very 
significant clements of, and are fundamental to, the Water Resource 
System. The areas to which these plans apply contain primary recharge, 
headwater and discharge areas, together with major drinking water 
aquifers, within the Greenbelt. 


The Protected Countryside includes several areas of hydrologic 
significance, including: 


* The upper reaches of watersheds draining to Lake Ontario to the 
west of the Niagara Escarpment; 

¢ Lands around the primary discharge zoncs along the toe of the 
Escarpment and base of the Oak Ridges Moraine; 

* The major river valleys that flow from the Oak Ridges Moraine 
and the Niagara Escarpment to Lake Ontario; 

* The portions of the Lake Simcoe watershed and the former Lake 
Algonquin Shoreline within York and Durham Regions; and 

* The former Lake Iroquois shoreline in Durham and Niagara 
Regions. 


These areas of hydrological significance incorporated into the Greenbelt 
function together with other hydrological features both within the 
Greenbelt and within the remainder of watersheds that extend outside of 
the Greenbelt to form water resource systems. 


3.2.2 Natural Heritage System Policies 


For lands within the Natural Heritage System of the Protected 
Countryside the following policies shall apply: 


1. The full range of existing and new agricultural, 
agricultural-related and secondary uses and normal farm 
practices are permitted subject to the policies of 3.2.2.2 
below. 

2. New buildings or structures for agriculture, agricultural- 


related and secondary uses are not subject to the Natural 
Heritage System policics below, but are subject to the 
policies on key natural heritage features and key 
hydrologic features as identified in the natural features 
policies of section 3.2.4. 


3. New development or site alteration in the Natural Heritage 
System (as permitted by the policies of this Plan) shall 
demonstrate that: 

a) There will be no negative effects on key natural 
heritage features or key hydrologic features or their 
functions; 

b) = Connectivity between key natural heritage features 
and key hydrologic features is maintained, or where 
possible, enhanced for the movement of native plants 
and animals across the landscape; 

c) The removal of other natural features not identified as 
key natural heritage features and key hydrologic 
features should be avoided. Such features should be 
incorporated into the planning and design of the 
proposed use wherever possible; and 

d) The disturbed area of any site does not execed 25 
percent, and the impervious surface does not execed 
10 percent, of the fotal developable area, except for 
uses described in and governed by sections 4.1.2 and 
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4.3.2. With respect to golf courses, the disturbed area 
shall not exceed 40 percent of the site. 


Where non-agricultural uses are contemplated within the 

Natural Heritage System, applicants shall demonstrate that: 

a) At least 30 percent of the total developable area of 
the site will remain or be returned to natural self- 
sustaining vegetation, recognizing that section 4.3.2 
establishes specific standards for the uses described 
there; 

b) Connectivity along the system and between key 
natural heritage features or key hydrologic features 
located within 240 metres of cach other is maintained 
or enhanced; and 

c) Buildings or structures do not occupy more than 25 
percent of the /otal developable area and are planned 
to optimize the compatibility of the project with the 
natural surroundings. 


The Natural Heritage System, including the natural features 
policies of section 3.2.4, docs not apply within the existing 
boundaries of settlement areas, but does apply when 
considering expansions to settlements as permitted by the 
policies of this Plan. Municipalitics should consider the 
Natural Heritage Systems connections within settlement 
areas when implementing municipal policies, plans and 
strategies. 


When official plans are brought into conformity with this 
Plan, the boundaries of the Natural Heritage System may be 
refined, with greater precision, in a manner that is 
consistent with this Plan and the system shown on Schedule 
4, 


Where regulations or standards of other agencies or levels 
of government exceed the standards related to key natural 
heritage features or key hydrologic features in this Plan, 
such as may occur with hazardous lands under section 28 
of the Conservation Authorities Act or with fisheries under 
the Federal Fisheries Act, the most restrictive provision or 
standard applies. 


3.2.3. Water Resource System Policies 


The following Water Resource System policies apply throughout the 
Protected Countryside: 


All planning authorities shall provide for a comprchensive, 
integrated and long-term approach for the protection, 
improvement or restoration of the quality and quantity of 
water. Such an approach will consider all hydrologic 
features and functions and include a systems approach to 
the —_inter-relationships = between and/or among 
recharge/discharge areas, aquifers, headwaters and surface 
waters (c.g. Jakes as well as rivers and streams, including 
intermittent streams). 


Watersheds are the most meaningful scale for hydrological 
planning, and municipalities together with conservation 
authoritics should ensure that watershed plans are 
completed and used to guide planning and development 
decisions within the Protected Countryside. 


Cross-jurisdictional and cross-watershed impacts need to be 
considered in the development of watershed plans. The 
development of watershed plans and watershed 
management approaches in the Protected Countryside 
should be integrated with watershed planning and 
management in the NEP and the ORMCP areas and beyond 
the Greenbelt. 


Municipalities shall, in accordance with provincial 
direction related to the protection of source water, protect 
vulnerable surface and ground water areas, such as 
wellhead protection areas, from development that may 


adversely affect the quality and quantity of ground and 
surface waters. 


3.2.4 Key Natural Heritage Features and Key Hydrologic Features 
Policies 


Key natural heritage features include: 

¢ Significant habitat of endangered species, threatened species and 
special concern species; 

¢ Fish habitat; 

¢ Wetlands; 

¢ Life Science Areas of Natural and Scientific Interest (ANSIs); 

¢ Significant valleylands; 

¢ Significant woodlands, 

¢ Significant wildlife habitat; 

¢ Sand barrens, savannahs and tallgrass prairies; and 

¢ Alvars 


Key hydrologic features include: 
¢« Permanent and intermittent streams; 
¢ Lakes (and their littoral zones); 
* Seepage areas and springs; and 
¢ Wetlands 


For lands within a key natural heritage feature or a key hydrologic 
feature in the Protected Countryside, the following policies shall apply: 


ik 


Development or site alteration is not permitted in key 

hydrologic features and key natural heritage features within 

the Natural Heritage System, including any associated 
vegetation protection zone, with the exception of: 

a) Forest, fish and wildlife management; 

b) Conservation and flood or crosion control projects, 
but only if they have been demonstrated to be 
necessary in the public interest and aftcr all 
alternatives have been considered; or 

c) Infrastructure, aggregate, recreational, shoreline and 
existing uses, as described by and subject to the 
gencral policies of section 4 of this Plan. 


Beyond the Natural Heritage System within the Protected 
Countryside (as shown on Schedule 4), key hydrologic 


features are defined by and subject to the natural features 


policies of section 3.2.4. 


Beyond the Natural Heritage System within the Protected 
Countryside (as shown on Schedule 4), key natural 
heritage features are not subject to the natural features 
policies of section 3.2.4 of this Plan, but are to be defined 
pursuant to, and subject to the policies of, the PPS. 


In the case of wetlands, seepage areas and springs, fish 
habitat, permanent and intermittent streams, lakes, and 
significant woodlands, the minimum vegetation protection 
zone shall be a minimum of 30 metres wide measured from 
the outside boundary of the key natural heritage feature or 
key hydrologic feature. 


A proposal for new development or site alteration within 

120 metres of a key natural heritage feature within the 

Natural Heritage System or a key hydrologic feature 

anywhere within the Protected Countryside requires a 

natural heritage evaluation and hydrological evaluation, 

which identify a vegetation protection zone which: 

a) Is of sufficient width to protect the key natural 
heritage feature or key hydrologic feature and its 
functions from the impacts of the proposed change 
and associated activitics that may occur before, 
during, and after, construction, and where possible, 
restore or enhance the feature and/or its function; and 

b) Is established to achieve, and be maintained as 
natural self-sustaining vegetation. 


Expansions to existing agricultural buildings and structures 
and farm and non-farm dwellings, together with accessory 
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uses, are permitted in key natural heritage features, subject 
to the existing use policies of section 4.5 of this Plan. 


7. Notwithstanding the natural features policies of section 
3.2.4 of this Plan, new buildings and structures for 
agricultural uses will be required to provide a 30 metre 
vegetation protection zone from a key natural heritage 
feature or key hydrologic feature, but may be exempted 
from the requirement of establishing a condition of natural 
self-sustaining vegetation if the land is, and will continue to 
be, used for agricultural purposes. Despite this exemption, 
agricultural uses should pursuc best management practices 
to protect and/or restore key hydrologic features and 
functions. 


3.2.5 External Connections 


The Natural Heritage System is connected to local, regional and 
provincial scale natural heritage, water resource and agricultural systems 
beyond the boundaries of the Greenbelt. 


To support the connections between the Greenbelt’s Natural System and 
the local, regional and broader scale natural heritage systems of southern 
Ontario, such as the Lake Ontario shoreline, including its remaining 
coastal wetlands, the Great Lakes Coast, Lake Simcoe, the Kawartha 
Highlands, the Carolinian Zone and the Algonquin to Adirondack 
Corridor, the federal government, municipalitics, conservation 
authorities, other agencies and stakcholders should: 


1. Consider how activitics and land use change both within 
and abutting the Greenbelt relate to the arcas of external 
connections identified in this Plan; 


ie) 


Promote and undertake appropriate planning and design to 
ensure that external connections are maintained and/or 
enhanced; and 


3. Undertake watershed based planning, which integrates 
supporting ccological systems with those systems contained 
in this Plan. 


The river valleys that run through existing or approved urban areas and 
connect the Greenbelt to inland /akes and the Great Lakes are a key 
component of the long-term health of the Natural System. In recognition 
of the function of the urban river valleys, municipalitics and 
conservation authorities should: 


1. Continue with stewardship, remediation and appropriate 
park and trail initiatives which maintain and, to the extent 
possible, enhance the ecological features and functions 
found within these valley systems; 


2. In considering land conversions or redevelopments in or 
abutting an urban river valley, strive for planning 
approaches that: 

a) Establish or increase the extent or width of vegetation 
protection zones in natural self-sustaining vegetation, 
especially in the most ecologically sensitive arcas (1.c. 
near the stream and below the stable top of bank); 

b) Increase or improve fish habitat in streams and in the 
adjacent riparian lands; 

c) Include landscaping and habitat restoration that 
increase the ability of native plants and animals to use 
valley systems as both wildlife habitat and movement 
corridors; and 

d)  Seck to avoid, minimize and/or mitigate impacts 
associated with the quality and quantity of urban run- 
off into the valley systems; and 

3. Integrate watershed planning and management approaches 


for lands both within and beyond the Greenbelt. 


In addition to the urban river valleys, portions of the former Lake 
Iroquois shoreline, particularly within Durham Region, traverse existing 
or approved urban areas. Municipalities should consider planning, 


design and construction practices that maintain or where possible 
enhance the size, diversity and connectivity of key natural heritage 


features and key hydrologic features and functions of those portions of 


the Lake Iroquois shoreline within their approved urban boundaries. 


These external connections are generally depicted by a dotted green line 
on Schedule | and 4, but are not within the regulated boundary of the 
Greenbelt Plan. 


3.2.6 The Rouge River Watershed and Park 


The Rouge River Watershed is of particular significance within the 
Protected Countryside because of the extensive public investment in 
establishing the Rouge Park and the efforts of all levels of government 
in preparing the Rouge North Management Plan. The Rouge Watershed 
and the Little Rouge River serve as a vital ecological corridor linking the 
environmental systems of Lake Ontario to the Oak Ridges Moraine in 
this area of the Greater Toronto Area. 


This plan identifics a 600 m wide corridor for the Little Rouge River as 
the main ecological corridor, between Lake Ontario and the southerly 
boundary of Oak Ridges Moraine Area, as well as several other Rouge 
River tributarics, in recognition of the longstanding commitment to 
establishing the Rouge Park. 


Land use planning and resource management within those portions of 
the Rouge River watershed within the Protected Countryside shall 
comply with the provisions of both this Plan and the Rouge North 
Management Plan. In the case of a conflict between this Plan and the 
Rouge North Management Plan, the more restrictive policies apply. For 
those lands within the watershed north of Stecles Avenue, outside of the 
Protected Countryside, the Rouge North Management Plan and the 
Rouge North Implementation Manual, together with any municipal or 
conservation authority plans or initiatives which build on and/or support 
the Rouge North Management Plan, should be considered as the guiding 
land planning and resource management documents. For those lands 
within the Rouge Park south of Steeles Avenue, outside of the Protected 
Countryside, the Rouge Park Plan together with any municipal or 
conservation authority plans or initiatives which build on and/or support 
the Rouge Park Plan should be considered as the guiding land use 
planning and resource management documents: 


443} Parkland, Open Space and Trails 


3.3.1 Description 


A system of parklands, open spaces, water bodies, and trails across the 
Greenbelt is necessary to provide opportunities for recreation, tourism 
and cultural/natural heritage appreciation, as well as to support 
environmental protection. This system currently supports a variety of 
passive and active uses, as well as health, economic and other quality of 
life benefits within the Greenbelt. 


It should be recognized that parkland, open space and trails cxist within 
surroundings of predominantly privately held lands. While private land 
owncrs may, and do, adopt a collaborative approach with groups such as 
hiking and snowmobile associations to allow public access across 
portions of their property, this is only with the consent of the landowner. 


Maintaining and expanding the supply of publicly accessible parkland, 
open space and trails is encouraged through strategic planning activitics 
that identify, plan for and protect these resources for current and future 
gencrations. The planning and activity associated with parkland, open 
space and trail uses should maximize the opportunity to cooperate with 
all landowners. 


Throughout the Greenbelt, there is existing public parkland and open 
space, as well as existing major trails such as the Bruce Trail, the Trans 
Canada Trail, the Niagara Greenway and the Lake Ontario Waterfront 
Trail. This system of parks and trails provides significant economic 
benefits and opportunitics for a multitude of uses and activities 
compatible with the Greenbelt’s vision and goals. This system should 
serve as a base for future decisions on parkland and open space use and 
trail development. 
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3.3.2 Parkland, Open Space and Trail Policies 


The Province should, in partnership with municipalities, conservation 
authorities, non-government organizations, and other interested parties: 


1. Encourage the development of a system of publicly 
accessible parkland, open space and trails where people can 
pursue the types of recreational activities envisaged by this 
Plan, and to support the connectivity of the Natural 
Heritage System; 


2. Encourage the development of a trail plan and a 
coordinated approach to trail planning and development in 
the Greenbelt to enhance key existing trail networks and to 
strategically direct more intensive activities away from 
sensitive landscapes; and 


3. | Promote good stewardship practices for public and private 
lands within the Greenbelt, including clear demarcation of 
where public access is permitted. 


3.3.3 Municipal Parkland, Open Space and Trail Strategies 


For all lands falling within the Protected Countryside, municipalities 
should: 


1. Provide for a full range of publicly accessible, built and 
natural settings for recreation including  facilitics, 
parklands, open space areas, trails and water-based 
activitics; 


2. Develop and incorporate strategies (such as community- 
specific levels of provision) into official plans to guide the 
adequate provision of municipal recreation facilities, 
parklands, open space areas and trails; 


3. Include the following considerations in municipal parkland 
and open space strategies: 

a) Providing for open space areas for current and future 
populations and promoting stewardship of open space 
arcas; 

b) Providing facilities, parklands, open space areas and 
trails that particularly support an active, healthy 
community lifestyle; 

c) Identifying key areas or sites for the future 
development of major facilities that avoid sensitive 
landscapes; 

d) Identifying and targeting under-serviced areas for 
improved levels of protection; and 

c) Protecting the recreation and tourism values of 
waterfront areas as a high priority; and 


4. Include the following considerations in municipal trail 
strategies: 

a) Preserving the continuous integrity of corridors (c.g. 
abandoned railway rights-of-way and __ utility 
corridors); 

b) Planning trails on a cross-boundary basis to enhance 
interconnectivity where practical; 

c) Incorporating the existing system of parklands and 
trails where practical; 

d) Restricting trail uses that are inappropriate to the 
reasonable capacity of the site (notwithstanding the 
ability to continue existing trails/uses); 

e) Providing for multi-use trail systems which establish 
a safe system for both motorized and non-motorized 
USCS; 

f) Supporting and ensuring compatibility with 
agriculture; and 

g) Ensuring the protection of the sensitive key natural 
heritage features and key hydrologic features and 
functions of the landscape. 


Provincial parks and conservation authority lands are also important 
components in the development of parkland, open space and _ trail 


strategics. Ongoing management of these lands for publicly accessible 
recreation, in keeping with environmental management plans and 
strategies for such areas and the policies of this Plan, is important in 
providing access to this system. Where geographic-specific park or 
public land management plans exist, municipalitics, agencies and other 
levels of government must consider such plans when making decisions 
on land use or infrastructure proposals. 


3.4 Settlement Areas 
3.4.1 Description 


Settlement areas within the Greenbelt support and provide significant 
economic, social and commercial functions to prime agricultural areas 
and rural areas. They are an integral part of the long-term economic and 
social sustainability of the Greenbelt and this Plan envisions that they 
continue to evolve and grow in keeping with their rural and/or existing 
character. 


The Settlement areas have been placed into two categories: 
Towns/Villages, and Hamlets. These settlements vary significantly in 
both spatial and population size, diversity/intensity of uses, the type(s) 
of water and sewage services and the role they play within their 
municipalitics. Settlements of all types are found throughout the 
Protected Countryside. Towns/Villages and Hamlets are identified on 
Schedule 1. To determine the exact designated boundaries, reference 
should be made to municipal official plans. 


Towns/Villages have the largest concentrations of population, 
employment and development within the Protected Countryside and tend 


.to be the central settlement area(s) for their respective municipality. 


Although most have full municipal water and sewer services, some only 
have a municipal water service and/or a combination of private and 
municipal water services. Towns/Villages are the focus of development 
and related economic and social activity. 


Hamlets are substantially smaller than Towns/Villages and play a lesser 
role in accommodating concentrations of residential, commercial, 
industrial and institutional development. Further, they are typically 
serviced with individual on-site sewage and water services and thus are 
not locations to which growth should be directed. 


3.4.2 Town/Village Policies 


For lands within Town/Villages in the Protected Countryside, the 
following policies shall apply: 


1. Towns/Villages, as identified in municipal official plans 
and within their approved boundaries as they existed on the 
date this Plan came into effect, continue to be governed by 
municipal official plans and related programs or initiatives 
and are not subject to the policies of this Plan, save for the 
external connections policies of section 3.2.5. 


2. Municipalitics are encouraged to continue their efforts to 
support the long-term vitality of these settlements through 
appropriate planning and economic development 
approaches which seck to maintain, intensify and/or 
revitalize these communities. This includes modest growth 
that is compatible with the long-term role of these 
settlements as part of the Protected Countryside and the 
capacity to provide locally based sewage and water 
services. 


3. Settlement areas outside the Greenbelt are not permitted to 
expand into the Greenbelt. 


4. Extensions or expansions of services to settlement areas 
within the Protected Countryside shall be subject to the 
infrastructure policies of section 4.2 of this Plan, including 
the requirements regarding environmental assessments. 


5. At the 10-year Greenbelt Plan review period, modest settlement 
area expansions may be possible for Towns/Villages, provided 
the proposed growth: 
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a) Is on municipal sewage and water services; 

b) Would not exceed the assimilative and water 
production capacitics of the local environment as 
determined on a watershed or subwatershed basis; 

c) Complies with any applicable watershed plan; 

d) Does not extend into the Natural Heritage System; 

ec) Does not extend into specialty crop areas; and 

f) Appropriately implements the requirements of any 
other provincial and municipal policies, plans, 
strategies or regulations, including requirements for 
assessment of need, locational and — similar 
considerations. 


3.4.3. Hamlet Policies 


For lands within Hamlets in the Protected Countryside, the following 
policies shall apply: 


bo 


Hamlets, as identified in municipal official plans and 
within their approved boundaries as they existed on the 
date this Plan came into effect, continue to be governed by 
municipal official plans and related programs or initiatives 
and are not subject to the policies of this Plan, save for the 
external connections policies of section 3.2.5. This Plan 
permits infill and intensification of Hamlcts subject to 
appropriate water and sewage services. 


Outside of specialty crop areas, minor rounding out of 


Hamlet boundaries at the time of municipal conformity is 
also permitted in keeping with the character of the Hamlet. 
This rounding out is only permitted subject to the 
infrastructure policies contained in section 4.2 of this Plan 
and municipal official plans. 


3.4.4 Additional Policies for Settlement Area Expansion 


For settlement areas within the Protected Countryside, notwithstanding 
the policics of section 4.2.1, the following additional policics apply to 
municipally initiated se¢t/ement area expansion proposals: 


Where a municipality had initiated the consideration of a 
settlement expansion prior to the date this Plan came into 
effect, such an expansion may be considered through the 
municipality’s exercise to bring its official plan into 
conformity with this Plan as described in the municipal 
implementation policies of section 5.2. The proposed 
expansion shall: 
a) Prior to December 16, 2003, be supported by: 
ff A council — resolution authorizing the 
consideration of such an expansion; and 
i. The substantial completion of background 
studics or reports by municipal staff or planning 
consultants, or the expenditure of municipal 
funds on the consideration of such expansion. 
b) Not extend into the Natural Heritage System; 
c) Notextend into specialty crop areas; and 
d) Maintain the rural and/or existing character of the 
settlement area. 


Clause 3.4.4.1 does not apply to: 

a) Those lands within the City of Pickering, in the 
Regional Municipality of Durham, bounded by the 
CPR Belleville Line in the south; the York-Durham 
Townline to the west; and West Duffins Creck to the 
cast; and 

b) Those lands within the Town of Markham, in the 
Regional Municipality of York, bounded by the York- 
Durham Townline to the east; Stecles Avenue to the 
south; the Litthke Rouge River to the west; and, 16" 
Avenue to the north. 


4.0 GENERAL POLICIES FOR THE PROTECTED 
COUNTRYSIDE 


4.1 Non-Agricultural Uses 


The rural areas of the Protected Countryside are intended to continue to 
accommodate a range of commercial, industrial and institutional uses 
serving the rural resource and agricultural sectors. They are also 
intended to support a range of recreation and tourism uscs such as trails, 
parks, golf courses, bed and breakfasts and other tourism based 
accommodation, serviced playing ficlds and campgrounds, ski hills and 


resorts. 


4.1.1 General Non-Agricultural Use Policies 


For non-agricultural uses, the following policics apply: 


tN 


With the exception of those uses permitted under the 
general policies of section 4.0 of this Plan and subject to 
the Natural System policies in section 3.2, non-agricultural 
uses are not permitted in the specialty crop area as shown 
on Schedule 2 of this Plan or within prime agricultural 
areas in the Protected Countryside as designated in 
municipal official plans. 


Proposals for non-agricultural uscs must demonstrate that: 

a) The use ts appropriate for location in a rural area; 

b) The type of water and sewer servicing proposed is 
appropriate for the type of use; 

c) There are no negative impacts on key natural heritage 
features and/or key hydrologic features or their 
functions; and 

d) There are no negative impacts on the biodiversity or 
connectivity of the Natural Heritage System. 


4.1.2 Recreational Use Policies 


In addition to the non-agricultural use policies of section 4.1.1, 
recreational uses are also subject to the following policies: 


bho 


Residential dwelling units, other than for an employee, 
shall not be permitted in association with recreational uses. 


An application to establish or expand a major recreational 

use in the Natural Heritage System will be accompanied by 

a vegetation enhancement plan that incorporates planning, 

design, landscaping, and construction measures that: 

a) Maintain or, where possible, enhance the amount of 
natural self-sustaining vegetation on the site and the 
connectivity between adjacent key natural heritage 
features or key hydrologic features; 

b) | Wherever possible, keep intermittent stream channels 
and drainage swales in a_ free-to-grow, low- 
maintenance condition; 

c) Minimize the application and use of pesticides and 
fertilizers; and 

d) Locate new natural self-sustaining vegetation in areas 
that maximize the ecological value of the area. 


An application to expand or establish a major recreational 
use shall be accompanied by a conservation plan 
demonstrating how water use and nutrient and biocide will 
be kept to a minimum, including the establishment and 
monitoring of targets. 


Small-scale structures for recreational uses (such as 
boardwalks, footbridges, fences, docks and picnic facilities) 
are permitted within key natural heritage features and key 
hydrologic features; however, the negative impacts on 
these features should be minimized. 


4.1.3. Shoreline Area Policies 


The shorelines of Lake Ontario, Lake Simcoe, and Lake Scugog and 
other inland /akes contain substantial amounts of both seasonal and 
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permanent residential development. The shoreline areas of /akes 
(including the littoral zones) are particularly important and sensitive 
given the key natural heritage features and functions and because of the 
connectivity that shorelines provide for flora and fauna. In addition, the 
shorelines support a wide range of recreational venues and opportunities, 
including trail systems such as the Lake Ontario Waterfront Trail. 


For shoreline areas falling within the Protected Countryside, the 
following policies shall apply: 


1. For the purposes of this Plan, shoreline areas are those 
areas where concentrations of cxisting or approved 
shoreline development are currently zoned and/or 
designated in municipal official plans, as of the date this 
Plan came into effect. 


2. Subject to any municipal and agency planning 
requirements, minor rounding out, infill development, 
redevelopment and resort development is permitted in 
shoreline areas along Lake Ontario, Lake Simcoc, Lake 
Scugog and other inland Jakes, subject to the following 
criteria: 

a) Municipalitics and conservation authoritics shall 
ensure that the development is integrated with existing 
or proposed parks and trails and/or docs not constrain 
ongoing or planned stewardship and remediation 
efforts; 

b) The Natural System policies of section 3.2 of this 
Plan are applied; 

c) To the extent possible, such development enhances 
the ecological features and functions in shoreline 
areas; 

d) Proposals for land use conversions, redevelopments 
and/or resort development shall: 
ie Establish or increase the extent and width of a 

vegetation protection zone along a shoreline to a 
minimum of 30 metres; 

li. Increase or expand the extent of fish habitat in 
the littoral zone; 

ill. Minimize crosion, sedimentation and _ the 
introduction of nutrient or other pollutants and 
promote planning, design and construction 
practices that maintain or improve water quality; 

iv. Improve the efficiency of sewage disposal 
facilities in order to reduce nutrient inputs to 
groundwater and the lake; and 

v. Integrate landscaping and habitat restoration 
into the design of the proposal to enhance the 
ability of native plants and animals to use the 
shoreline as both wildlife habitat and a 
movement corridor; and 

ce) The capacity of the receiving water body shall be 
determined considering inputs from both existing and 
approved development and available capacity shall be 
demonstrated. Such proposals shall comply with any 
relevant watershed or subwatershed study and in the 
case of Lake Simcoe, any such analysis must be 
considered in the context of the Lake Simcoe 
Environmental Management Strategy. 


3. Notwithstanding the policies of section 4.1.3.2 (d), 
structures may be permitted in the vegetation protection 
zone and littoral zone subject to any municipal, agency or 
other requirements or restrictions, and provided the area 
occupied by such structures is minimized. 


4.2 Infrastructure 


Infrastructure is important to economic well-being, human health and 
quality of life in southern Ontario and the Greenbelt. 


There is already extensive local and regional infrastructure within the 
Greenbelt to serve its settlements, agricultural and resource sectors and 
the rural economy. Existing infrastructure must be maintained and new 


infrastructure will be needed to continue serving existing and permitted 
land uses within the Greenbelt. 


In addition, major infrastructure serving national, provincial and inter- 
regional needs traverses the Greenbelt. It is also anticipated that new 
and/or expanded facilitics will be needed in the future to serve the 
substantial growth projected for southern Ontario. 


4.2.1 General Infrastructure Policies 


For lands falling within the Protected Countryside, the following 
policies shall apply: 


1. All existing, expanded or new infrastructure subject to and 
approved under the Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Act, the Environmental Assessment Act, the Planning Act, 
the Aggregate Resources Act, the Telecommunications Act 
or by the National or Ontario Energy Boards, or which 
receives a similar environmental approval, is permitted 
within the Protected Countryside, subject to the policies of 
this section and provided it meets one of the following two 
objectives: 

a) It supports agriculture, recreation and tourism, rural 
settlement areas, resource use or the rural economic 
activity that exists and is permitted within the 
Greenbelt; or 

b) It serves the significant growth and economic 
development expected in southern Ontario beyond the 
Greenbelt by providing for the appropriate 
infrastructure connections among urban growth 
centres and between these centres and Ontario’s 
borders. 


NN 


The location and construction of infrastructure and 
expansions, extensions, operations and maintenance of 
infrastructure in the Protected Countryside, are subject to 
the following: 

a) Planning, design and construction practices shall 
minimize, wherever possible, the amount of the 
Greenbelt, and particularly the Natural Heritage 
System, traversed and/or occupied by — such 
infrastructure; 

b) Planning, design and construction practices shall 
minimize, wherever possible, the negative impacts 
and disturbance of the existing landscape, including, 
but not limited to, impacts caused by light intrusion, 
noise and road salt; 

c) Where practicable, existing capacity and coordination 
with different infrastructure services is optimized so 
that the rural and existing character of the Protected 
Countryside and the overall urban structure for 
southern Ontario established by Greenbelt and any 
provincial growth management initiatives are 
supported and reinforced; 

d) New or expanding infrastructure shall avoid key 
natural heritage features or key hydrologic features 
unless necd has been demonstrated and it has been 
established that there is no reasonable alternative; and 

ce) Where infrastructure does cross the Natural Heritage 
System or intrude into or result in the loss of a key 
natural heritage feature or key hydrologic feature, 
including related /andform features, planning, design 
and construction practices shall minimize negative 
impacts and disturbance on the features or their 
related functions, and where reasonable, maintain or 
improve connectivity. 


3. Infrastructure serving the agricultural sector, such as 
agricultural irrigation systems, may need certain elements 
to be located within the vegetation protection zone of a key 
natural heritage feature or key hydrologic feature. In such 
instances, these elements of the infrastructure may be 
established within the feature itself or its associated 
vegetation protection zone but all reasonable efforts shall 
be made to keep such infrastructure out of key natural 
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heritage features or key hydrologic features or the 
vegetation protection zones. 


4.2.2 Sewage and Water Infrastructure Policies 


In addition to the above general infrastructure policies and the settlement 
area policies of section 3.4, the following policies apply to sewer and 
water infrastructure proposals: 


tN 


6. 


Proposals for infrastructure within or crossing the 

Protected Countryside shall demonstrate that: 

a) Sewage and water servicing can be provided in a 
manner that does not negatively impact ccological 
features and functions, quality and quantity of ground 
and surface water, including stream baseflow, and is 
sufficient to accommodate the proposed use(s); 

b) Applicable recommendations, standards or targets 
within watershed plans and water budgets are 
reflected; and 

c) Any scwage and water servicing installation is 
planned, designed and constructed to minimize 
surface and groundwater disruption. 


Where settlements do not currently have Great Lake or 
Lake Simcoe based water and sewage services, extensions 
to or expansions of existing Great Lake or Lake Simcoe 
based services to such settlements is not permitted, unless 
such servicing is required to address failed individual on- 
site sewage or water services or to ensure the protection of 
public health where it has been determined by a medical 
officer of health (or health authority) that there is a public 
health concern associated with existing services within the 
settlement. The capacity of the services provided in the 
these circumstances will be restricted to that required to 
service the affected existing settlement plus the capacity for 
potential development within the approved settlement 
boundary as it existed on the date this Plan came into 
effect. 


Where settlements currently have, or have approvals for, 
Great Lake based water and/or sewer services as of the date 
this Plan came into effect, such services may be extended 
and expanded to service growth within an approved 
settlement boundary as it existed on the date this Plan came 
into effect. Where only Great Lake water exists or has been 
approved, corresponding municipal sewage service shall be 
required in order for any expansion of the current 
settlement boundary where such expansion would be 
permitted by this Plan. 


Where settlement areca expansions are contemplated by a 
municipality, the environmental assessment in support of 
expanded sewage and water services must be completed or 
approved prior to amending the boundarics of the 
settlement within the municipal official plan. The 
expansion must not extend into the Natural Heritage 
System or the specialty crop area. 


The extension of municipal or private communal sewage or 
water services outside of a settlement boundary shall only 
be permitted in the case of health issues or to service 
existing uses and the expansion thereof adjacent to the 
settlement. Notwithstanding the above, where municipal 
water services exist outside of settlements areas, existing 
uses within the service area boundary as defined by the 
environmental assessment may be connected to such a 
service. 


New or expanded partial servicing, where site conditions 

are suitable for the long-term provision of such services, is 

only permitted in the following circumstances: 

a) Where such servicing is necessary to address failed 
individual on-site sewage or water services serving 
existing development; or 


b) To allow for infilling and intensification within 
settlement areas served by partial services as of the 
date this Plan came into effect. 


In the siting of new municipal and other wells, 
consideration shall be given to the location of vulnerable 
areas. 


4.2.3 Stormwater Management Infrastructure Policies 


In addition to the above general infrastructure policies and the settlement 
area policies of section 3.4, the following policics apply to stormwater 
management infrastructure proposals: 


N 


Storm water management ponds are prohibited in key 
natural heritage features or key hydrologic features or their 
vegetation protected zones, except for those portions of the 
Protected Countryside that define the major river valleys 
that connect the Niagara Escarpment and Oak Ridges 
Moraine to Lake Ontario. In these areas, naturalized 
stormwater management ponds are permitted provided they 
are located a minimum of 30 metres away from the edge of 
the river/stream and in the vegetation protection zones of 
any abutting key natural heritage features or key 
hydrologic features. 


Applications for development and site alteration in the 
Protected Countryside shall be accompanied by a storm 
watcr management plan which demonstrates that: 

a) Planning, design and construction practices will 
minimize vegetation removal, grading and _ soil 
compaction, sediment crosion and impervious 
surfaces; 

b) Where appropriate, an integrated treatment approach 
shall be used to minimize stormwater management 
flows and structures through such measures as lot 
level controls and conveyance techniques such as 
grass swalcs; and 

c) Applicable recommendations, standards or targets 
within watershed plans and water budgets are 
complied with. 


The objectives of a stormwater management plan are to 

avoid, minimize and/or mitigate stormwater volume, 

contaminant loads and impacts to receiving water courses 

in order to: 

a) Maintain groundwater quality and flow and stream 
baseflow; 

b) Protect water quality; 

c) Minimize the disruption of pre-existing (natural) 
drainage patterns wherever possible; 

d) — Prevent increases in stream channel crosion; 

c) Prevent any increase in flood risk; and 

f) Protect aquatic species and their habitat. 


4.3 Natural Resources 


4.3.1 Renewable Resource Policies 


For lands falling within the Protected Countryside, the following 
policies shall apply: 


to 


Renewable resources are those non-agriculture-based 
natural resources that support uses and activities such as 
forestry, water taking, fisherics, conservation, and wildlife 
management. 


Activitics related to the use of renewable resources are 
permitted in the Protected Countryside, subject to the 
policics of this Plan and all other applicable legislation, 
regulations and municipal planning documents, including 
the PPS. All such uses shall be undertaken in accordance 
with the applicable recommendations, standards or targets 
of any relevant watershed plan or water budget. 
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Within a key natural heritage feature or key hydrologic 
feature, renewable natural resource activities should be 
carricd out in a manner that maintains or, where possible, 
improves these features and their functions. 


4.3.2 Non-Renewable Resource Policies 


For lands within the Protected Countryside, the following policies shall 


Activities related to the use of non-renewable resources are 
permitted in the Protected Countryside, subject to all other 
applicable legislation, regulations and municipal official 
plan policies and by-laws. The availability of mincral 
aggregate resources for long-term use will be determined in 
accordance with the PPS, except as provided below. 


Non-renewable resources are those non-agriculture based 
natural resources that have a finite supply, including 
mineral aggregate resources. Aggregates, in particular, 
provide significant building materials for our communitics 
and infrastructure, and the availability of aggregates close 
to market is important both for cconomic and 
environmental reasons. 


Notwithstanding the Natural System policies of section 3.2 
of this Plan, within the Natural Heritage System, mineral 
aggregate operations and wayside pits and quarries are 
subject to the following: 

a) No new mineral aggregate operation and no wayside 
pits and quarries, or any ancillary or acccssory use 
thereto will be permitted in the following key natural 
heritage features and key hydrologic features: 

1. Significant wetlands; 

u. Significant habitat of endangered species and 
threatened species; and 

il. Significant woodlands unless the woodland is 
occupicd by young plantation or carly 
successional habitat (as defined by the Ministry 
of Natural Resources). In this case, the 
application must demonstrate that the specific 
provisions of policy 4.3.2.5 (c), (d) and 4.3.2.6 
(c) have been addressed, and that they will be 
met by the operation; 

b) An application for a new mineral aggregate operation 
or new wayside pits and quarrics may only be permitted 
in other key natural heritage features and key 
hydrologic features not identified in 4.3.2.3 (a) and any 
vegetation protection zone associated with such other 
feature where the application demonstrates: 

i. How the Water Resource System will be 
protected or enhanced; and 

il. That the specific provisions in 4.3.2.5 (c), (d) 
and 4.3.2.6 (c) have been addressed, and that 
they will be met by the operation; and 

c) Any application for a new mineral aggregate 
operation, or the expansion of an existing mineral 
aggregate operation shall be required to demonstrate: 
1. How the connectivity between key natural 

heritage features and key hydrologic features 
will be maintained before, during and after the 
extraction of mineral aggregates; 

li. How the operator could immediately replace 
any habitat that would be lost from the site with 
equivalent habitat on another part of the site or 
on adjacent lands; and 

iii. How the Water Resource System will be 
protected or enhanced; and 

d) An application for the expansion of an existing 
mineral aggregate operation may be permitted in the 
Natural Heritage System, including key natural 
heritage features and key hydrologic features, and in 
any associated vegetation protection zone only if the 
related decision is consistent with the PPS. 


The Ministry of Natural Resources will pursue the 

following under the Aggregate Resources Act, for all 

mineral aggregate operations, including wayside pits and 
quarrics, within the Protected Countryside: 

a) Rchabilitated area will be maximized and disturbed 
area minimized on an ongoing basis during the life- 
cycle of an operation; 

b) Progressive and final rehabilitation efforts will 
contribute to the goals of the Greenbelt Plan; 

c) The Ministry of Natural Resources will determine the 
maximum allowable disturbed area of each mineral 
aggregate operation. Any excess disturbed area 
above the maximum will be required to be 
rehabilitated. For existing operations this shall be 
completed within 10 years of the date of approval of 
the Greenbelt Plan, and 50% completed within six 
years. For new operations, including expansions, the 
total disturbed area shall not exceed an established 
maximum allowable disturbed area; and 

d) An application for a mineral aggregate operation or 
wayside pits and quarrics may be permitted only 
where the applicant demonstrates that the quantity 
and quality of groundwater and surface water will be 
maintained as per Provincial Standards under the 
Aggregate Resources Act. 


When operators are undertaking rehabilitation of mineral 
aggregate operation sites in the Protected Countryside, the 
following provisions apply: 

a) The aggregate industry will work with the Ministry of 
Natural Resources to consider the development and 
implementation of comprehensive rehabilitation plans 
in areas of high concentration of mineral aggregate 
operations; 

b) | The disturbed area of a site will be rehabilitated to a 
state of equal or greater ecological value, and for the 
entire site, long-term ccological integrity will be 
maintained or restored, and to the extent possible, 
improved; 

c) If there are key natural heritage features or key 
hydrologic features on the site, or if such features 
existed on the site at the time of application: 

i. The health, diversity and size of these key 
natural heritage features and key hydrologic 
features will be maintained or restored and, to 
the extent possible, improved to promote a net 
gain of ecological health; and 

ii. Any permitted extraction of mineral aggregates 
that occurs in a feature will be completed, and 
the arca will be rchabilitated, as carly as 
possible in the life of the operation. 

d) Aquatic areas remaining after extraction are to be 
rehabilitated to aquatic enhancement, which shall be 
representative of the natural ccosystem in_ that 
particular setting or ccodistrict, and the combined 
terrestrial and aquatic rehabilitation shall meet the 
intent of 4.3.2.5 (c). 

e) Outside the Natural Heritage System, and except as 
provided in 4.3.2.5 (b), (c) and (d), final rehabilitation 
will appropriately reflect the long-term land use of the 
general area, taking into account applicable policies 
of this Plan and, to the extent permitted under this 
Plan, existing municipal and provincial policies. 


Final rehabilitation in the Natural Heritage System will 

mect these additional provisions: 

a) Where there is no underwater extraction, an amount 
of land equal to that under natural vegetated cover 
prior to extraction, and no less than 35% of cach 
license, is to be rehabilitated to forest cover, which 
shall be representative of the natural ecosystem in that 
particular setting or ecodistrict; 

b) Where there is underwater extraction, no less than 
35% of the non-aquatic lands of cach license is to be 
rehabilitated to forest cover, which shall be 


o1y, 
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representative of the natural ccosystem in_ that 
particular setting or ccodistrict; and 

c) Rehabilitation will be implemented so that the 
connectivity of the key natural heritage features and 
the key hydrologic features on the site and on adjacent 
lands will be maintained or restored, and to the extent 
possible, improved. 


Operators are encouraged to consider and provide for 
public access to former aggregate sites upon final 
rehabilitation. 


Notwithstanding any provision of this section to the 
contrary, within the specialty crop areas identified on 
Schedule 2 as the Niagara Peninsula Tender Fruit and 
Grape Area, mineral aggregate operations and wayside pits 
and quarries are subject to the following requirements: 

a) No new mineral aggregate operation, wayside pits 
and quarries or any ancillary or accessory usc thereto 
will be permitted between Lake Ontario and the 
Niagara Escarpment Plan Area; 

b) A new mineral aggregate operation or wayside 
permit may only be considered on primary and 
secondary sclected sand and gravel resources on the 
Fonthill Kame, in the Town of Pelham, as identified 
by Aggregate Resource Inventory Paper #4, if the 
applicant demonstrates that: 
ik Substantially the same land area will be 

rchabilitated back to an agricultural condition 
which allows for the same range and 
productivity of specialty crops common in the 
arca; and, 

i. The microclimate on which the site and the 
surrounding area may be dependent for specialty 
crop production will be maintained. 

c) Anew mineral aggregate operation or the expansion 
of an existing operation shall only be permitted in 
arcas not identified in 4.3.2.9 (a) and (b) where the 
applicant demonstrates the following: 

i The physical characteristics of the proposed site 
allow for the rehabilitation of the property back 
to an agricultural condition, which allows for 
the same range and productivity of specialty 
crops common in the area, and allow for the 
microclimate on which the site and_ the 
surrounding arca may be dependent for specialty 
crop production to be maintained; or 

il. If the physical characteristics of the proposed 
site will not allow for the rehabilitation of the 
property back to an agricultural condition, 
which allows for the same range and 
productivity of specialty crops common in the 
arca, and will not allow for the microclimate on 
which the site and the surrounding areca may be 
dependent for specialty crop production to be 
maintained, the applicant shall consider 
alternative locations; and 

i. Where other alternatives have been considered 
by the applicant and found unsuitable, and in 
situations where complete agricultural 
rehabilitation in the specialty crop area is not 
possible due to the depth of planned extraction 
or a substantial aggregate deposit below the 
water table warranting extraction, agricultural 
rehabilitation in the remaining licensed area will 
be maximized as a first priority to allow 
production of specialty crops. 


Where a municipality has undertaken a comprehensive 
aggregate resource management study and implemented the 
results into its official plan prior to establishment of this 
Plan, such policies shall be deemed to conform to this Plan. 


Municipalities should ensure that all land use activities 
related to the post extraction rehabilitation of mineral 


aggregate operations are consistent with any relevant 
approved source protection plan and relevant watershed or 
sub-watershed plan. 


4.4 Cultural Heritage Resources 


For lands within the Protected Countryside, the following policies shall 


apply: 


Cultural heritage resources are defined as man-made or 
natural features, including structures, objects, 
neighbourhoods, landscapes and archacological sites, that 
have been identified as significant by the local municipality 
or the province for being meaningful components of a 
community’s cultural heritage or identity. 


Greenbelt municipalitics should work with aboriginal 
groups and other stakcholders to identify and protect 
cultural heritage resources and plan toward maintaining, 
developing and using these resources in a manner that will 
benefit the local community and be compatible with the 
Greenbelt’s vision and goals. 


Municipalitics should build cultural components into their 
municipal plans and planning processes, including creating 
inventorics of cultural heritage resources and planning for 
their ongoing protection and appropriate use. Municipal 
cultural plans should draw from and promote an integrated 
vision of local cultural development that emphasizes 
connections across the full range of arts, heritage, cultural 
industries, libraries, archives and other cultural activity. 


4.5 Existing Uses 


For lands falling within the Protected Countryside, the following 
policics shall apply: 


to 


All existing uses lawfully used for such purpose on the day 
before the Greenbelt Plan comes into force are permitted. 


Single dwellings are permitted on existing lots of record, 
provided they were zoned for such as of the date the 
Greenbelt Plan came into force, or where an application for 
an amendment to a zoning by-law is required as a condition 
of a severance granted prior to December 14, 2003 but 
which application did not proceed. 


Outside of setilement areas, cxpansions to existing 

buildings and structures, accessory structures and_ uses, 

and/or conversions of legally existing uses which bring the 

usc more into conformity with this Plan, are permitted 

subject to a demonstration of the following: 

a) Notwithstanding section 4.2.2.6, new municipal 
services are not required; and 

b) The use does not expand into key natural heritage 
features and key hydrologic features, unless there is 
no other alternative in which case any expansion shall 
be limited in scope and kept within close 
geographical proximity to the existing structure. 


Expansions to existing agricultural buildings and structures, 
residential dwellings, and accessory uses to both, may be 
considered within key natural heritage features and key 
hydrologic features if it is demonstrated that: 

a) There is no alternative and the expansion, alteration 
or establishment is directed away from the feature to 
the maximum extent possible; and 

b) The impact of the expansion or alteration on the 
feature and its functions is minimized to_ the 
maximum extent possible. 


Expansion, maintenance and/or replacement of existing 
infrastructure is permitted, subject to the infrastructure 
policies of section 4.2. 
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4.6 Lot Creation 


For lands falling within the Protected Countryside, the following 
policies shall apply: 


1. Lot creation is permitted in the Protected Countryside for 
the range of uses permitted by the policies of this Plan. 


2. Lot creation is also permitted in the following 
circumstances: 

a) Acquiring land for infrastructure purposes, subject to 
the infrastructure policies of section 4.2; 

b) Facilitating conveyances to public bodies or non- 
profit entitics for natural heritage conservation, 
provided it docs not create a separate lot for a 
residential dwelling in specialty crop or prime 
agricultural areas; and 

c) Minor lot adjustments or boundary additions, 
provided they do not create a separate lot for a 
residential dwelling in specialty crop or prime 
agricultural areas and there is no_ increased 
fragmentation of a key natural heritage feature or key 
hydrologic feature. 


3. More specifically, within the specialty crop area and prime 
agricultural area, lot creation is permitted for: 

a) Agricultural uses where the severed and retained lots 
are intended for agricultural uses and provided the 
minimum lot size is 40 acres within specialty crop 
area and 100 acres within prime agricultural areas; 

b) Existing and new agriculture-related uses, provided 
that any new lot will be limited to the minimum size 
needed to accommodate the use, including a sewage 
and water system appropriate for such a use; 

c) The severance of a residence surplus to a farming 
operation as a result of a farm consolidation, which 
residence was an existing use as of the date this Plan 
came into force, provided that the planning authority 
ensures that a residential dwelling is not permitted in 
perpetuity on the retained lot of farmland created by 
this severance. Approaches to ensuring no new 
residential dwellings on the retained lot of farmland 
may be recommended by the Province, or municipal 
approaches that achieve the same objective should be 
considered; or 

d) The surplus dwelling policy in 4.6.3 (c) also applics 
to rural areas as defined by municipal official plans. 
The severance should be limited to the minimum size 
needed to accommodate the dwelling, including 
existing and reserve areas for individual sewage and 
water services. 


5.0 IMPLEMENTATION 
5.1 Status and Effect 


The Greenbelt Act, 2005, provides for the establishment of the Greenbelt 
Plan to be created through an Order in Council, which was filed as 
O1C208/2005. The Greenbelt Act, 2005, also requires that all decisions 
on planning applications shall conform to the policies in the Greenbelt 
Plan. 


The policies of this Plan do not affect any Aboriginal or treaty right 
recognized or affirmed by The Constitution Act, 1982. The Ontario 
government shall consult with Aboriginal peoples about decisions that 
may affect the use of Crown land and resources within the area of the 
Greenbelt Plan that are subject to Aboriginal treaty rights. 


The Greenbelt Plan, including the Introduction, Descriptions, 
Definitions and Schedules, together with the text and commentary in 
sections 2.0 and 5.0, shall be read in its entirety and applied in each 
situation. 


Sy Transition 


The Greenbelt Act, 2005, requires that decisions with respect to 
applications made under the Ontario Planning and Development Act, 
1994, the Planning Act or the Condominium Act, 1998, which were 
commenced on or after December 16, 2004 (the date this Plan came into 
force) and relate to the areas in this Plan designated as Protected 
Countryside, are required to conform to all applicable policies and 
provisions of this Plan. 


The Greenbelt Act, 2005, authorizes the Minister to pass regulations for 
various prescribed matters to address applications which were 
commenced prior to December 16, 2004 but for which no decision has 
been made and for other transitional matters, including the application of 
prescribed polices for applications made under the Ontario Planning and 
Development Act, 1994, the Planning Act or the Condominium Act, 
1998, which were commenced before December 16, 2004. In addition to 
such regulations, the settlement area policies of section 3.4 of this Plan, 
as well as those within this section 5.0, provide further direction on how 
this Plan applies to existing uses, applications in process and previous 
site-specific approvals. 


Municipalitics should consider the policies of the Greenbelt Plan, as 
appropriate, when processing applications that are not required to 
conform to this Plan. 


5.2.1 Decisions on Applications Related to Previous Site Specific 
Approvals 


Where an official plan was amended prior to December 16, 2004 to 
specifically designate land use(s), this approval may continue to be 
recognized through the conformity exercise addressed in section 5.3 and 
any further applications required under the Planning Act or 
Condominium Act, 1998, to implement the official plan approval are not 
required to conform with this Plan. 


Where a zoning by-law was amended prior to December 16, 2004 to 
specifically permit land use(s), this approval may continue to be 
recognized through the conformity exercise described in section 5.3 and 
any further applications required under the Planning Act or 
Condominium Act, 1998, to implement the use permitted by the zoning 
by-law are not required to conform with this Plan. 


Applications to further amend the site-specific official plan or zoning 
by-law permissions referred to above, for uses similar to or more in 
conformity with the provision of this Plan are also permitted. All such 
applications should, where possible, seek to achieve or improve 
conformity with this Plan. 


5.3 Municipal Implementation of Protected Countryside Policies 


The Greenbelt Act, 2005, provides two main avenues for implementation 
of the Greenbelt Plan. First, section 7 of the Greenbelt Act, 2005, 
requires municipal and other decisions under the Planning Act or the 
Condominium Act, 1998, to conform to the policies in the Greenbelt 
Plan. Second, section 9 of the Greenbelt Act, 2005, requires 
municipalities to amend their official plan(s) to conform to the Greenbelt 
Plan. 


Municipal official plans shall contain policies that reflect the 
requirements of this Plan together with a map(s) showing the boundaries 
of the Greenbelt Area, the Protected Countryside and the Natural 
Heritage System. Municipalities should provide a map showing known 
key natural heritage and key hydrologic features and any associated 
minimum vegetation protection zones identified in this Plan. The 
identification of the Natural Heritage System boundary will form the 
basis for applying the policies of section 3.2. 


Municipalitics should also include a map of wellhead protection areas 
and vulnerable areas together with associated policies for these areas 
within their official plans, as appropriate and in accordance with any 
provincial directives on source water protection. 


Despite the policies in this Greenbelt Plan, there is nothing in this Plan 
that limits the ability of decision makers on planning applications to 
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adopt policies that are more stringent than the requirements of the Plan, 
unless doing so would conflict with any of the policies or objectives of 
the Plan. With the exception of the lot creation policies of section 4.6, 
official plans and zoning by-laws shall not, however, contain provisions 
that are more restrictive than the policies of sections 3.1 and 4.3.2 as 
they apply to agricultural uses and mineral aggregate resources 
respectively. 


Municipalitics may amend the designation for prime agricultural areas 
and/or rural areas at the time they bring their official plans into 
conformity with this Plan, only in the following circumstances: 


1. If the upper-tier or single-ticr municipality has not amended 
the designation for its prime agriculture/rural lands to 
reflect the PPS; 


N 


If an  upper-ticr or single-ticr has completed a 
comprehensive official plan review; or 


3. In order for a lower tier official plan to conform to an upper 
ticr plan which has been amended in cither of the above 
circumstances. 


Such amendments are intended to be minor in nature, solely with a view 
to raionalizing prime agricultural area and rural area boundaries. 


It is intended that the numerical figures identificd in this Plan be 
considered to be approximate, and that for the purposes of preparing 
arca municipal official plans, zoning by-laws, subdivisions approvals, 
site plan approvals, severances or building permits, minor deviations 
may be permitted, without amendment to this Plan, provided that such 
deviations do not alter the intent of this Plan. 


5.4 Relationship of the Plan to the Land Use Planning System 


The Greenbelt is governed by the planning policy and regulation, of 
various levels of government and agencies, which work collectively to 
manage and guide land use within the Greenbelt. 


Provincially, the policics of the NEP, the ORMCP, the Parkway Belt 
West Plan, and the Protected Countryside policies in this Greenbelt Plan 
form the fundamental planning framework within which all other 
planning policics and regulations are contained. 


This Greenbelt Plan builds upon the existing policy framework 
established in the PPS and is to be implemented through municipal 
official plan policies and maps. 


The Greenbelt Plan relics on definitions contained in the PPS where 
those terms are used in this Plan. All terms defined in the definitions 
section of this Plan are shown in italics, and for case of use terms 
defined in the PPS are also included. The Greenbelt Plan also relics on 
municipal official plan mapping to delineate prime agricultural areas, 
rural areas and the detailed boundaries of sett/ement areas. 


In addition to the PPS and municipal official plans and related planning 
mechanisms (c.g. zoning, subdivision of land), conservation authoritics, 
other agencies and the Federal Government have regulations or 
standards that apply in the Greenbelt. Where an application, matter or 
proceeding related to these regulations or standards requires 
consideration of applicable policy, such applications, matters or 
proceedings shall conform to this Greenbelt Plan together with other 
provincial plans applying within the Greenbelt. Where there are 
regulations or standards that are more restrictive than those contained in 
these plans, the more restrictive provision prevails. 


Based on the above, the Greenbelt Plan must be read in conjunction with 
all other applicable land use planning policy, regulations and/or 
standards, as amended from time to time. Such documents include but 
are not limited to: the PPS; Minister’s zoning orders under the Planning 
Act; other provincial land use plans; upper, lower and_ single-ticr 
municipal official plans; zoning by-laws; regulations such as those under 
the Conservation Authorities Act, as well as other pertinent legislation 
(e.g. the federal Fisheries Act) and regulations. Where more specific 
provincial plans or regulations exist or are promulgated within the 


Greenbelt, including plans under the Ontario Planning and Development 
Act, 1994, the more specific plan or regulation prevails. 


The Greenbelt Plan itself must also be read in its entirety as existing or 
proposed land uses may be subject to policies within different sections 
of the Plan. Where multiple policics apply, these are to be applied in 
cither a cumulative or integrated manner, such that all of the policics that 
relate to a matter are addressed, with the more specific or restrictive 
policy applying where there are conflicts. Policics are not meant to be 
read in isolation or to the exclusion of the rest of the policies, both 
gencral and specific. As well, the schedules within the Greenbelt Plan 
need to be read to determine the applicable policies within the Plan 
relating to the various designations, information and/or boundaries 
shown on these schedules. 


SP) Boundaries, Schedules and Appendices 
5.5.1 Boundary of the Greenbelt Plan 


The Boundary of the Greenbelt Plan as shown on Schedules | and 4 of 
the Greenbelt Plan is prescribed by Ontario Regulation 59/05, as 
provided by the Greenbelt Act, 2005. 


The boundary of the Greenbelt Plan as described in Ontario Regulation 
59/05 provides the information for cstablishing the boundary on the 
ground by a Licensed Ontario Land Surveyor (under instructions from 
the Surveyor General for the Province of Ontario). 


5.5.2 Boundaries Internal to the Greenbelt Plan 


Boundaries of the Natural Heritage System may be refined at the time of 
municipal conformity in accordance with the Natural Heritage System 
policies of section 3.2.2.6. 


Boundaries of the prime agricultural areas and rural areas are as 
established in municipal official plans, subject to section 5.3. 


Boundaries of Towns/Villages are shown on the Schedules to this Plan 
but for detailed dcelincation and the boundaries of hamlets, which are 
only shown as symbols, reference must be made to municipal official 
plans. 


Boundaries of key natural heritage features and key hydrologic features 
and any minimum vege/ation protection zones identified in this Plan are 
to be shown in municipal official plans. The detailed delineation of these 
features and zones can be undertaken by municipalitics and/or 
conservation authoritics when dealing with applications for development 
under the Planning Act or Condominium Act, 1998 or via a municipal 
zoning by-law update. 


5.5.3 Schedules and Appendices 
The Greenbelt Plan contains four schedules, identifying: 
1. The Greenbelt Plan area, which delineates the NEP Area, 


the Oak Ridges Moraine Area and Protected Countryside 
Area (including Towns/Villages and Hamlets); 


i) 


The boundary of the Niagara Peninsula Tender Fruit and 
Grape Arca; 


33 The boundary of the Holland Marsh; and 

4. The Natural Heritage System. 
In addition, the Plan contains two maps in an Appendix, for reference. 
5.6 Plan Review 
Through the requirement for a 10-year review, the province is ensuring 


that the Greenbelt Plan will not remain static and will not become 
irrelevant over time. 
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The 10-year review of the Greenbelt Plan will be coordinated with the 
reviews of the NEP and the ORMCP, which includes any adjustments 
necessary to align the timing of these reviews. 


The purpose of the review is to assess the effectiveness of the policies 
contained in the Plan (using information gathered through the 
monitoring program, and conducted through a public process), and make 
amendments, if appropriate, to update or include new information or 
improve the effectiveness and relevance of the policies. 


The review can only consider modifications to the urban boundaries 
within the Greenbelt if the upper or single-ticr municipality provides a 
comprehensive justification or growth management study. 


5:7 Amendments to Greenbelt Plan and other Provincial Plans 


Under the Greenbelt Act, 2005, amendments to those arcas of the Plan 
designated as Protected Countryside can only be proposed by the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing. Amendments are subject to 
the approval of the Licutenant Governor in Council. 


Amendments to the Plan shall not have the effect of reducing the total 
land area of the Greenbelt Plan. 


Amendments could be considered outside the 10-year review in the 
following circumstances: 


1. There are major unforeseen circumstances, or major new 
Provincial policy, legislation or regulation that create the 
need for an amendment; 


2. The overall effectiveness and integrity of the Plan would be 
threatened if the amendment were deferred to the next 10- 
year review; or 


3. The effectiveness and/or relevance of the Plan’s policies 
would be improved through an amendment. 


Amendments to the NEP remain governed by, and are to be dealt in 
accordance with, the provisions of the Niagara Escarpment Planning 
and Development Act. 


Amendments to the ORMCP remain governed by, and are to be dealt in 
accordance with, the Oak Ridges Moraine Conservation Act, 2001. 


Amendments to the Parkway Belt West Plan remain governed by, and 
are to be dealt in accordance with, the Ontario Planning and 
Development Act, 1994, but are also subject to the policies of sections 
2.0, 3.2 and 3.3 of this Plan. 


5.8 Monitoring/Performance Measures 


The objective of the monitoring framework is to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the policics of the Plan in achieving its goals, as 
identified in section 1.2. 


Performance measures are to be established through the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing’s Municipal Performance Measurement 
Program. 


In this regard, the Ontario Government will work with other ministries, 
municipalities and stakeholders to: 


1. Identify appropriate performance indicators to measure the 
effectiveness of the Plan; 


2. Identify roles and responsibilities among partners in the 
collection and analysis of the indicators; and 


3. Provide for periodic collation, publication and discussion of 
the results. 


5.9 Greenbelt Council 


The Province will establish a Greenbelt Council and provide it with a 
varicd mandate, which could evolve over time. Initially, it is anticipated 
that the Greenbelt Council will consider how the implementation of the 
plan is proceeding, including the identification of issues arising from 
implementation. 


The Greenbelt Council will also provide input and advice on the 
identification and establishment of performance measures, which will be 
used to track the success of the Greenbelt Plan in achicving its goals. 
Such advice should take advantage of the local knowledge of the 
Council’s members and other stakeholders, with a view to identifying 
the most effective and lcast costly performance measures that build on 
the ability of local communities and associations to provide meaningful 
input and information. 


Over the short to mid term, the Council could play a meaningful role in 
helping to coordinate efforts of municipalitics, conservation authorities, 
associations and other stakeholders in matters which cross municipal 
boundaries such as trail systems, water resources, watershed plans and 
programs and agricultural activitics. The Greenbelt Council could also 
provide advice on ways of promoting the Greenbelt and on any 
amendments proposed to the Plan. 


Over the long-term and particularly as the time for the 10-year review of 
the Greenbelt Plan approaches, it is expected that the Greenbelt Council 
will play an important role in helping to shape and/or focus the nature 
and/or content of the review. This could be achieved through Council 
conducting its own public process to obtain stakeholder views by 
consulting with municipalitics and other stakeholder groups, which 
would then form the basis for the government to frame the formal 
review required by the proposed Greenbelt Act, 2005. 


Definitions 


Agricultural uses 
Means the growing of crops, including nursery and horticultural 
crops; raising of livestock; raising of other animals for food, fur or 
fibre, including poultry and fish; aquaculture; apiaries; agro-forestry; 
maple syrup production; and associated on-farm buildings and 
structures, including accommodation for full-time farm labour when 
the size and nature of the operation requires additional employment 
(PPS, 2005). 


Agricultural-related uses 
Means those farm-related commercial and farm-related industrial 
uses that are small scale and directly related to the farm operation 
and are required in close proximity to the farm operation (PPS, 
2005). 


Alvars 
Naturally open areas of thin or no soil over essentially flat limestone, 
dolostone or marble rock, supporting a sparse vegetation cover of 
mostly shrubs and herbs. 


Connectivity 
Means the degree to which key natural heritage or key hydrologic 
features are connected to one another by links such as plant and 
animal movement corridors, hydrologic and nutrient cycling, genetic 
transfer, and energy flow through food webs. 


Development 
Means the creation of a new lot, a change in land use, or the 
construction of buildings and structures, any of which require 
approval under the Planning Act, or that are subject to the 
Environmental Assessment Act, but does not include: 
a) The construction of facilitics for transportation, 
infrastructure and utilitics used by a public body; 
b) Activities or works under the Drainage Act; or 
c) The carrying out of agricultural practices on land that was 
being used for agricultural uses on the date the Plan came 
into effect (PPS, 2005). 
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Ecological function 
Means the natural processes, products or services that living and 
non-living environments provide or perform within or between 
species, ecosystems and landscapes, including hydrologic functions 
and biological, physical, chemical and socio-economic interactions 
(PPS, 2005). 


Ecological value 
The value of vegetation in maintaining the health of the key natural 
heritage or key hydrologic feature and the related ecological features 
and ecological functions, as measured by factors such as the 
diversity of species, the diversity of habitats, and the suitability and 
amount of habitats that are available for rare, threatened and 
endangered species. 


Endangered species 
Means a species that is listed or categorized as an “Endangered 
Species” on the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ official 
species at risk list, as updated and amended from time to time (PPS, 
2005). 


Existing uses 
Uses legally established prior to the date that the Greenbelt Plan 
came into force. Existing agricultural accessory buildings and 
structures including farm dwellings can expand on the same lot 
subject to the provisions of the municipal zoning by-law. 


Farm consolidation 
Means the acquisition of additional farm parcels to be operated as 
one farm operation. 


Fish habitat 
As defined in the Fisherics Act, c. F-14, means spawning grounds 
and nursery, rearing, food supply, and migration areas on which fish 
depend directly or indirectly in order to carry out their life processes 
(PPS, 2005). 


Hazardous land 

Means property or lands that could be unsafe for development duc to 
naturally occurring processes. Along the shorclines of the Great 
Lakes - St. Lawrence River System, this means the land, including 
that covered by water, between the international boundary, where 
applicable, and the furthest landward limit of the flooding hazard, 
crosion hazard or dynamic beach hazard limits. Along the shorelines 
of large inland lakes, this means the land, including that covered by 
water, between a defined offshore distance or depth and the furthest 
landward limit of the flooding hazard, crosion hazard or dynamic 
beach hazard limits. Along river, stream and small inland lake 
systems, this means the land, including that covered by water, to the 
furthest landward limit of the flooding hazard or erosion hazard 
limits (PPS, 2005). 


Hydrologic function 
Means the functions of the hydrological cycle that include the 
occurrence, circulation, distribution and chemical and_ physical 
propertics of water on the surface of the land, in the soil and 
underlying rocks, and in the atmosphere, and water’s interaction with 
the environment including its relation to living things (PPS, 2005). 


Infrastructure 

Means physical structures (facilitics or corridors) that form the 
foundation for development or resource use. Infrastructure includes: 
sewage and water systems, scwage treatment systems, waste 
management systems, clectric power generation and transmission 
including renewable energy systems, communications/telecom- 
munications, transit and transportation corridors and facilities, oil 
and gas pipelines and associated facilities. 


Intensification 
Means the development of a property, site or area at a higher density 
than currently exists through: 
a) Redevelopment, including the reuse of brownficld sites; 
b) The development of vacant and/or underutilized lots within 
previously developed areas; 
c) — Infill development; and 


d) The expansion or conversion of existing buildings 
(PPS, 2005). 


Intermittent streams 
Stream-related watercourses that contain water or are dry al times of 
the year that are more or less predictable, generally flowing during 
wet scasons of the year but not the entire year, and where the water 
table is above the stream bottom during parts of the year. 


Key hydrologic features 
Means a key hydrologic feature as described in section 3.2.4. 


Key natural heritage features 
Means a key natural heritage feature as described in section 3.2.4. 


Lake 
Means any inland body of standing water, usually fresh water, larger 
than a pool or pond or a body of water filling a depression in the 
earth’s surface. 


Landform features 
Means distinctive physical attributes of land such as slope, shape, 
elevation and relief. 


Life science areas of natural and scientific interest (ANSIs) 
Means an area(s) that has been: 
a) Identified as having life science values related to 
protection, scientific study or education; and 
b) Further identified by the Ministry of Natural Resources 
using cvaluation procedures established by that Ministry, as 
amended from time to time. 


Major recreational uses 
Major recreational uses are recreational uses that require large-scale 
modification of terrain, vegetation or both and usually also require 
large-scale buildings or structures, including but not limited to the 
following: golf courses; serviced playing ficlds; serviced 
campgrounds; and ski hills. 


Mineral aggregate operation 
Means: 

a) An operation, other than wayside pits and quarries, 
conducted under a licence or permit under the Aggregate 
Resources Act, or successors thereto; and 

b) Associated  facilitics used in extraction, transport, 
beneficiation, processing or recycling of mineral aggregate 
resources and derived products such as asphalt and 
concrete, or the production of secondary related products. 


Minimum distance separation formulae 
Means formulae developed by the Province to separate uses so as to 
reduce incompatibility concerns about odour from livestock facilities 
(PPS, 2005). 


Municipal sewage services 
Means a sewage works within the meaning of section | of the 
Ontario Water Resources Act that is owned or operated by a 
municipality (PPS, 2005). 


Municipal water services 
Means a municipal drinking-water system within the meaning of 
section 2 of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 (PPS, 2005). 


Natural self-sustaining vegetation 
Means vegetation dominated by native plant species that can grow 
and persist without direct human management, protection, or 
tending. 


Negative impact(s) 
Means: 

a) In regard to water, degradation to the quality or quantity of 
surface or ground water, key hydrologic features or 
vulnerable areas, and their related hydrologic functions, 
due to single, multiple or successive development or site 
alteration activities; 
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b) In regard to fish habitat, the harmful alteration, disruption 
or destruction of fish habitat, except where, in conjunction 
with the appropriate authoritics, it has been authorized 
under the Fisherics Act, using the guiding principle of no 
net loss of productive capacity; and 

c) In regard to other natural heritage features and areas, 
degradation that threatens the health and integrity of the 
natural features or ecological functions for which an arca is 
identified due to single, multiple or successive development 
or site alteration activitics. 

(PPS, 2005) 


New multiple units or multiple lots for residential dwellings 
Means the creation of more than three units or lots through either 
plan of subdivision, consent or plan of condominium. 


Normal farm practices 

Means a practice, as defined in the Farming and Food Production 
Protection Act, 1998, that is conducted in a manner consistent with 
proper and acceptable customs and standards as established and followed 
by similar agricultural operations under similar circumstances; or makes 
use of innovative technology in a manner consistent with proper 
advanced farm management practices. Normal farm practices shall be 
consistent with the Nutrient Management Act, 2002 and regulations 
made under that Act (PPS, 2005). 


Permanent stream 
Means a stream that continually flows in an average year. 


Prime agricultural areas 

Means areas where prime agricultural lands (specialty crop lands 
and/or Canada Land Inventory Classes 1, 2, and 3 soils) predominate. 
This includes: areas of prime agricultural lands and associated Canada 
Land Inventory Class 4-7 soils; and additional areas where there is a 
local concentration of farms which exhibit characteristics of ongoing 
agriculture. Prime agricultural areas may be identified by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food using evaluation procedures 
established by the Province as amended from time to time; or may also 
be identified through an alternative agricultural land evaluation system 
approved by the Province (PPS, 2005). 


Private communal sewage services 
Means a sewage works within the meaning of section | of the 
Ontario Water Resources Act that serves six or more lots or private 
residences and is not owned by a municipality (PPS, 2005). 


Private communal water services 
Means a non-municipal drinking-water system within the meaning of 
section 2 of the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 that serves six or 
more lots or private residences (PPS, 2005). 


Renewable energy systems 
Means the production of electrical power from an energy source that 
is renewed by natural processes including, but not limited to, wind, 
water, a biomass resource or product, or solar and geothermal energy 
(PPS, 2005). 


Residence surplus to a farm operation 
Means an existing farm residence that is rendered surplus as a result 
of farm consolidation (the acquisition of additional farm parcels to 
be operated as one farm operation) (PPS, 2005). 


Rural areas 
Means lands in the rural area which are located outside settlement 
areas and which are outside prime agricultural areas (PPS, 2005). 


Sand barrens 
Means land (not including land that is being used for agricultural 
purposes or no longer exhibits sand barrens characteristics) that: 


a) Has sparse or patchy vegetation that is dominated by plants 
that are: 
i. Adapted to severe drought and low nutrient levels; 
and 


ili. Maintained by severe environmental limitations such 
as drought, low nutrient levels and_ periodic 
disturbances such as fire; 


b) | Has less than 25 per cent tree cover; 

c) Has sandy soils (other than shorelines) exposed by natural 
crosion, depositional process or both; and 

d) Has been further identified, by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources or by any other person, according to evaluation 
procedures established by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, as amended from time to time. 


Savannah 
Means land (not including land that is being used for agricultural 
purposes or no longer exhibits savannah characteristics) that: 

a) Has vegetation with a significant component of non-woody 
plants, including tallgrass prairie species that are 
maintained by seasonal drought, periodic disturbances such 
as fire, or both; 

b) Has from 25 per cent to 60 per cent tree cover; 

c) Has mineral soils; and 

d) Has been further identified, by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources or by any other person, according to evaluation 
procedures established by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, as amended from time to time. 


Secondary uses 
Means uses secondary to the principal use of the property, including 
but not limited to, home occupations, home industries, and uses that 
produce value-added agricultural products from the farm operation 
on the property (PPS, 2005). 


Seepage areas and springs 
Seepage areas and springs are sites of emergence of groundwater 
where the water table is present at the ground surface. 


Settlement areas 
Means urban areas and rural settlement areas within municipalities 
(such as cities, towns, villages and hamlets) that are: 
a) Built up areas where development is concentrated and 
which have a mix of land uses; and 
b) Lands which have been designated in an official plan for 
development (PPS. 2005). 


Significant 
Means: 

a) In regard to wetlands and life science areas of natural and 
scientific interest, an area identified as _provincially 
significant by the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources 
using cvaluation procedures established by the Province, as 
amended from time to time; 

b) In regard to the habitat of endangered species, threatened 
species and special concern species, means the habitat, as 
approved by the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources, 
that is necessary for the maintenance, survival, and/or the 
recovery of naturally occurring or reintroduced populations 
of endangered species, threatened species or special 
concern species, and where those areas of occurrence are 
occupied or habitually occupied by the species during all or 
any part(s) of its life cycle; 

c) In regard to woodlands, an area which is ecologically 
important in terms of features such as species composition, 
age of trees and stand history; functionally important due to 
its contribution to the broader landscape because of its 
location, size or due to the amount of forest cover in the 
planning area; or economically important due to site 
quality, species composition, or past management history. 
The Province (Ministry of Natural Resources) identifies 
criteria relating to the forgoing; and 

d) In regard to other features and areas in section 3.2.4 of this 
Plan, ecologically important in terms of features, functions, 
representation or amount, and contributing to the quality 
and diversity of the Natural Heritage System. The Province 
(Ministry of Natural Resources) identifies criteria relating 
to the forgoing. 
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c) In regard to cultural heritage and archacology, resources 
that are valued for the important contribution they make to 
our understanding of the history of a place, an event, or a 
people. 


While some significant resources may already be identified and 
inventoried by official sources, the significance of others can only be 
determined after evaluation. 


Site alteration 
Means activities such as filling, grading and excavation that would 
change the landform and natural vegetative characteristics of land, 
but does not include: 
a) The construction of  facilitics for transportation, 
infrastructure and utilities uses by a public body; 
b) Activities or works under the Drainage Act; or 
c) The carrying out of agricultural practices on land that was 
being used for agricultural uses on the date the Plan came 
into effect. 


Special concern species 
Means a species that is listed or categorized as a “special concern 
species” on the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ official 
species at risk list, as updated and amended from time to time. 


Specialty crop areas 
Means areas designated using evaluation procedures established by 
the province, as amended from time to time, where specialty crops 
such as tender fruits (peaches, cherries, plums), grapes, other fruit 
crops, vegetable crops, greenhouse crops, and crops from 
agriculturally developed organic soil lands are predominantly grown, 
usually resulting from: 

a) Soils that have suitability to produce specialty crops, or 
lands that are subject to special climatic conditions, or a 
combination of both; and/or 

b) A combination of farmers skilled in the production of 
specialty crops, and of capital investment in related 
facilities and services to produce, store, or process specialty 
crops. 

(PPS, 2005). 


Stable top of bank 
Means the edge of the channel or bank, if there is a sharp change 
from the steep slope of the channel or bank to the shallower slope of 
the ficld area, or the normal full extent of the watercourse when it 
contains the maximum volume of water without flooding, if the 
change in slope does not exist. 


Tallgrass prairies 
Means land (not including land that is being used for agricultural 
purposes or no longer exhibits tallgrass prairie characteristics) that: 
a) Has vegetation dominated by non-woody plants, including 
tallgrass prairie species that are maintained by scasonal 
drought, periodic disturbances such as fire, or both; 
b) Has less than 25 per cent tree cover; 
c) Has mineral soils; and 
d) Has been further identified, by the Minister of Natural 
Resources or by any other person, according to evaluation 
procedures cstablished by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, as amended from time to time. 


Threatened species 
Means a species that is listed or categorized as a “Threatened 
Species” on the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ official 
species at risk list, as updated and amended from time to time. 


Total developable area 
Means the total area of the property less the area occupied by key 
natural heritage features and key hydrologic features, including any 
related Vegetation Protection Zone (see section 3.2.3). 


Valleylands 
Means a natural area that occurs in a valley or other landform 
depression that has water flowing through or standing for some 
period of the year (PPS, 2005). 


Vegetation protection zone 

A vegetated buffer area surrounding a key natural heritage feature or 
key hydrologic feature within which only those land uses permitted 
within the feature itself are permitted. The width of the vegetation 
protection zone is to be determined when new development or site 
alteration occurs within 120 metres of a key natural heritage feature 
or key hydrologic feature, and is to be of sufficient size to protect the 
feature and its functions from the impacts of the proposed change 
and associated activitics that will occur before, during, and after, 
construction, and where possible, restore or enhance the feature 
and/or its function. 


Vulnerable 
Means surface and groundwater that can be easily changed or 
impacted by activitics or events, cither by virtue of their vicinity to 
such activitics or events or by permissive pathways between such 
activitics and the surface and/or groundwater (PPS, 2005). 


Watershed plans 
A watershed plan is a plan used for managing human activitics and 
natural resources in an area defined by watershed boundaries. 
Watershed plans shall include, but are not limited to, the following 
components: 
a) A water budget and conservation plan; 
b) Land and water use and management strategics; 
c) A framework for implementation; 
d)  Ancenvironmental monitoring plan; 
ec) Requirements for the use of environmental management 
practices and programs; 
f) Criteria for evaluating the protection of water quality and 
quantity, and key hydrologic features and functions; and 
g) Targets on a watershed or sub-watcrshed basis for the 
protection and restoration of riparian areas and_ the 
establishment of natural self-sustaining vegetation. 


Wellhead protection areas 
Means the surface and subsurface area surrounding a water well or 
well ficld that supplics a public water system and through which 
contaminants are reasonably likely to move so as eventually to reach 
the water well or well ficld. 


Wetlands 
Means land such as a swamp, marsh, bog or fen (not including land 
that is being used for agricultural purposes and no longer exhibits 
wetland characteristics) that: 
a) Is seasonally or permanently covered by shallow water or 
has the water table close to or at the surface; 
b) Has hydric soils and vegetation dominated by hydrophytic 
or water-tolerant plants; and 
c) Has been further identified, by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources or by any other person, according to evaluation 
procedures. established by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, as amended from time to time. 


Wildlife habitat 
Means areas where plants, animals and other organisms live, and 
find adequate amounts of food, water, shelter and space needed to 
sustain their populations. Specific wildlife habitats of concern may 
include areas where species concentrate at a vulnerable point in their 
annual life cycle; and areas that are important to migratory and non- 
migratory species (PPS, 2005). 


Woodlands 

Means treed areas that provide environmental and economic benefits 
to both the private landowner and the general public, such as erosion 
prevention, hydrological and nutrient cycling, provision of clean air 
and the long-term storage of carbon, provision of wildlife habitat, 
outdoor recreational opportunities, and the sustainable harvest of a 
wide range of woodland products. Woodlands include treed areas, 
woodlots or forested areas (PPS, 2005).

(Replacing version issued on December 8, 1999) 
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is GENERAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 
1.1 Purpose of this Code 


1.1.1 This Code establishes the manner in which a distributor must 
provide standard supply service to meet its obligation to sell 
electricity under section 29 of the Electricity Act or to give effect 
to rates determined by the Board under section 79.16 of the Act. 


1.1.2. This Code provides for three regimes applicable to the 
commodity price for electricity provided as standard supply 
service: 


(a) spot market-based pricing for non-RPP consumers and 
electing spot consumers (section 3.2); 


(b) the Board’s regulated price plan contemplated in section 
79.16 of the Act for RPP consumers with conventional 
meters (section 3.3); and 
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(c) the Board’s regulated price plan contemplated in section 
79.16 of the Act for RPP consumers with cligible time-of- 
use meters (section 3.4). 


Definitions 
In this Code, unless the context otherwise requires: 


“Accounting Procedures Handbook” means the document 
approved by the Board that sets out principles, requirements, 
procedures and practices for preparing and maintaining electric 
utility accounting records and financial information; 


“Act” means the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998, S.O. 1998, c. 
15, Schedule B; 


“Board” means the Ontario Energy Board; 


“business day” means any day that is not a Saturday, a Sunday, 
or a legal holiday in the Province of Ontario; 


“Code” means this Standard Supply Service Code; 


“consumer-specific information” means information relating to a 
specific consumer obtained by any person through the process of 
selling or offering to sell electricity to the consumer, and 
includes information obtained without the consent of such 
consumer; 


“conventional meter” means a meter other than an interval meter 
or an cligible time-of-use meter; 


“Distribution System Code” means the code issued by the Board 
which, among other things, establishes the obligations of a distributor 
with respect to the services and terms of service to be offered to 
customers and retailers and provides minimum technical operating 
standards of distribution systems; 


“electing spot consumer’ means a consumer that is, in 
accordance with the regulations, cligible to pay the commodity 
price for electricity determined by the Board under section 79.16 
of the Act but that has, in accordance with section 79.16(4) of the 
Act and the regulations, elected to pay the commodity price for 
electricity referred to in section 3.2.2;

“cligible time-of-use meter” means a meter that measures and 
records clectricity use during cach of the periods of the day 
referred to in section 3.4.1 cumulatively over a meter reading 
period; 


“final RPP variance settlement amount” means the amount 
charged or credited to an RPP consumer in accordance with 
section 3.7; 


“first term commencement date” means April 1, 2005 or such 
later date as may be prescribed by regulation as the date on 
which rates determined by the Board under section 79.16 of the 
Act take effect; 


“IESO” means the Independent Electricity System Operator 
continued under the Electricity Act; 


“interval meter” means a meter that measures and records 
clectricity use on at least an hourly basis;

“RPP consumer” means a consumer that pays the commodity 
price for clectricity referred to in section 3.3 or 3.4;

“second term commencement date” means the date on which a 
change in the initial value of any of RPCMy,, RPCMr, 
RPEMorr, RPEMwip, or RPEMoy referred to in section 3.3 or 3.4 
comes into effect, which date shall not be carlicr than the date 
that is twelve months from the first term commencement date;

Interpretation and Determinations by the Board 


Unless otherwise defined in this Code, words and phrases shall 
have the meanings ascribed to them in the Act or the Electricity 
Act, as the case may be. Where a word or phrase is defined in 
this Code, the Act or the Electricity Act, other parts of speech 
and grammatical forms of the word or phrase have a 
corresponding meaning. Headings are for convenience only and 
shall not affect the interpretation of this Code. Words importing 
the singular include the plural and vice versa. Words importing a 
gender include any gender. Words importing a person include: (i) 
an individual; (11) a company, sole proprictorship, partnership, 
trust, joint venture, association, corporation or other private or 
public body corporate; and (111) any government, government 
agency or body, regulatory agency or body or other body politic 
or collegiate. A reference to a person includes that person’s 
successors and permitted assigns. A reference to a body, whether 
statutory or not, that ccascs to exist or whose functions are 
transferred to another body is a reference to the body that 
replaces it or that substantially succeeds to its powers or 
functions.

The order of hicrarchy of codes, subject to any specific 
conditions of a distributor’s licence, is as follows:

Coming into Force 


This Code shall come into effect as of the first term 
commencement date and as of that date replaces the Standard 
Supply Service Code for Electricity Distributors issued by the 
Board on December 8, 1999. 


Application of Standard Supply Service Prices 


This Code applics with respect to electricity used on and after the 
first term commencement date. 


Where, in accordance with regulations made under the Act, an 
RPP consumer ceases to be cligible to pay the commodity price 
for electricity determined by the Board under section 79.16 of the 
Act but remains a standard supply service customer, the 
distributor shall charge that person the commodity price for 
electricity determined in accordance with section 3.2 for 
electricity used by that person on and after the day on which that 
person becomes a non-RPP consumer. 


Where, in relation to an RPP consumer, the Board changes: 


(a) the value of any of RPCMr, RPCMy2, RPEMoprr, 
RPEMyp, or RPEMoy referred to in section 3.3 or 3.4; 


(b) a tier threshold referred to in section 3.3.2; or 


(c) the hours of the day comprising any of the periods referred 
to in section 3.4.2(c), 


the distributor shall charge that RPP consumer the commodity 
price for electricity that reflects that change for electricity used 
by that person on and after the day on which the change comes 
into effect. 


For the purposes of determining the volume of electricity used by 
a standard supply service customer on and after the day referred 
to in section 1.7.1, 1.7.2 or 1.7.3, if the distributor’s billing 
period includes that day, the distributor may reasonably estimate 
the volume of electricity used by that standard supply service 
customer during the billing period that is to be allocated to the 
portion of the billing period before that day and the volume of 
electricity to be allocated to the portion of the billing period that 
is on and after that day. 


A distributor shall allocate total losses (as defined in the Retail 
Settlement Code) to a standard supply service customer in 
accordance with the Retail Settlement Code or the distributor’s 
rate order, as applicable. 


STANDARDS OF BUSINESS PRACTICE AND CONDUCT 
Standard Supply Service Customers 


In accordance with section 29 of the Electricity Act, in 
accordance with its licence and in accordance with the 
requirements of the Retail Settlement Code, a distributor shall 
provide standard supply service to any person connected to the 
distributor’s distribution system: 


ID) 


(a) who has not advised the distributor in writing that such 
person does not wish to purchase clectricity from the 
distributor; 


(b) who requests the distributor in writing to sell clectricity to 
such person; or 


(c) whose retailer is unable for any reason to sell electricity to 
such person. 


In accordance with section 29 of the Electricity Act, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the Retail Settlement Code, 
a distributor shall discontinue standard supply service to a person 
who is connected to the distributor’s distribution system if: 


(a) the person or a retailer acting on behalf of the person 
informs the distributor in writing that the person wishes to 
purchase electricity from the retailer; and 


(b) the person or the retailer acting on behalf of the person 
provides the distributor with the following information: 


i. the date after which the retailer is prepared to provide 
service to the person, subject to the final meter 
reading date; and 


il. other information necessary for implementing a 
change in service that may be required under the 
Retail Settlement Code or by the Board. 


In accordance with section 29 of the Electricity Act, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the Retail Settlement Code, 
a distributor shall begin to provide standard supply service to a 
person who is connected to the distributor’s distribution system 
and purchases electricity from a retailer if: 


(a) the person or the retailer acting on behalf of the person 
informs the distributor in writing that the person wishes to 
purchase electricity from the distributor; 


(b) the person or the retailer acting on behalf of the person 
informs the distributor that the retailer is unable to sell 
electricity to the person; and 


(c) the person or the retailer acting on behalf of the person 
provides the distributor with the following information: 


i. the date after which service will no longer be 
provided by the retailer, subject to the final meter 
reading date; and 


i. other information necessary for implementing a 
change in service that may be required under the 
Retail Settlement Code or by the Board. 


If a request under section 2.1.2 or 2.1.3 is made to a distributor 
directly by the person, the distributor shall notify such person’s 
retailer in writing of the request in accordance with the Retail 
Settlement Code. 


Nothing in this section 2 shall affect the obligation of a 
distributor to provide standard supply service to a transitional 
consumer (as defined in the Retail Settlement Code). 


Fulfillment of the Standard Supply Service Obligation 


A distributor shall provide standard supply service for one 
hundred per cent (100%) of the electricity used by a standard 
supply service customer. 


A distributor shall obtain the electricity required to fulfill its 
standard supply service obligation through the [ESO- 
administered markets, from an embedded retail generator (as 
defined in the Retail Settlement Code) located within the 
distributor’s licensed service area in accordance with the Retail 
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Settlement Code or, in the case of an cmbedded distributor (as 
defined in the Retail Setthkement Code), from the embedded 
distributor’s host distributor (as defined in the Retail Settlement 
Code). 


Separation of Accounts 


A distributor shall maintain separate accounts for expenditures 
rclated to its standard supply service obligation, and shall do so 
in accordance with the Distribution System Code and_ the 
Accounting Procedures Handbook. 


Confidentiality of Information 


A distributor shall maintain the confidentiality of consumer- 
specific information in accordance with its licence. 


Credit Risk Mitigation Measures 


A distributor may mitigate the risk of non-payment from 
standard supply service customers in accordance with the 
Distribution System Code. 


A distributor may disconnect a standard supply service customer 
for non-payment of standard supply service in accordance with 
section 31 of the Electricity Act and with the Distribution System 
Code. 


Billing 


A distributor shall ensure that bills submitted to standard supply 
service customers comply with the Act, the regulations, this 
Code, any other codes issued by the Board and any order of the 
Board. 


A distributor may offer an cqual billing plan option (or some 
equivalent form of levelized or budget billing) to all standard 
supply service customers. 


Except as may be permitted or directed by the Board, a 
distributor shall not include on or with a bill submitted to a 
standard supply service customer any marketing information or 
promotional materials of or relating to a third party and that 
relate to electricity supply. 


Disclosure to Consumers 


A distributor shall disclose information to consumers in 
accordance with applicable law and any standard established by 
the Board. 


RATES 
Rates Generally 


A distributor shall ensure that it charges a standard supply 
service customer at rates that are determined, approved or fixed 
by the Board under section 78 or section 79.16 of the Act (as 
may be applicable) or that are prescribed by applicable law, and 
otherwise in accordance with any applicable rate order, and that 
consist of:

(6) Le conseil d’arbitrage rend sa sentence au plus tard a 16 heures le jour qui tombe 19 semaines avant le début du 
premier des deux exercices contingentaires en choisissant sans la modifier une des positions finales sur chaque question que 
lui ont soumise les parties et il donne les motifs de son choix par écrit au moins 18 semaines avant ce moment-la. 


(7) Le conseil d’arbitrage ne doit rendre aucune sentence si les parties arrivent a un accord sur toutes les questions en litige 
et len informent avant qu’il ne la rende. 


(8) Il est procédé a larbitrage conformément a la formule prévue a |’annexe en ce qui concerne les prix vifs minimums 
des poulets. 


DISPOSITIONS TRANSITOIRES

6. Lorsqu’elle nomme un agent, la commission locale dépose auprés de la Commission une copie conforme de l’acte de 
nomination et des conditions dont il est assorti au plus tard 21 jours aprés avoir procédé a la nomination. 


7. Lorsque la Commission exige d’elle des copies conformes d’autres états et rapports que ceux prévus aux articles 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5 et 6, la commission locale, dés que possible mais au plus tard 30 jours apres avoir regu la demande de la Commission, 
dépose auprés de celle-ci les copies conformes des documents demandés. 


8. Sous réserve de l’article 9, au plus tard quatre mois aprés la fin de son exercice, chaque commission locale remet aux 
producteurs des produits réglementés pendant |’exercice des copies de son rapport annuel d’activités et de son rapport 
financier. 


9. Lorsque, au plus tard quatre mois aprés la fin de son exercice, elle publie son rapport annuel d’activités et son rapport 
financier au moins une fois dans un journal ou un magazine généralement lu par ses producteurs, la commission locale n’est 
pas tenue de se conformer a l’article 8.

1. Section 1 of Regulation 27 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is amended by adding the following 
definitions: 


“building code” means the building code made under the Building Code Act, 1992; 
“chief building official” means a chief building official under the Building Code Act, 1992; 
“design activities” means the activities described in subsection 15.11 (5) of the Building Code Act, 1992; 


“identifying number” means a number issued by the Registrar under subsection 58 (1) or (2) (authority of member regarding 
design activities); 


“registered code agency” means a registered code agency under the Building Code Act, 1992; 

“registration number” means a number issued by the Registrar under subsection 56 (1) (authority of holder regarding design 
activities); 

“responsible control” means the degree of control described in section 57; 


2. (1) Paragraph 19 of section 42 of the Regulation is amended by striking out “in its entirety under the personal 
supervision and direction” and substituting “under the responsible control”. 


(2) Paragraph 21 of section 42 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


21. Failure of a member or holder to affix his or her seal and signature through the imprint of his or her seal to every 
design prepared under his or her responsible control and issued or exhibited to a person who is not a holder and is 
either submitted as part of an application for a building permit or is issued for the construction, enlargement or 
alteration of a building, except in the case of an open competition in which anonymity is a requirement. 


3. (1) Subsection 48 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


(1) Unless exempted by this section, every member and holder shall be insured, by an insurance corporation referred to in 
subsection 2 (5) of the Act, against errors and omissions arising out of the performance or non-performance of architectural 
services under a professional liability insurance policy that provides for a liability limit of not less than the following 
amounts, for each claim with one reinstatement in each policy period, 


(a) $1,000,000, where the gross fees for architectural services provided by the holder charged in the financial year 
immediately preceding the year in which the application for or renewal of professional liability insurance is made 
exceed $100,000; 


(b) $500,000, where the gross fees for architectural services provided by the holder charged in the financial year 
immediately preceding the year in which the application for or renewal of professional liability insurance is made 
exceed $50,000 but are $100,000 or less; or 
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(c) $250,000, where the gross fees for architectural services provided by the holder charged in the financial year 
immediately preceding the year in which the application for or renewal of professional liability insurance is made are 
$50,000 or less. 

(1.1) Where a certificate of practice is issued to a holder less than 12 months before the date of the application for 
professional liability insurance, the minimum liability limits under subsection (1) shall be determined by reference to the 
estimated gross fees for architectural services provided by the holder for the 12-month period commencing on the date of 
application. 

(1.2) Every professional lability insurance policy obtained under subsection 48 (1) or (1.1) shall provide that, 

(a) the maximum deductible for each claim does not exceed $100,000; 

(b) any costs or expenses necessarily incurred by the insurance corporation in the investigation, defence or settlement of 

claims under the policy shall not be part of the lability limit; 

(c) coverage is continued if the insured dies or 1s adjudged a bankrupt, insolvent or incompetent during the policy period; 
and 


(d) coverage is subject to such exclusions and conditions and otherwise on such terms as are consistent with normal 
insurance industry practice from time to time. 


(2) Subsection 48 (4) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


(4) Subsections (1) to (1.2) apply to every holder referred to in subsection (3) and every member who is an employee of 
such a holder. 


4. Section 50 of the Regulation is amended by striking out “prescribed under the Building Code Act, 1992” at the 
end of the portion before paragraph I. 


5. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 


55. Sections 56 to 65 apply to all holders and members who carry out design activities. 


(a) the holder is registered and has been issued a registration number by the Registrar authorizing the holder to carry out 
design activities in the corresponding class of registration in Column 2 of Table 2.20.2.1 of the building code, or 


(b) the holder has engaged or entered into a joint venture agreement with another holder that is registered and has been 
issued a registration number by the Registrar authorizing that holder to carry out design activities in the corresponding 
class of registration in Column 2 of Table 2.20.2.1 of the building code. 


(2) An application for registration and registration number shall be in a form provided by the Registrar.

(3) The requirements and qualifications for registration and issuance of a registration number are: 
1. Evidence that, 


1. the applicant, or an officer, director, partner or full-time employee of the applicant, is a member who has 
successfully completed the qualification program published and administered by the Association relating to the

(4) A registration and registration number, unless suspended or revoked under subsection 60 (2), or cancelled under 
section 63, 1s valid so long as the holder’s certificate of practice 1s valid. 


(5) Every holder shall, at the time of an application for registration and registration number or, if a registration number has 
been issued, on renewal of the certificate of practice issued to the holder provide to the Registrar any documents or 
information regarding the qualifications of the holder or an officer, director, partner, or full-time employee of the holder, and 
of any member who exercises responsible control for any design activities provided by the holder, that the Registrar may 
reasonably require.

(d) the registration and registration number or identifying number were granted or issued to the holder or member on the 
basis of mistaken, false or incorrect information; 


(ce) the holder’s certificate of practice or the member’s licence has been suspended, revoked or cancelled; 
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(f) an order has been made under subsection 69 (2) of the Provincial Offences Act directing that the holder’s registration 
and registration number, or the member’s identifying number, be suspended until a fine is paid; 


(g) in the case of a holder, the Registrar is of the opinion that the past conduct of the holder or an officer, director, partner

In order to become eligible, an application to become enrolled must be made to the Minister on behalf of the person’s 
household unit and the Minister must be satisfied that the members of the household unit have collectively spent the 
amount determined in accordance with sections 4, 4.1 and 4.2, or more, on allowable expenses in any quarter in a 
fiscal period. 

(2) Subsection 3 (3) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 

(3) Subject to subsection (3.1), an application under paragraph 3 of subsection (1) shall be made in the form provided by 
the Minister and must include, 

(a) receipts for allowable expenses as required by the form; 

(b) information evidencing annual net income as required by the form; and 

(c) completion of the consents required by the form. 

(3.1) Every application made under paragraph 3 of subsection (1) shall be deemed to be renewed every year, effective as 
of the first day of the fiscal period, unless, 

(a) the Minister confirms that no claims for payment were submitted to the Health Network mentioned in section 23 on 

behalf of any member of the household unit for one fiscal period; 


(b) the member of the household unit that made the application on behalf of the household unit notifies the Minister that 
all members of the household unit withdraw the general consent required by the application form; or 


(c) the member of the household unit that made the application requests that the Minister terminate the enrolment of all 
members of the household unit. 


(3.2) Ifa person’s application 1s not renewed for one of the reasons set out in subsection (3.1), the person may reapply to 
be enrolled by completing the application form required by paragraph 3 of subsection (1) in accordance with subsection (3). 


(3.3) The member of the household unit that made the application shall notify the Minister in writing of any change in the 
unit’s circumstances or membership that results in a member of the household unit ceasing to be a member of the eligible 
class of persons, or of any other changes that may affect the calculation of the unit’s allowable expenses under section 4, 4.1

(a) the member’s income from the beginning of the taxation year until the day of the application or the Minister’s receipt 
of the notification of election; and 


(b) an estimate of the member’s income from the day of the application or the Minister’s receipt of the notification of 
election until the end of the taxation year. 


(7) An estimate under clause (6) (b) shall be determined by multiplying the number of days remaining in the member’s 
taxation year by the member’s average daily income for the month immediately preceding the day of the application or 
receipt of notification.

PIT BULL CONTROLS 


GENERAL 
Control of pit bulls 


1. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), an owner of a restricted pit bull shall ensure that the pit bull is at all times 
equipped with a muzzle and secured by a leash in accordance with subsection (5). 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply when a pit bull is within enclosed property occupied by the owner of the pit bull. 


(3) When a pit bull is within enclosed property occupied by a person who consents to the pit bull being off leash or off 
muzzle, subsection (1) does not apply to the extent of that consent. 


(4) For the purposes of subsections (2) and (3), a pit bull is within enclosed property when the property is enclosed in a 
way that can be relied on to prevent the pit bull from breaking out of the property. 


(5) For the purposes of subsection (1), a pit bull shall be equipped with a muzzle and secured by a leash in accordance 
with the following rules: 


1. The pit bull shall be fitted with a collar or harness that is properly fitted to and placed on the dog. 


2. The movement of the pit bull shall be controlled by a person by means of a leash attached to the collar or harness on 
the pit bull. 


3. The leash is not more than 1.8 metres in length and is attached to the collar or harness. 


4. The collar or harness, the leash and the attachment between the leash and the collar or harness are all strong enough to 
prevent the pit bull from breaking any of them. 


5. The mouth of the pit bull is covered by a muzzle that is humane and that is strong enough and well-fitted enough to 
prevent the pit bull from biting, without interfering with the breathing, panting or vision of the pit bull or with the pit 
bull’s ability to drink. 


(6) Every owner of a pit bull shall ensure that the requirements of this section are complied with on and after the day that 
is 60 days after the day on which this Regulation comes into force. 


Sterilization 


2. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), every owner of a restricted pit bull shall ensure that the pit bull is sterilized by a 
veterinarian on or before the day that is 60 days after the day on which this Regulation comes into force. 


(2) If the effect of subsection (1) would be to require sterilization of a pit bull before it reaches the age of 36 weeks, every 
owner of the pit bull shall instead ensure that it is sterilized on or before the day on which it reaches that age. 


(3) An owner of a restricted pit bull is exempt from complying with subsection (1) if, in the written opinion of a 
veterinarian, the pit bull is physically unfit to be anaesthetized because of old age or infirmity. 


(4) Ifa veterinarian gives a written opinion based on infirmity, the veterinarian shall state, in the written opinion, whether, 
in his or her opinion, the infirmity may not be permanent. 


(5) Where the veterinarian states that an infirmity may not be permanent, he or she shall specify, in the written opinion, a 
date by which the owner should have the pit bull re-examined by a veterinarian to determine whether the pit bull is fit to be 
anaesthetized. 


(6) An exemption based on a written opinion that specifies a date under subsection (5) ends on that date, but a further 
written opinion under subsection (3) may be sought in respect of the pit bull on or before that date. 


(7) In this section, 


“veterinarian” means a member of the College of Veterinarians of Ontario. 
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DOG SHOWS 


Approved dog shows 


3. (1) In this section and sections 4 and 5, 


“dog show” includes a conformation show, an agility trial, an obedience trial, a tracking test and an earth dog test. 


(2) For the purposes of sections 4 and 5, a dog show is an approved dog show if it is an event, whether held in Ontario or 
elsewhere, that is sanctioned, in writing, by one or more of the following dog registries: 


The Canadian Kennel Club. 
The United Kennel Club. 
The American Kennel Club. 


The American Dog Breeders Association. 


Exemptions, restricted pit bulls 


4. (1) The exemptions set out in subsection (3) apply in respect of restricted pit bulls within the meaning of subsection 7 
(1) of the Act, as long as the conditions set out in subsection (2) are met. 


(2) The following are the conditions referred to in subsection (1):

The restricted pit bull is registered as a Staffordshire bull terrier, an American Staffordshire terrier or an American pit 
bull terrier with one or more of the dog registries named 1n subsection 3 (2). 


The owner of the restricted pit bull has given written notice to one of the dog registries named in subsection 3 (2) 
stating the owner’s intention that the restricted pit bull participate in approved dog shows. 


Except in the circumstances described in paragraph 4, the restricted pit bull has participated in at least one approved 
dog show during the 365-day period ending on the day this Regulation comes into force. 


In the case of a restricted pit bull that was unborn or below the age of 36 weeks on the day this Regulation comes into 
force, the pit bull has participated in at least one approved dog show during the period ending on the day on which the 
pit bull reaches the age of 36 weeks. 


The restricted pit bull has participated in an approved dog show at least once in every 365-day period since the dog’s 


first participation in such a show during the period that applies to the pit bull under paragraph 3 or 4, as the case may 
be. 


The following are the exemptions referred to in subsection (1): 


The requirements of subsections | (1), (5) and (6) do not apply while the pit bull is on the site of and participating in 
an approved dog show. 


The requirements of section 2 do not apply. 


Exemptions, pit bulls not owned by Ontario residents 


5. (1) The exemptions set out in subsection (3) apply in respect of pit bulls that are not owned by a resident of Ontario, as 
long as the conditions set out in subsection (2) are met. 


(2) The following are the conditions referred to in subsection (1):

The pit bull is registered as a Staffordshire bull terrier, an American Staffordshire terrier or an American pit bull terrier 
with one or more of the dog registries named in subsection 3 (2). 

The owner of the pit bull has given written notice to one of the dog registries named in subsection 3 (2) stating the 
owner’s intention that the pit bull participate in approved dog shows. 

Beginning on the day on which this Regulation comes into force, the pit bull has not been present in Ontario except 
during 14-day periods that include an approved dog show in which the pit bull participated. 


The following are the exemptions referred to in subsection (1): 


Subsections | (1), (5) and (6) do not apply while the pit bull is on the site of and participating in an approved dog 
show. 


Section 2 does not apply. 
Clause 6 (a) of the Act does not apply during the 14-day periods mentioned in paragraph 3 of subsection (2). 


Clause 6 (f) of the Act does not apply if the pit bull is brought into Ontario within the 14-day period preceding an 
approved dog show in Ontario and the dog is registered as a participant in that show. 
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Interpretation 


6. Nothing in section 4 or 5 of this Regulation shall be interpreted as a limit on the prohibition, in clause 6 (b) of the Act, 
against breeding pit bulls. 


Commencement 


7. This Regulation comes into force on August 29, 2005.

1. Ontario Regulation 511/01 is amended by adding the following section: 
Waiver of payment of fee 


9. (1) The payment of the fee payable under section 3 for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate is waived for a 
homeless or marginally-housed individual in Ontario whose application for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate 
is forwarded to the office of the Registrar General by a corporation that meets the requirements set out in subsection (2). 


(2) The corporation referred to in subsection (1) must meet the following requirements: 
1. The corporation must be a non-profit corporation. 


2. The corporation must have a mandate to assist homeless or marginally-housed individuals in Ontario to obtain a birth 
certificate or replacement birth certificate, in order to assist those individuals to access necessary services such as 
health care, shelter, housing, food, mental health services and social assistance. 


3. There must be no other public funding available to the corporation for the payment of the fee for the birth certificate or 
replacement birth certificate. 
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4. The corporation must be a party to an agreement with the Deputy Registrar General for a definite term, under which 
the corporation agrees that, 

i. the corporation will not seek the waiver of the payment of the fee for a birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate for an individual, unless it believes that the individual is homeless or marginally-housed and that the 
individual needs the birth certificate or replacement birth certificate in order to assist the individual to access

i. the corporation will not disclose to anyone other than the office of the Registrar General the identity of, or any 
other personal information about, an individual whose application for a birth certificate or replacement birth 
certificate the corporation forwards to the office of the Registrar General, unless the corporation first obtains the 
written consent of the individual or a person authorized to consent on behalf of the individual, 

il. the corporation will permit the Deputy Registrar General or a person designated by the Deputy Registrar General 
to enter the offices of the corporation for the purpose of making inspections and inquiries in order to determine 
whether the corporation is complying with the agreement, and 

iv. the Deputy Registrar General may terminate the agreement if the Deputy Registrar General believes that the 
corporation does not meet a requirement in paragraph |, 2 or 3 or has not complied with subparagraph 1, 11 or 111. 


(3) Subsection (1) does not waive the payment of any surcharge payable under section 8. 


(4) This section is revoked on March 31, 2006.
